and to be built .with single or double trade, as- said company may 
determine. 

Seo. 8. That when said bridge shall be completed, said company 
lite auiboliKed to demand and receive from each and every non-resi- 
dent of McLennan county, mossing said bridge, or crossing their 
{jrc^erty over the same, a toll not to exceed the following rate?, to 
wit: $Vm* each wagon, cart, Carriage, or other vehide drawn by 
iBMNre tbam two horses ^»> other animals, twenty cents per wheel, and 
five cents for each animal by which the same is^diuvin. and wheii 
the satoe is di^wn by two animals or less, ten cents per wheel, and 
five cents for eacA animal by which the same is drawn ; for each 
animal and rider ten cents; tot each loose horse mule, jack or jen-

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net, five cents ; for each loose animal of the cattle kind, five cents ; 
for each foot passenger five cents ; for each sheep hog or goat, 
three cents, and from citizens of McLennan county, one half the 
above rates. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the dutj of the oountj court of Mc- 
Lennan countj, from time to time, to cause said bridge to be examined, 
ViM !Vfhd^ev^r they shall consider the same to be not in ii good and 
safe condition for crossmg, they may cause the gates thereof to be 
opened for the free crossing of the public, and so to remain until 
said company sh^U place said Inidge in good r^Miir. 

Sec. 5. That no person shall be authorized or allowed to erect any 
toll bridge^ or keep any ferry across said Bosque river, within three 
miles of said Comanche (^ros^lng, aftep: the Said bridge herein author- 
ized is completed ; provided, that in case said bridge shall get out 
of repair said.con^any may Ifo&p a ferry boat. until the said bridge 
is put in order.

Tescets^ That the eitisens of the town of Sulphur Springs, in Hop- 
Mtis county, be and tfaey are hereby declared a body politic and coi^ 
porate, under the : nam^ and style of the CorporatioB of the to^ 
;of Sulpbui^ Springs}, and by thslt name shall have power to 'sue 
«nd be sued, plead and be impleaded, and to - hold and dispose of 
property, real and personal ; providedi^wAi real property is situated 
'Vithin the liipits of said inoorporiitibn. The limits of said incorpo- 
fMlion shall attend thte€M][uaal«rs of a mile in erj^y direction &oi|i 
Kbe center of the public square m said town of Sulfur Springs. 

Seo. 2. That it shall be Ibe duty of the qualified electors <£ 
(Said corporation, at the next genersd election, to elect a mayor and 
£ye aldermen, and a constable^ who shall be, ex-officio, assessor and 
ksellector of taxes ; and until said general election, the said officers shall 
he appointed by the Governor, and fihall hold their offices ftom the 
date of their appointment until said election. Said mayor and 
aldermcen, thus appointed or elected, shall eleot out of their own 
immber, c^ <>therwise, as they may deeln best, a treasurer and sec- 
retary. The treaeurer^and ass^sor and collector of taxes shall lib 
required to give bohd with eecurit^) toi be approved by the mayor, 
for the faithfol performance of iheir duties, and shall make reports 
'whenever require by %h» mayor or board of. aldermen. 
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Sbo. 8. The mayor, aldermen, constable, treasurer and secfe* 
tary shall each qnali^ himself for the daties of his oflBoe by taking 
an oath to execute the^same to th^ best of hft ability and judgment, 
and also shall take the oath required by the Constitution of the 
State. The oalii thdl he administered by thd f^resiffing justice cf 
the peace, who shiJl prdceed to comitekisiofi the mayor, and delirer 
certificates of their election and qualification to the aldermen, con- 
BtAble, traisurer imd sem*etary; respectively, presen/ing also an 
ttcoount of his proeeedifigs hereiii timong the reo^;^ of his eienirt'; 
but tlie constable shitU tiot be p^mitted to act t» sudi ui^il he ^mII 
have executed a penal bond to ihe oorpomtSoi^, irith security ap^ 
proved by the mayor, conditional fo nccetint fbr all moneys whi^ 
shall come to his hands by virtue of liis office, stidolAiefwise&Jthftilly 
to perform the duties thereof. The said bond shall be filed with the 
mayor, and may be put in suit either before pr after the expiration 
of the term of his office by the corporation or by individuals sus- 
taining injury by his malfeasance or default while an officer of said 
corporation.

AN AOTTO PROHIBIT THB SALB OF INTOXIOATIKG LIQUORS IN THI> 
VIOINITr OF SCYENB MASONIC MALlI AND FEMALE INSXITUTB. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hp the LegtshUure of the State of 
Tescas^ That it shall not be lawful for any person to sell any in- 
toxicating liquors, whether alcoholic, malt or distilled^ within three: 
miles of Scyene Masonic Male and Female Institute, except iot 
medicinal purpose ; and any person (x p^sons offending against the/ 
pmvisions of thisaot^ shall beguilty of a misdemeanor, and, on oon*^ 
miction thereof bef<»re the*District Gourt of Dallas county, or before 
any justice of the peace in the prednct in which the town of Soyene 
is situated, shall be fined in any sum not less than ten nor more, 
than one hundred dolhgrs for each and every violation of this act.

CHAPTER XLVI. 

AN ACT TO nrCORPOBATB THE TOWN OP LOCKHAET, IN CALDWELL 

COUNTY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas^ That the citizens of the town of Lockhart, in Caldwell 
county, be and they are hereby declared a body politic and corpo- 
rate, under the name and style of the corporation of the tovrn of 
Lockhart, and by that^ name shall have power to sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, and to hold and dispose of property, real 
and personal ; provided^ such real property is situated within the 
limits of said corporation. 

Sec. 2. That the limits -of said corporation shall extend one 
mile in a square, so laid off as to leave the public square in the 
centre of said corporation. , 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the citizens of said corpo- 
ration to elect a mayor, five aldermen and a constable, who shall 
also be, ex officio^ assessor and collector or taxes ; and a treasurer 
and secretary shall be elected by said mayor and aldermen. The 
treasurer, assessor and collector of taxes shall be required to give 
bond, with good security, to be approved by said mayor and board 
of aldermen, for the niithful performance of their duties, and to 
make reports when required by said board of officers ; and the 
mayor shall have power, when necessary, to suppress riots and dis- 
turbances and to call Out the citizens of said corporation for the 
purpose of restoring order. 

That the mayor, board of aldermen and constable shall, 
for the present time and until the next general election, be appointed 
as provided for in an act entitled ^'An act to authorize the Governor

be necessary or convenient for the purposes of the company ; to 
receive, store, repair, re-bale and compress cotton ; to warehouse all 
manner of merchandise and produjce that may be offered, and to 
make, fix, demand and receive uniform* rates of charges.

S. Hall, T. M. Dennis, John Hynes, Owen CraflFney, 
and their associates and successors be and they are hereby created a 
body corporate and politic by the name and style of the Rockport, 
Fulton, Laredo and Mexican Pacific Railroad Company, and,, under 
such name and style shall have succession for the term of ninety- 
nine years,, with power to elect officers, enact by-laws, adopt a com- 
mon seal, own property, either personal, real or mixed, and to dis- 
pose of the same at pleasure ; may contract and be contracted with, 
sue and be sued, plead and *be impleaded, and may do and perform 
all the acts, and shall have all the rights, privileges and immunities 
incident or pertaining by law to sijoilar corporations.

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fte s|ieedj constraotioii cf a rftiliimj trough tlie Slate of T«sc» to the 
Baeific Ocean, and thereby seotire the indmnta} udvaiitages of cheap 
tmtispcnrtatton for emigrante to the western and tinselled |)ortk>ii of 
the 'State, facility of comnranicartiosi between the eastern and west- 
em boandaries, the settlement and enhaticement in Talne of the now 
unoccupied public domain, and the developtnent of tbe great mineral^ 
algricultural and stoekraisinff resoufces of the State^ the State of 
l^xas hereby consents, InmB and obligates herself to donate, and 
does berdby grant to the Southern Pacific BailroaNl Coenpany and to 
the Seutbem Trans^Gontinental Bailway Ooinpany. heretofore dbar-* 
tered by the Legislature of the Slate c« Teims, the bonds' of the 
State of Texas to the amount of six milliom^ of dolh»« in the man« 
ner and upon the terms a^ conditions following, to-wit : To the 
Soul^em Pacific Railroad Company there are hereby granted Hie 
bonds of the State to the amount of three tniilions of dollats, and 
to the Southern Trans-Gontinental Bailway Company there are here- 
by granted the bonds of the Stale' to the amount of tSiree miilione 
of dollars upon the condition that the said oompanies shall, before 
tiie first day of June, A* ^- 1^72, agree upon a pt^nt ef junction 
ef the two roads, which said point of jttiietion shali be within three 
nilesof liie junction of the West Fork and Clear Fork of the Trin^ 
ily rirer, and on ^e soutb side of said rivmrs, asid shall file such 
agreement, duly -executed by tiie two companies, in the form of 
an indenture between the two companies in the office 6f the Secre* 
tary of State of the State of Texas ; ^e said Southern Padfic Rail- 
road Company^ shall build its^road from the present western termi^ 
nus thereof, at Longview, in^ Upshur county, by such route as the 
said company may deem the most practicable, crossing the Central; 
Railroad within one mile of Browder's Springs, to the said point of 
junction, and the ssM Southern Trans-Continental Railway Company, 
shall build its road from Jeffi»«oin tea p(»nt en the eastern boundary 
cS the State of Texas, bordering on the State of Arkansas, at or 
near Texarkana, and thence thuougb the town of ClarksviUe, in Red 
River county, and tiirough the xAty q( I^ris in Lamar county, to 
the point of junction, confining its line as nearly as may be practi- 
eable, to the old survey of the Memphis, £1 Paso and Pacific I^ilroad 
Company; and for 1^ purpose of more certainljr and oonveni^itly 
tnmsporting the material necessaty to- the construction of its said road, 
as above defined, the said Soutiiem Trans^Oontinental Railway Com- 
pany, shall hate the right to construct a railway from the town o 
jfarf^all, in Harrison county, to Jefferson, which f^all be a part of 
the railway of the said company * ptvvided, tiiat ' the said company 
shall not be entitled to «^y any part of the subsicfy herein granted 
to the said road, fi^em Ma^all to Jefbrson ; tiiie st&kl companies, hf

Sfic. 2. That secdoii four of said act be so amended as to read 
as follows : ^' The bonds hereinbefore provided shall be issued and 
delivered to the said railroad companies, ot either of them, which may » 
be entitled to receive the same in the folbwing mtinner, to^it : 
when either of said companies shall complete, equip, and put in run**) 
niii^ order twenty«five* consecutive miles of its said line of road, and 
the chief engineer of said company shall certify the same tOitbe Gov- 
ernor of the State under oath ; it shall then be the duty of the Govern 
nor to detail such officer as may be preaeribed by law, or appointed byi 
the Governor for that purpose, to examine the same, and upon the 
written report of such officer' that the said twenty*five miles of such 
wlroad have b^en completed in a thorongh and substantial manner, 
it shall then be the duty of the Governor to issue and deliver to the- 
dftid company, *the bonds herein provided for, to the amount of tea 
tiiousand dollai^s per mile for each and every mile of said twenty-five 
miles of said road^ then and thereafter, so soon and so often as said 
Oompanies, or either of them, shall complete ten mile^ of their road 
and equip and put the same in running order, it shall be. the duty of 
the Governor to deliver to said companies respectively the bonds 
hereinbefore provided, at the rate of ten thousand dollars per mile,, 
for ea^h and every mile of the said roads in a like manner and under 
llie same restrictions as hereinbefore provided, until the said, rol^ 
shall be completed to said point of junction." 

Sk€. 3. That/ lection five of said* act be so amended as to read as 
folbws: '^That the Legislature of the State of Texas, if vested 
with the ooni»titutional power to do so^ may at any time before the 
first day of January, A. D. 1874, substitute fot the.bonds herein- 
before donated a grant of the public lands of the State to the amount 
of twenty-foux sections to the mile to each of said companies re*, 
spectively ; for each and every mile of road built by said companies 
respectively, after the passage of this act^ in lieu of said bonds, in* 
like manner and under the same restrictions as provided in this act ; 

Cvvidedf that if any of the bonds hearein provided, shall, be issued 
fore the Legislature shall make such substitution, then said bonds 
dhall be red^meid atid canceled as provided in sections six: and se^eu 
of this act ; and protrided^ further^ that if the Legislature shall not 
have made such.substkotien of lands for the said bonds by the first 
l^y of Jfl^uaiy, JS74^ then tibie said, eompany shall l^ve the right 
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uJb any tivafy thereafter, when the ' Legislature shall have power ta' 
grant the pablic lands in aid of internal improyementSf to deliver tO:

Sbc. 5. That the said Southern Pacific Railroad Company, and 
the Southern Trans-Continental Railway Company are hereby em- 
powered to conform the gauge of their several roads to such gauge 
as may be adopted by, the Texas Pacific Railroad Company, char- 
tered under act of Congress of the United States, March 8, 1871. 

S^G. 6. That it is the intent and purpose of this aot, and of 
the act to which this act is amendatory, that each of the said railroad 
companies shall be entitled to three millions of dollars of said btods, 
azid that neither of said companies shall receive more than ten 
thousand dollars per mile for the eoDStruction of their roads to the^ 
$aid point of janetion ; and the sadd companies shall be entitled to^ 
teceive ten thousand dollars per itiile^W a single trade xaibroad' 
westwaH from the point of junction towards El Paso, until tbe^ 
whoLd amount of bonds granted, shall be consumed; but in no 
^veat shall the amount of bonds to be issued undisr thb provisions^of

The said railroad companies shall be subject to no limi-* 
tation of time in the construction of their roads, other than is pro-'

: SbOj 8.: Anything contained in the act of wbich this is amenda-^ 
tOry, and in other laws or parts of laws, contrary to or inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, is hereby repealed; and tihis act shall 
take eflbct from and after its passage:

The foregoing act, received in the office of Secretary of State^ 
Deoember two,, we theQeand eiglrt hundred and sev^nty^otie, 
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having been presented to tfi© Goyernor of Texas for hi« ap* 
proval, and not having been returned by him to the House in wfaidii it 
originated within the. time pr^cribed bj the Oonstitution, has b^ . 
come a law without his approvid.

AK ACT TO INCORPORATS THB HOUSTCn^ TAIOTSRT AKD IBATHBR 
MANCPACTURING COMPANY, 

Sbction 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That Samuel Geisleman, George H. ]>utton, Jacob Bins, 
W. A. Ellis W. D. Alexander, and their aseociates and sttocessors, 
be a body corporate and politic, under the name and styte of tb» 
Houston Tannery and Leather Manufacturing Company, with an* 
tibority in said corporate name atid capacity to contract ; to sue and 
be sued; to plead and be impleaded; to acquire real and personal 
property by gift or purchase; and to sell, grant, mortgage, or alieiw 
ate the same ; to make by-laws for its own government, which by** 
laws may be altered or amended from time to time, as may be deemed 
necessary for the promotion and carrying out the objects content 
plated in this act. 

Sec. 2. That the said company in their corporate Dame and 
capacity shall have the right to tan leather and manu&cture bootSy 
shoes, and any other articleB made of leather which they may desire to 
manufacture. Baid company shall have the right to own such 
houses, lands, machinery, and all other articles and property of 
whatsoever kind, necessary for or incidental to the working of their 
manufactory. 

Sec. 8. That the capita! stock of said company lAali be one 
hundred thousand dollars, exclusive of its frandiises and rights to 
property, divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, each 
share to endtle the Owner thereof to one vote, either in pertson or 
by pK^xy, in all meetings of the company. Said cAiares shall hi 
deemed personal property, and shall be titmsf^rable usid^ such rules 
and regulations as may be provided for in the by-laws of the com- 
pany. 
^ Sbc. 4L That for the purpose of orgaidaatioa and commence^ 
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meBt of the enterprise, ihd corporators, named in the first section of 
this act, shall constitute the first board of directors, to serve for one 
year,, and to remain in o£Bce until their successors are elected and 
qualified. The board of directors shall choose from their own num- 
ber, at their first meeting, a president and such other officers as may 
be required by the by-laws ; neyertheless, the board of directors 
shall have authority to dispose of the shares in its capital stock in 
such a manner and on such terms as they may deem most conducive 
to the interest of the company and the fulfilment of the objects of 
this act ; and shall be, furthermore, authorized to commence opera- 
tions whenever one hundred and fifty shares shall have been taken 
and such per centage paid thereon as may be prescribed in their by- 
laws. 

S£G. 5. That the capital stock of said company may be in- 
creased to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, when deemed ex- 
pedient for the welfare of the company by two-thirds of the board 
of directors, sanctioned by a majority of the stockholders. 

Sec. 6. That this act take effect from ^nd after its 
and continue in full force and effect for the period of fifty years.

Section 1. .Beit encLCted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That W. J. Morris, Joseph F. Smith, W. G. Roarl^, John 
Martin and John H. Wood, and their associates and successors, be 
and they are hereby declaimed a body corporate and politic, under 
the name and style of the Board of Chirators of St Marys Institute, 
and by that name and style they shall have power to contract and 
be contracted with, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and* to 
receive donations or bequests of property, real, personal or mixed| 
and have, hold, use and dispose of the same. 

Sec. 2. That the object of said body of curators shall be the 
permanent establishment and endownfent of a purely literary, 
scientific and moral institution of leaming of high degree, for the 
better education of the youth of the land, and the genial diffiasion

Seo. S. That the board of curators inay secure in any just and 
l^al manner, any amount of capital not to exceed five hundred 
thousand dollars, hold and operate the same in any way that they 
may deem best, to secure the permanent endowment of its professor- 
ships, and the promotion of its general objects. 

Sbc. 4. That the board of curators shall provide fvrr securing 
such qualified principal and teachers as are necessary; fix the 
curriculum of studiiBS, and the degrees to be conferred upon students 
in accordance thereto,. and may raise means to establish, in conneo- 
tion with the said institute, a general library or lyceum, with 
scientific or art museum and herbarium, and control, direct and use 
the same for the promotion of the special objects of the institute, as 
well as the general difiusion of knowledge. 

Sec. 5. That in case of death or resignation of any one or 
more of the curators, the remainder shall have power to fill such 
vacancy or vacancies. 

Seo. 6. That the board of cucators shall have all general and 
special powers usually conferred upon such corporations. 

Seo. 7. That the board of curators may secure a legal title to 
the building and ground on which the building now used by the 

Erietors of the institute is located, near the town of St. Marys, 
gio Cbunty, State of Texas, and hold the same for the objects

Sec, 8. That this act be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage. •

Smith, S. W. McKee, S. D. Nunnelee, B. F. Hays, A. J. Dorn 
and Oideon Smith shall be the first trustees of the said collegiate 
institute, and they and their associates and successors shall have 
power to direct and administer the affairs of said institution, and to 
nil any vacancy that may occur in said board of trustees, by death, 
resignation, removal or otherwise.

Association of Bryan, Texas, with capacity, in said corporate name, 
to make contracts ; to hdld, buy and sell property ; to contract and 
execute leases ; to take grants and gifts ; to execute deeds, mortgages 
and deeds of trust ; to have succession and a common seal ; to mako 
a constitution and by-laws for the governinent and regulation of its

G. W. Kemp, Thos. J. Salter, G. Harsch, W. T. Shugart, J. W. 
Shugart, L. Shugart, Jas. Massey, Jas. Perry, Andrew Perry, Jos. 
Ingram, Robert Price, W. W. Wodskind, John Getlich and Wm. 
McCarty, and their associates, are hereby created and declared to 
be a body corporate and politic, by the name and style of the Round 
Mountain Educational Company, and by that name and style shall 
have twenty-five years BUCC€fision, with power to contract and be 
contracted with, sue and be sued, to plead and be impleaded in that 
name ; to have a common seal, and shall have the right to acquire, 
by purchase, donation, subscription or otherwise, personal and real 
estate, so long as they confine their operations to the promotion of 
education.

period of one year, or until their successors shall have been elected 
and qualified, at which meetiDg there shall also be elected a presi* 
dent, treasurer and secretary, who shall be elected in the same way^ 
and shall serre for the same period as the board of trustees. 

That it shall be the duty of the president t^ preside 
over the meetings of the board of trustees, and perform such other

the aforesaid name may sue and be sued, defend and be defended, 
plead and be impleaded in any court of law or equity within this 
State; provided, that nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to authorize the purchase and sale of lands for speculative j^ur- 
poses, or t6 hold any more real estate or other property than may 
06 necessary to carry into effeot the purposes set ferth in this act 
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Seo. 2. That this society Aall hare pcmer to make such a coo- 
stitntion and bj-Iaws as thej may deem necessary for their own gov- 
ernment, not contrary to the Constitution and laws of this State, 
and may elect from their own body the officers necessary for coa^ 
ducting the business of said spciety. 

Seo. 8. That said corporation shall have a common seal, and 
may alter or change the same at pleasure ; axkd in general have and 
exercise all such rights, pririleges and immunities as by law are in- 
cident to and necessary for corporations of a similar character. 

Sbo. 4. That the capital stock of this corporation shall at no time 
exceed thirty thousand dollars, and that this act take effect from and 
after its passage, and remain in force for thirty years.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That Ed. Finnin, C. S. West, A. W. Moore, E. S. C. Rob- 
ertson, John Hancock, L. M. Bradley, Ed. Burleson, N. Merrill, 
Jno. T. Miller, M. M. Long, G. B. Zimpleman, W. 0. Hutchinson, 
C. C. Allen, J. W. Flanagan, Jas. Lee, and their associates and 
successors, be and they are hereby declared a body corporate 
and politic, under the name and style of the Travis County Agri- 
cultural, Mechanical and Bbod Stock Association, an^ as such ^all 
be capable of suing and being sued; and shall have a corporate seal ; 
pleading and being impleaded; contracting and being contracted 
with ; and doing and performing all things necessary to carry into 
effect the objects of this act of incorporation. That the parties 
named in this act shall act as commissioners to obtain by subscrip- 
tion the capital stock of said association. 

Sec. 2.^ That the objects of said association are declared to be 
the improvement of the breed of domestic animals and the encourage- 
ment of agricultural and mechanical improvements ; and for these 
purposes said association is authorized to purchase, import, breed 
and sell any kind of domestic animals, and to purchase, import, 
manufacture, exhibit and sell such improved machinery' and imple- 
ments as will promote the mechanical, agricultural and manu&cturing 
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interest of tfie people of said county of Travis or of the State ; pro- 
videdj nothing herein contained shall infringe upon the rights ol 
patentees. And for the further purpose of carrying out the objects 
and purposes of this association as above declared, said association 
is hereby authorized to own the necessary real estate for fair groundd^ 
peatures, race tracks and training grounils ; to offer purses for horses 
to contend for ; and to erect upon the same such improvements aa 
may be necessary to carry out the objects of this association. That 
the fair grounds and other improvements of said association shall 
be located in the county of Travis, in this State. 

Sec. 8. That the board of directors shall have power to make 
all necessary rules and regulations for the holding of their fairs and 
for the preservation of order and decorum, and the protection of the 
fiur grounds from disturbances or breadies of the peace during the 
time of holding &irs. At the commencement of said fairs, said rules 
shall be conspicuously posted up at the entrance gate thereof, and 
any person who shall wilfully violate any of said rules or regula- 
tions shall be subject to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, to be re- 
covered by complaint or indictiielit in any court having jurisdiction 
of such offenses. 

Sbo. 4. That the capital stock of said association shall not ex- 
ceed one hundred thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty 
dollars each. That the affairs of said association shall be conduct^ 
by a board of directors, who shall elect from their number a presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary, treasurer and such other officers as 
may be necessary for a successful operation of said association. 
That the persons named in this act shall constitute the board of 
directors for one year from the date of* the passage of this act, at 
the expiration of which time a board of directors of not less than 
five nor more than ten may be elected by the stockholders of said 
association.

Whereas, In the year 1870, the jail at the odunty seat of 
Whartoa ooimty was destroyed by fire, and the ^aid county is now 
without a jail ; therefore, 

Section 1. Be it e?iacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That the County Court of Wharton county be and is here- 
by authorized to levy annually an ad valorem tax on all taxable 
property in said county, not to exceed fifty cents on the one hundvel 
dollars value of said property, for the purpose of building a good 
and substantial jail at the county seat of said county. 

Sec. 2. That immediately after the passage of this act the asses* 
sor and colleetor of Wharton county shall proceed tO assess and col- 
lect said tax, and shall be albwed the same rate of compensation 
allowed for the collection of bther •taxes, and shall give such bond as 
the county court may deem necessary. 

Seo. 3. That the county court shall take immediate steps to 
secure the prompt assessment and collection of said tax md foi the 
speedy construction of said jail in said county. 

Sec. 4. That this act take efifect and be force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY COURT OP MARION COUNTY 
TO ISSUE COUPON INTEREST-BEARING BONDS FOR THE BUILDING 
OF A COURT HOUSE AND JAIL FOR SAID COUNTY, AND TO LEVY 
A TAX FOR THE SAME. 

' Whereas, The county of Marion is without a court house, and 
the jail of said county is entirely too small and inadequate for the 
purposes for which it is used ; and. 

Whereas, The tax authorized by law to be levied by the county 
C3urt is insufiScient to pay the current expenses of said county and 
to erect the public buildings aforesaid ; therefore ^ 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legishxtwre of the State of 
Texas, That tbe County Court of Marion county be and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue coupon interegt-bqjiring 
bonds, in amount not to exceed seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,- 
000) for the purpose .of raising iQon^ 'to ccHistruetia court house 
and jail on the square situated in Alley's part ^f the city of JeflFer- 
' son, Texas, as set forth in Hodge's plan of said city — ^bounded by 
Broadway, Dixo», South, W.illard and Crawford streets — for the use 
of said county of Marion ; said bonds to be of the denomination 
of one hundred to one thousand dollars each, to bear interest at the 
rate c f ten per centum per annum, payable annually. 

Sec. 2. That said bonds may be sold, either at public or private 
sale by order of the county court, and the proceeds arising therefrom 
shall be paid into the county treasury, and by the treasurer paid out 
on the order of the county court. The interest due on said bonds 
Bball be received by the collector of taxes *for all county dues. 

Sbo. 8. That the said oounty court is further au&orized to levy 
and coUeet a special ad 'valorem county tax, not to exceed one half 
of one per centum, for the* purpose of paying the interest and pro- 
viding a sinking fund for the final payment of said bonds. 

Sec. 4. ThsA, said bonds shall be made payable in not less than 
five nor more than ten years from the date of issuance ; but the 
county court shall have power to redeem die same at au earlier time, 
should it so determine. 

Seo. 5. That this act take efiect and be in f<»rce from and after 
its passage.

M. Swink, 
James Bentley, John C. McCoy, Hennr Ervay, Wm, C. Mo- 
Kaney, W. H. Witt, L. E. Combes and W. H. Gaston and their as- 
sociates and successors, be and they are hereby declared a body cor- 
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foMe and politic, under the name and stjie of the North Texas 
Agricultoral, Mechaaieal and Blood Stock Assooiation, and as such 
shall be capable of contracting and being contracted with, suing and 
being sued, having and using a corj»orate seal, purchasing and bold- . 
ti^ in fee or otherwise, lands, goods and. property, making and alter- 
ing by-laws,^ and doing all other acts and things, and having and 
enjoying all other franchises incident to, or necessary and proper 
for effecting the objects of their incorporation.

That the capital stock of this association shall not ex- 
ceed fifty thousand dollars, divided into shares of fifty dollars each, 
and that the a&irs of said association shall be condueted by a pres- 
ident, vice-president, secretary and a board of seven directors, elected 
by and from the stockholders annually at such time as the by4aws 
of the association may prescribe.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That J. W. Seal, E. M. Heatfi, J. W. Ferris, E. W. 
Rogers, Jo. Kemble, John Williams, Spencer'Ford, A. D. Kennard, 
A. C. Hoyle, S. P. HoUingsworth, S. Millican, S. Myers, and their 
associates and successors, be and are hereby constituted a body ccr* 

?>rate and politic, by the name and style of the Cleburne Cross 
imber Railway Company, ard by said name shall haye succession 
and a common seal, with capacity to make contracts, and in its cor* 
porat3 name to sue and be sued ; to make by-laws for its general 
gpTernment and management ; and generally to do and perform all 
such acts and things as may be necessary and proper for or inciden- 
tal to the fulfillment of its obligations or maintenance of its rights 
under this act, consistent with the Constitution of this State and of 
the United States.

CHAPTER C . 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF DRESDEN, IS NAVAREO 

COUNTY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas^ That the citizens of the town of Dresden, in Navarro coun- 

E, be and they are hereby declared a body politic and corporate un- 
r the name and style of the Town of Dresden, and by that name 
shall have power to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and to 
hold and dispose of property, real, personal and mixed ; provided, 
such real property is situated within the limits of said corporation; 
and shall have a common seal to authenticate instruments of writing 
when it shall be required. 

Sec. 2. .That it shall be the duty of the citizens of said corpo* 
ration to elect mayor, marshal and five aldermen ; that the mar* 
shal shall be ex officio assessor and collector of taxes ; that said al- 
dermen shall elect from their owfl body a treasurer and secretary, 
and shall have power to appoint such other inferk>r officers or agents 
as they may de^n necessary for said corporation. The treasurer 
and assessor and collector of taxes shall each be required to giye 
bond with security, to be approved by the mayor, for the faithful 
performance of tlieir duties, and to make reports when required by 
the board of aldermen. And the mayor shall have power to sup- 
press riots and distui'bances of the peace, to call out the citizens of 
said corporation for* the purpose of restoring order, and to impose a 
fine, not to exceed tw^dty-five dollars, on any dtizen of said corpo- 
ration for refusing to obey such call. 

Sec. S. That no person shall be eligible to any office under the 
provisions of this charter who is not a qualified voter of this State^ 



and shall have been a resident within the limits of said corporation 
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for at least six months prior to his election ; nor shall anjr person 
have a right to vote for officers who has not heen a citizen, and resi- 
dent within said corporate limits, at least six months next preceding 
the day of said election. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor and hoard of aldermen of said corpo- 
ration shall have power to. pass such rales and regulations, and 
ordinances, as may be necessary for the preservation of law and 
order within the corporate limits; for the levying of taxes ; for the 
removal of nuisances*, and keeping the streets in good order ; and 
for any and all other purposes necessary to promote the public wel- 
fare and good government within said corporate limits ; and they 
shall have power to prescribe penalties for the violation of the laws 
and ordmances of the corporation; provided^ no tax shall ever be 
levied exceeding one-half of the State tax, allowed by law ; aiid 
provided^ further^ that they shall, in no case, prescribe penalties to 
exceed oue hundred dollars, or imprisonment for more than fifteen 
days. 

Seo. 6. That l^e limits of said eorporation shall be one half ' 
mile irr every direction from John Sparks' store house, so that said 
store house shall be m the center of said corporation. 

Sec. 6. That the mayor, with a majority of the board of 
aldermen, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; 
and in the absence of the mayor, the board of aldermen shall elect 
one of their own number mayor pj^o tempore. The mayor shall 
have the casting vote in Vase of a tie. 

Sec. 7. That the mayor, marshal and aldermen shall hold their 
offices for a term of one year ; that no election shall be held until 
the next election for members of the State Legislature ; that the 
Governor be and is hereby authorized to appoint a mayor, marshal, 
and five aldermen for said corporation. 

Sec. 8. That the board of aldermen shall have power to enact 
by-laws, ordinances and regulations, not in conflict with the laws or 
Constitution of this State, for the good government of said corpora- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. That this act take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER CI. 

AN ACT TO AVTHOaiZB THE OOUNTY COURT OF GALVESTON COUNTY 
TO ISSUB INTBRBST-BBARINGh BONDS FOR THE PURPOSE OF PUNIK 
ING THE PRESENT OUTSTANDING INDBBTliDNBBS OF SAID COUNTY. 

Section 1. Be it efmcted by the Legislature of the State of 
TesaSy That the County Court of Galveston county is authorized to 
issue from time to time interest-bearing and coupon bonds for sueh 
sums and in such amounts and payable at such time as said court 
may deem proper ; provided^ that the bonds hereby authorized shfiU. 
be issued only &r the purpose of funding die present outstanding 
indebtedness of said county, of every character whatsoever due and 
to be due, and when such bonds are issued, said court shall at the 
time of ordering such issue also provide for the payment of the in- 
terest on said bonds and a sinking fund to meet the principal, under 
the laws now in force. - 

Sec. 2. That this act shall take effect from and after its passage.

CHAPTER CII. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TEXAS LIVE STOCK INSURANCE COM- 
PANY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That C. C. Allen, S. K. Labatt, J. K. Speirs, W. R. John- 
son, Selim Rinker, Thos. E. Campton^ and N. H. Ricker, t^nd their 
associates and successors, be and they are hereby constituted and 
created a body corporate and politic, under the .name and style of 
the Texas Live Stock Insurance Company. 

Sec. 2. Said company shall have succession atod a common 
seal, with power to sue and be sued ; plead and be impleaded ; to 
grant and receive in their corporate name ; to make by-laws for 
their government ; and generally to do and perform all such acts 
and things proper and nepessary to be done by corporate bodies, to 
carry into effects the objects and ends of said incorporation, not in- 
consistent withe Constitution and laws of the United States or of 
the State of Texas. 
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Pso. 3. The capital stock of said company shall be fifty thou- 
aaod dollars, with the pririlege of increasing the .same to two hun* 
dred thousand dollars. The capital stock shall be divided into one 
thousand shares of fifty dollars each. Parties subscribing to the 
capital stock shall pay ten per centum of the amount subscribed at 
the time of subscription, and ten per centum monthly thereafter, until 
the full amount is paid. Any stockholder fiiiling to pay his instal*< 
ment, ten cbiys after notice is served upon him that the same is due, 
may be charged a fine of fifty cents on each share for each instal- 
ment not paid in, until the fines shall .have absorbed the amount 
paid ; then the share shall become forfeited to the company. 
; S «.€. 4. The object of said eomjpaxij is declared to be the in- 
surance against death, by accident or natural causes, of stock, horses, 
mules and milch cows. No dividend shall be declared to stockhold- 
ers for a sum over 25 per cent, on the par value of their stock. All 
gains or profits made over this amount shall be declared in dividends 
to policy holders, pro rata on the amounts paid in by them as en- 
trance fee. Each person offering stock, horses, mules, or milch 
cows, for insurance in said company, shall, on application, pay into the 
treasury thereof an amount equal to 10 per cent of the value of the 
animal to be insured ; which said payment shall entitle the policy 
holder to receive, within five days after the death of any animal so 
insured, the full value of such animal at the date on which the 
policy was taken. Upon the ?30tice of the death of anv animal in- 
sured being furnished to the company, an assessment shall be made 
of a Slim sufficient to cover said loss, pro rata on the entrance fee 
of each policy holder, and a further sum of twenty-five cents to pay 
the expenses of the company ; which amounts shall be cayed for by 
notice served dpon each policy holder. No such assessment shall 
be &r a sum greater than the amount of the entrance fee, and should 
any policy holder fail to meet and pay each assessment, within 
twenty days afi;er the service of such notice, all sums of pioney he 
may have previously paid into the treasury of the company shall 
be forfeited, his name stricken from the books of the company, and 
the liabilities of the company, upon the policy issued to him, shall 
eease. 

Sbc. 5. In the event of the death of any animal insured by 
this company, the owner thereof shall immediately report the same 
to the company and its inspector ; which inspector shall investigate 
the cause of said death, whether by accident, natural cause, cruelty, 
or fraud. And no policy holder shall recover any money of said 
company without having first obtained and presented from the in- 
spector of said company, a certificate stating the cause of the death 
of the animal 
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Sec. 6. Each and every person insuring an animal in this com- 
pany shall have the same branded with the brand of the company, 
er bave some other mark of identification by which to identify said 
animal, which brand or mark must be stated in the policy. 

Sbc. 7. The company shall be managed bv a board of directora 
df not less than five nor more than eleven. The incorporators' here- 
in named, in section one, shall have the power to organize the company, 
and shall constitute the board of directors, and eontinae in office for 
Q^te year, at the expiration of which time an electioQ by the stock-- 
holders shall be had of 'such, officers and agents as may be deemed 
necessary for the proper management and control of the company. 

Sec. 8. That this act shall take efiect and be in force from and*, 
after its passage, and continue in force for fifty years.

CHAPTER cm. 

AN ACT FOR THE RELIEF OF DILLARD COOPER. 

Whereas, Dillard Cooper was one among the fortunate few who 
escaped deatn from the Mexicans at Fannin's massacre, at Goliad, 
in the revolution of 1836, and he was among the gallant defender* 
of Texas in her early revolutionary struggle ; and 

Whereas, He is now old, infirm, diseased, and destitute of the 
means of subsistence ; therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ermcied by the Legislature of the Slate of 
Tesas, That said Dillard Cooper be allowed the sum of two hun« 
dred and. fifty c'ollars ($250) annually, to be paid in Treasury 
warrants ; one-half of said amount to be paid on the first day of 
February, and the other half on the first day of August, in each 
year, and that the Comptroller is herieby authorized to draw his 
draft for said amount on the Treasurer, payable on the days above 
spedfied, in each and every year, during the natural Lfe of said 
Cooper.

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CHAPTER CIV. 

AN ACT TO IfeE-ORGANIZB THE TOWN OF BRYAN, IN BRAZOS COUN- 
TY, TEXAS, AND INCORPORATE SAID TOWN AS THE CITY OF 
BRYAN. 

Be it eneicted by the Legislature of the State of Texas, as 
follows: 

Article /v — The Corporate Powers, 

Section 1. The oorporation now existing and known as the 
Town of Bryan, in Brazos county, Texas, shall continue to be a 
body corporate in fact by the name and style of the City of Bryan, 
and shall have perpetual succession with all the grants, powers and 
privileges now and heretofore held by said corporation, and not mo- 
dified or repealed, by the provisions of this act. Said corporation 
shall also have such enlarged jurisdiction and additional powers as 
are hereinafter conferred by this act, and shall have a seal to authen- 
ticate all their instruments of writing, with a star in the center and 
the letters T-E-X-A-S between the points of said star, with the ad- 
ditional words City of Bryan around the edge of said seal. 

• Article IL — Limits of the Corporation. 

Section 1. The limits of the corporation shall be ascertained 
and defined as follows, to-wit : Commencing at a point seventee^i 
hundred yards due south from the center of the court house square^ 
thence due east seventeen hundred yards, thence due north thirty- 
four hundred yards, thence due west thirty-four hundred yards, 
thence due south seventeen hundred yards, thence due east seven- 
teen hundred yards to the place of beginning. 

Article III. — Extent of Jurisdiction. 

Section 1. The jurisdiction of the corporation of the City of 
Bryan shall be co-extensive with the limits as defined in article sec- 
ond, and shall also include the distance of five miles for all sanitary 
purposes in every direction from the center of the court house square. 

Article IV. — Officers. 

Section 1. The elective officers of the corporation shall be one 
mayor, five aldermen and one marshal. 
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Seo. 2. The mayor and aldermen shall constitate the Common 
Coancil of the City of Brjun, and when in session as such common 
council maj appoint and remove at their pleasure such subordinate 
officers as maj be needed from time to time to secure an efficient ad* 
ministration of all ordinances of the corporation. 

Article V, — The Powers of the Corporation. 

Section 1. The powers of the CDrporation shall be vested in the 
mayor and aldermen, and a majority of the aldermen present at any 
regular or called session shall constitute a quorum competent to do 
business. 

. Sec. 2. The form of all ordinances shall be as follows : '* Be it 
ordained by the Common Council of the City of Bryan." 

Sec. 3. No ordinance shall take effect and be in force until the 
same is published for two weeks in a newspaper published within the 
corporate limits of the City of Bryan, or in the absence of such 
newspaper by posting up such ordinances in at least six public pla- 
ces within the limits of the corporation for the length of time above 
stated. Sanitary ordinances, when their speedy enforcement is 
deemed necessary by the common council, may be made to take effect 
the day after their being posted up in at least twelve public places 
within said limits. 

Sec. 4. The comjnon council, by ordinances, shall have power 
as follows : 

First — To appoint a clerk and treasurer, and such other subor- 
dinate officers as may be required, and require bond and proper 
security for the faithful performance of their duties ; to prescribe 
the duties to be performed by such subordinate officers ; to prescribe 
the duties to be performed by the clerk, treasurer, marshal and other 
subordinate- officers, respectively, and to enforce their performance 
in such manner and mode as said common council may deem appro* 
priate, not inconsistent wi:h the laws of the State. 

Second — To fix the salaries of all officers entitled to the same, 
either by this act or by an ordinance of the common council. 

Third — To levy taxes on all property within the limits of the 
corporation, subject to taxation, under the laws of the State ; but 
said taxation is not to exceed one-half of one per cent., ad valorem^ 
as estimated in the assessment for State taxes, and to levy occupa- 
tion taxes on all occupations which are taxed by the State, not to 
exceed the amount so levied by the State, and to levy a specific tax 
on dogs. » 

Fourth— To collect said taxes through the city marshal, in the 
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mode and manner prescribed bj law for the collection of tlie State ^ 
taxes. 

Fifth — ^To lio«iBe merchants and traders in goods, wares and 
merchandise of every description ; wholesale and retail wine and 
liquor dealers, wholesale and retail grocers; apothecaries, inn- 
keepers and boarding houses ; brokers and monej--changers ; carts, 
wagons, hacks, coaches, drays and livery stables; hawkers and 
peddlers ; showmen, theatres, pawn-brokers and the keepers of beer 
saloons ; barbers, fruit stands, beer gardens, and all other occupa- 
tions, and to collect said licenses through the city marshal, in the 
mode and manner prescribed *by law for the collection of ]icense& 
granted by the State. 

Sixth — To regulate the use of the streets, highways, roads, 
and public places, by foot passengers, vehicles, railways and locomo- 
tives. 

Seventh — To regulate the use of the sidewalks, and corner stands 
on the comers of lots and blocks. 

Eighth — To prevent and remove encroachihents upon, and ob- 
structions to, the streets, highways and public places. 

Ninth— ^To regulate the openings of street surfaces, and to ex- 
tend the streets as laid down in the recorded plot or plat of said city, 
in>continuation to the corporate limits of said city, if practicable. 

Tenth — To regulate the laying of gas or water pipes, and 
erecting of gas lights. 

Eleventh — To regulate or prevent the throwing of ashes, offal, 
dirt or garbage in the streets. 

Twelfth — To regulate or prevent animals running at large, or 
being rode, driven or led through the city. 

Thirteenth— To regulate the cleaning and grading of the streets 
and sidewalks, the making and cleaning of gutters. 

Fourteenth-- To regulate the erection, use, and continuance of 
slaughter houses and market houses. 

Fifteenth — To define, regulate and control the conduct of police, 
and their, relation to other officers of the peace and .other persons in 
respect to maintaining peace and good order, and preserving the 
right of persons and property. 

Sixteenth — In relation to street beggars, mendicants and vagrants. 

Seventeenth — ^In relation to the use of guns, pistols, fire arms, fire 
crackers of all kinds, within the city. 

Eighteenth — In relation to the keeping and storage of gunpowder 
and other explosive materials. 

Nineteenth — In relation to intoxication, quarreling and fighting in 
the streets and in places of public amusement. 
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Twentieth— In relation to pnldie morab, in exposing the person or 
exhibiting obscene pictures. 

Twenty-first — In relation to the public health, the pretention and 
removal of nuisances, the regulation of interments, the business of 
bone boiling or grinding, meat packing, soap making, and other oc- 
cupations, or occupation, noxious to health and comfort, and to re- 
moval, keeping and deposit of manure, offal and garbage. 

Twenty-second — In relation to disorderly and gaming houses, their 
Himates and frequenters, the suppression of vice and immorality. 
' Twenty-third — ^In retation to the construction, Qare and use of 
markets and wharves or platforms. 

Twenty-fourth — In relation to quarantining in apprehension of, or 
during epidemics. 

Twenty-fifth — In relation to the passengers and freight trains at the 
depots awd wharves or platforms. 

Twenty-sixth — In relation to the prevention and extinguishment of 
fires and the formation of a fire department, its officers, its regula- 
tions and support. 

Twenty-seventh — In relation to the assessment and collection of as- 
sessments made on the owners of lots and blocks, for the grading, 
filling up and improving the side-walks and streets adjacent to said 
lots and blocks, which as^ssment is hereby made a charge against the 
owners of such lots and blocks, and a charge and lien on said 
lots and blocks. 

Twenty-eighth — In relation to the affixing of a penalty for a vio- 
lation of any ordinance, and the collection of said penalty. 

Twenty-ninth— In relation to the erection of a city hospital, its con- 
duct and maintenance. 

Thirtieth — In relation to the inspection, weighing and measuring 
of fire wood, hay, straw, and the cartage of the same. 

Thirty-first— In relation to the inspection and sealing of weights 
and measures, and enforcing the keeping and use of proper weights 
and measures by vendors. 

Thirty-second-r-In relation to public order and keeping the peace. 

Thirty-third — In relation to the mode and manner of proceedings 
of their own body when in session. 

Thirty-fourth — In relation to the time, necessary notices, mode and 
manner of holding elections for elective officers of the corporation ; 
also, in relation to contested elections for elective officers. 

Thirty-fifth — In relation to the employing of legal counsel for the 
assistance of the common council, and to prosecute on behalf of the 
corporation in criminal cases, and to institute and defend civil suits 
in their behalf. 

Thirty-sixth— In relation to the employment of a city surveyor. 
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Thirty-seventh — ^In relation to. the employment of an annate 
police force and night watchmen. 

Thirty-eighth ~-In relation to the imposition of fines and penalties 
for the violation of ordinances. 

Thirty-ninth— rin relation to trust properly. 

Article VL — Tenure of Office of Elective Officers. 

Section 1. Elective officers — for one year from the date of 
their instalment, and until their successors are qualified. 

Sec. 2. All elections to fill vacancies shall be for the unexpired 
term of the office to be filled. 

Article VII. — Publicity of the Proceedings of the Common 
^ Council. 

Section 1. All the proceedings of the commpn council shall be 
recorded in proper journals and books kept for that purpose, and 
shall be open to the inspection of the public. 

Article VIIL — The Mayor — His Duties and Salary. 

Section 1. . The mayor, when present at the session of the com*- 
mon council, shall be the presiding officer ; he shall have the casting 
vote in case of a tie. 

Sec. 2. The mayor shall have power to act in a judicial capacity, 
and alone, in all cases arising within tfa^ jurisdiction of the corporar 
tion, involving a breach of the peace, a violation of any penal ordi- 
nance of the common council, and a vidi^tion of any law in the 
criminal code of this State.- 

Sec. 3. In cases of a breach of the peace or a violation of a law 
«in the criminal code of this State, the mayor shall have the same 
power as is conferred by law on a justice of the peace in relation to 
ike same subject matter. In relation to a violation of penal 
ordinances passed by the common council, he shall have power to 
try the same, and, on conviction, to execute the penalty through the 
city marshal, sheriff, constable or policeman, in the mode and BoaUf- 
ner prescribed in the ordinance violated. 

Sec. 4. The mayor as a judicial officer, on complaint made be- 
fore him under oath, shallhave power to issue writs of arrest and 
warrants for all violations of the ordinances of the corporation and 
for all violations of the oriminal code of this State ; and whea 
such violations of ordinances and of the criminal code of the State 
are committed in his view, he shall have power to arrest without 
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complaint being made, and without a writ of arrest or warrant. He 
Bhall also have power to issue subpoenas for witnesses. 

Sbc. 5. The mayor shall oaose, as a judicial officer, the clerk 
to keep a record of all his (the mayor's) proceedings, and transmit 
the same to the common council on the termination of his office, and 
the same shall be kept as an ai chive of the corporation. 
. Sec. 6. The mayor shall at all times, by virtue of his office, see 
that the ordinances of the common council are executed ; that all 
subordinate officers perform their duties, and as occasion may require 
report to said council as to delinquencies and misconduct of such 
officers. He shall also, from time to time, recommend to the council 
such measures for consideration as he may deem important. 

Sec. 7. The mayor shall receive an annual salary, to be fixed 
as to the amount by the common council preceding his term of 
office. As a judicial officer, he shall receive the sam^ fees as are 
or may be by law.provided for a justice of the peace. 

Article IX. — Finances, 

Section 1. All property, real and personal, acquired by the 
corporation of the City of Bryan, whether by conveyance, donation, 
bequest, or by the imposition of taxes, fines or penalties, or the 
granting of license, or acquired from any other source or in any 
other manner, shall be held, in trust by said corporation for the use 
and benefit of the same, and shall be appropriated for no other pur- 
pose. 

Sec 2. The funds of the corporation shall be used — 

First— To sustain the municipal government. 

Second — For suah improvement in, and adornment of the city as 
shall be sanctioned by a majority of the members of the common 
council. 

S£!C. 3. The corporation shall not incur debts to exceed at an^ 
one time the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000). If the ooxor 
Bion council deem it advisable to incur debts exceeding that amount, 
they may specify the amount desired and submit the question to the 
le^I voters within the corporate limits, and the same shall be sanc- 
tioned by a majority of the votes cast. 

Article X. 

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen shall have power and au- 
thority to :pa8S ordinances regulatkig bawdy houses, houses of ill 
fame or of prostitution, to license the same or abate the same. 
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Article XL 

Section 1. The qualified ekctors for State and oonnty officers, 
who shall have resided three mocitha nest preceding an election with* 
in tke corporate limits of the City of Brjan, ^all be allowed to vote 
for all elective officers of the corporation. 

. Article JCIL — General Provisions. 

BscnoN 1. Upon the passage of this act^.tlie persons now filling 
the offices of the City of Bryan shall continue in office, subject to 
the provisions of an act entitled ^'An act to authorize tlie Governor 
of the State to fill vacancies,'^ passed by the Twelfth Legislature. 

S£0. 2. In all questions of conflict arising out of the terms used 
^md provisions made in the general law under which the Town of 
Bryan was originally incorporated* and the ternus used and pro^ 
visions made in this act, this act shall have the preference and govern. 

Sec. 3. This 'act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Le^»lature of the State of 
Texas^ That J. D. Johnson^ Charles N. Eley. P. Trowbridge, B. 
'i. Underbill, D. Creary and their associates and successors- be and 
they are hereby created a body a»rporate anod politic under the name 
and style of the Lone IStar Ferry Company, and as such shall have 
the right to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, purchase, hdd 
or dispose of 'any real or personal property, and make all contracts 
necessary to the carrying out of the purposes of tlhis charter of in- 
corporation. 

Sbc. 2. That the capital stock of said company shall be one 
hundred thou^aid dollars, which may be increased at any time by a 
vote of the majority of the stockholders. Said stock shall be divid- 
ed into shares of one hundred dollars each, and in all elections by 
the company, each share shall represent one vote ; provided^ the 
owner of the share be present to vote, or said share is voted by a 
duly authorized agent. 
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Sbo. 8. That said company shall form a preliminary organiza- 
tion consisting of the above named incorporators, who shall be direc- 
tors until permanent organization, and who shall elect out of their 
own number a president, secretary and treasurer, who shall be the 
temporary officers of the company until the perm9iient organization 
thereof; and whenever the sum of five thousand dollars of the cap- 
ital stock has been taken, said president ^all'at once call a meeting 
of the stockholders, giving ten days personal notice or. by publica- 
tion for twenty days in some newspaper, published in the county, of 
the time and place of such meeting, when and where there shall be. 
a permanent organization of the company by the election of a presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary and treasurer, and etnj other officers 
deemed necessary, including a board of five directors. The stock- 
holders shall elect the directors, and the directors shall elect all oth- 
er officers. The stockholders shall also adopt by-laws for the gov- 
ernment of the iiompany. 

Sec. 4. That said company shall have the right to purchase and 
use ferry boats and establish ferries between any point or points on 
Galveston Island, including the east end of said island, and to and 
including ten miles west of said east end, and any point or points ou 
the mainland between Bolivar Point and Virginia Point, and including 
said points, to connect said island with the mainland. And in order 
to encourage, said company in the construction of safe and reliable 
boats and in keeping up a ferry or ferries in a good, substantial and 
safe manner, they are hereby granted the right to construct, own 
and run ferry boats for the convenience of passengers, live stock and 
freight at any point between the said east end and ten miles west 
thereof on said island, and from said Virginia to said Bolivar points 
on the mainland ; provided, that the franchises h^ein granted slall 
not interfere with the navigation of the San Jacinto or Trinity 
rivers, or bayous navigable for steamboats. 

Sso. 5. That the franchises herein granted shall vest for the pe- 
riod of fifty years, and shall in no respect be*modified except by re- 
quest of said company during that time. Said company shall have 
the right to purchase and own ferry landings and constf uct all neces- 
sary wharves and warehouses or depots requisite to the proper con- 
duct of their business. 

Seo. 6. That this act shall take efiect and be in force from and 
after its passage, and be in force for fifty years.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE THIRD SECTION OP AN ACT TO INCORPO7

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That the third section of the act entitled "An act to incor- 
porate the Galveston Bay Dl*edging Company," passed June 80, 
M70, be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall read in 
the following words, to-wit: '* That the said company be and is 
hereby authorized and empowered to deepen and render suitable and 
cbnvenient for navigation, by dredging or otherwise, the bar ob- 
structing the mouth of or entrance to the Trinity river, which is 
commonly known as ' McManus' Pass.' '• 

Sec. 2. That this act take effect from and after its passage.

CHAPTER evil. 

A.^ ACT TO INCORPORATE THE INDIANOLA DREDGING COMPANY, 
AS HEREIN SPECIFIED. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That Henry Seeligson, Jonathan Payne, August He^ck, F. 
E. Hughes and W. Westhoff, of the city of Indianola, aijd their asso- 
ciates and successors, be and they are hereby constituted and created a 
body corporate, by the name and style- of the Indianola Dredging Cooa- 
pany, and by said name shall have succession and a common seal, 
with capacity to make contracts ; and in its said corporate name 
phall have the right to sue and be sued, to grant and receive, to buy, 
sell and convey any property, whether real, personal or mixed ; td 
make byrlaws for its general government, and the management of its 
business, and generally to do and perform all such acts and things, 
consistent with the Constitution of this State and of the United 
States, as may be necessary and proper for, or incidental to the ful- 
fillment of its obligations, or the maintenance of its rights under 
this act ; and the said above named corporators shall constitute a

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bottrd of oammissionerB, for the time being, to organize Baid coqh 
pany, and a majority of said commiasioners shall constitute a quorum 
to do business. 

Skc. 2. The said company is hereby authorieed to dredge a 
chsuinel from the ships' anchorage, in Matagorda bay, across Pow- 
derhorn bayou bar, into Powderfa^rn bayou, to any oistance in the 
rear of the city of Indianola that may be deemed necessary, as per 
plan of the said city, and so to construct the sides or banks of said 
channel, and secure them by driving piles and planking and curbing 
them, or by walling them with stone or other material, as may be 
necessary to secure the banks or sides of the channel from abrasion 
by, the action of the tides ; and further, to make said channel of 
sujch depth and width that any vessel drawing not more than eight 
feet of water .can pass in and out with convenience and without 
delay. The said company shall not be allowed to make any portioa 
of the channel more than one hundred and twenty-five feet wide, 
except at s ich places wh^re it may be necessary to make it of 
greater width, to enable vessels entering the channel to turn aro\3ind 
and pass out with dispatch ; but said company shall have the right 
and privilege of making Powderhorn bayou of the uniform width of 
at least one hundred feet, and not more than one hundred and 
twenty-five feet, and of the depth of at least, eight feet. 

Sec. 3. That upon condition that said company shall make a 
channel of not lees than eight feet deep and one hundred feet wide, 
and shall continue to main tun said uniform depth, with good and 
substantial embankments on both siJes of said channel, from the 
ships' anchorage to the margin of ordinary low tide, then the said 
company may procure a lease, and have set apart to them by the 
corporate authorities of the city of Indianola, for the use of said 
company, sixty feet on each side of «aid channel^ across the flats 
from the ships' anchorage in Matagorda bay aforesaid, to the margin 
of the water at ordinary low tide. 

Sec. 4. The said company shall have the right to appropriate, 
to their own use, so much of Powderhorn bayou as may be necessary 
to enable the company to dredge a channel of the width and depta 
hereinbefore provided, to the head or upper end of the contemplated 
harbor in the rear of the city, and for one or more basins of the 
same depth, and not less in width than two hundred feet, by payin^f 
to the owners or proprietors the reasonable cash value thereof, at 
the time die same shall be taken possession of by said company for 
such purpose* 

Sec. 5. That if said company, and the owner or owners of 
any private property to be apprq)riated as {authorized in this 84% 
shall not be able to. agree upon the price to be paid for said propert/. 
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tbe owner or owners, their agent or attorney maj apply to the Judge . 
of the district court in tbe district in which the said city of IndiA* 
nola is situate, and it shall be the duty' of the judge of said 
court so applied to, to appomt three disinterested freeholders, citizens 
of Calhoun county, and State of Texas, to assess the damage, and 
said freeholders, being first duly «worn to assess the value of the 
property appropriated, and having given the parties due notice in 
writing of the time and place of meeting to appraise the value of 
the property, and hear the testimony in the case, shall proceed, 
after full investigation, to make their award, and shall immediately 
return it to tbe court from which the order emanated, and said court, 
at its next term th^eafter, shall pass upon the same as in ordinary : 
cases of awards by arbitrators, and confirm or set aside the ajfard,^ 
a^ the justice and equity of the case may require, and either party* 
who may feel aggrieved by the award shall have the right to appeal 
therefrom as in other cases. 

Sec. 6. That when tbe said company shall have completed the- 
channel as authorized aforesaid, firom the ships' anchorage into 
Powde^hom bayou and bs far west as Main street, and in such a 
manner that vessels can enter through said channel, and land abd 
discharge and receive cargoes, then the said company shall be au- 
thorized to demand and receive charges upon all goods, wares and 
merchandise of every description passing through said channel, said 
charges being established by the eorporate authorities of the said 
city of Indianola ; and the said company shall pay over, annually, 
to the dij of Indianola, one-half of one per cent, on the grose 
earnings of said company, one*half of which amount shall go to the 
school fund of the State, and the residue to said city of Indianola ; 
provided, that no vessel drawing three feet of water or less shall 
be subject to the above tariff or charges. 

Sbo. 7. The capital stock of said company shall be fifty thou* 
sand dollars, divided into shares of fiity dollars each, with the privi- 
lege of increasing said capital stock to one hundred thousand dollars, 
to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and each share 
shall entitle the owner thereof to one vote, in person or by proxy, 
at all elections held by stockholders. 

Sbo. 8. Said commissioners are hereby authorized to open bookt 
for subscription of stock, and whenever as many as one thousand 
ehares of said stock are subscribed for, and five p^ cent, thereof 
paid in, then the said coaoanissioners, or a majority of them, shall 
call a meeting of the stockholders, at which meeting said stOGkhold^9' 
shall elect a board of directors of not less than five nor more than 
seven persons, who shall each be* owner in his own right of «t lei^t^ 
five shares of the oapitai etock of said company; said directors so 
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elected shall ckoose one of their own number president, and said 
president and directors shall have authority to appoint a secretarjr 
and treasurer, and such other agents and employes afi the interests 
of the corporation demand, and to take bonds with such good and 
sufficient security for the faithful performance of their duties, a9 
they may think just arid proper. 

Sec. 9. The office of said company shall be located in 
the city of Indianola, and all meetings of director^ and 
stockholders for the transaction of business, shall be held 
in said city. After the first election of directors and 
choice of president as aforesaid, the said directors shall be 
elected, and president chosen aanually, on the first Monday oi 
May, as aforesaid ; and if, from any cause, the election shall not be 
held on that day, it may be held as soon thereafter as practicable. 
Whenever the stockholders shall have elected directors, and said 
directors shall have chosen a president, and appointed a secretary 
and treasurer, then the said commissioners shall deliver the books of 
said company to the aforesaid president and directors, and shall alsa 
pay to the said treasurer • all funds and amounts received, whether 
by subscription to stock, donation, or otherwise, for the use of said 
company, reserving a reasonable amount for their services for trans- * 
acting the business of the company. 

Sec. 10. The directors shall have the power to call on the 
stockholders from time to time, for such amount or instalments of 
the stock held by them, as said directors shall deem expedient and 
proper for the interest of said company, and any stockholder who 
shall fail to pay the amount, of the call, after notice of thirty days 
served on him in writing, shall forfeit his right to hold said stock, 
and the directors shall sell the same, after twenty days' advertise- 
ment in a newspaper published in said city. Should any stockholder 
de?ire to withdraw from said company, he or she may sell his or her 
stock, and have it transferred on the books of said company, and 
thereby be released from all responsibility as stockholders therein, 
for any losses the company may sustain, after the transfer shall have 
been made and recorded, and he or she shall be debarred from any 
benefits or profits thereafter. The stock or shares in said company 
shall be personal property, and transferable by assignment entered 
on the books of the company, and each stockholder shall be held 
liable only for his or her amount of stock owned therein.

The said company are authorized to tranijh 
fer stock in said company in payment of dues thereof for work done 
or materials furnished to the company, for the advancement or com- 
pletion of the object for which this charter is granted. 

SfiG. 12. All the rights, powers and privileges granted in this 
act shall continue in force for twenty-five years from and after the 
passage thereof The channels, canals and other works enumerated 
in this act shall be commenced within two years from the first day 
of July, A. D. 1871, and be completed within four years thereafter. 
There shall be nothing construed in this act, so as to grant banking 
privileges. 

Sec. 18. This act shall be in force and take efiect from and after 
its passage, and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

F. Starr, Charles Henriek, J. B. Hubbard, G. W. Coit, and their 
associates and successors, be and they are hereby constituted a body^ 
corporate and politic, under the name and stylo of the Salamander 
Fire Company No. 1, of the city of Marshall, with power to su6 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded ; to appear and prosecute to 
final judgment in any court of this State; to have a common seal, 
with such device as th(^ may adopt ; to elect, in whatever manner 
they may choose, the officers necessary to command them ; to estab^ 
lish by-laws for their government and regulation of their affairs, ijot 
inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of this State, and tl|e 
same to alter and amend at pleasure ; and to hold real and personi^I 
property, and to dispose of the same ; provided, that such real 
estate and personal property shall not at any time exceed twenty 
thousand dollars in value, and that said company shall ever exceed 
sixty men, rank and file. 
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Sbc. 2. That the aotire members of said <»m|)anjr ^all he

bBC. 8. That said company shall ha?e power ,by their constitu- 
tion and by-laws, to try all violations of their ordinances agreed 
upon by a majority of the members of said company ; to expel, or 
fine, not exceeding ten dollars, those members violating the consti- 
tution and by-laws of said company. 

Sbc. 4. That this act ta?ke eflfect from and after its passage, and 
remain in force for the term of twenty-five years.

CHAPTERCIX. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO INCORPOBATE THE 
ISLAND CITY REAL ESTATE AND HOMESTEAD ASSOCIATION, OP 
GALVESTON. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the hegishzture of the State of 
Texas^ That the Island City Real Estate and Homestead Associa- 
tion is hereby created a Savings Bank and Tiust Company, and, in 
addition to the powers granted by the act of incorporation, approved 
June 24, 1870, may have, enjoy and exercise all the powers neces- 
sary to carry ou^ and execute all the pui-poses of a savings bank and 
trust company. 

Sec. 2. The business and object of this oorporatipn, under this. 
' amendment, shall be to receive, on deposit or in trust, such aum or 
sums of money as may, from time to time, be offered therefor by 
tradesmen, merchants, clerks, laborers, servants and others, to be 
repaid to such depositors, when required, at such times, with such 
interest, and under such regulations as the board of directors may 
from time to prescribe, which regulations shall be posted up in some 
conspicuous place in the business room of said corporation. 

. Sec 3. This corporation may loan money according to tho 
Constitution and laws of the State, upon such security, either i^eal 
or personal, as the directors may deem sufficient. It may borrow 
-money, buy and sell exchange, bullion, notes^ stocks and other 
Securities. 

Sec. 4. The stockholders and depositors may, at any time, 
investigate the condition of the Association. And at the request <£ 
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toy three stocUtolders or depositors, m writing, the President shall 
appoint a committee of two stockholders and three depositors, whose 
duty it shall be to examine the assets and condition of said corpora- 
tion, and publish their report upon said examination for the 
information of all concerned. 

Sec. 6. The said corporation may issue certificates of deposit in 
such form as may be agreed upon by the board of directors. Such 
certificates are to be issued only at the request of a depositor, and 
sdiall be. redeemed on presentation at the office of said. corporation. 

Sec. 6. When any deposit is made to said corporation by a 
minor, or by a female, being or hereafter'becoming a married woman, 
the said corporation may pay such depositors any sums of money 
due to them, and their receipt or acquittance shall be a legal discharge 
to said corporation therefor. 

Sec. 7. This act shall be deemed a public act, of which all 
courts and magistrates shall officially take notice, and shall take 
effect on and after its passage.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, The municipal election in said city shall be. held on the 
first Monday in May, 1872, and biennially thereafter, at which time 
there shall be elected by the qualified voters of said city, all officers 
to be elected at the general municipal election. Six days previous, 
public notice of said election shall be given by the recorder, by pub- 
lication in one or more newspapers published in said city ; and no 
special election shall be hereafter held in said city for the election 
of city officers, except as in this act j)rovided. 

Sec. 2. The municipal officers to be chosen at the biennial 
election, shall enter upon the duties of their respective offices on the 
second Monday of May, succeeding their election.

Sec. 8. ^be mayor and aldermen shall be elected by the people, 
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und shall hold their respective offices for the term of two years, and 
until their successors shall be elected and qualified. The person 
having the highest number of votes cast in the whole city for either 
of such offices, shall be declared elected. 

Sec. 4. Whenever thei*e shall fail to be an election of any offi- 
cer voted for by th6 people, in consequence of two or more candi- 
dates receiving the highest, and an equal number of votes for the 
same office, the election shall be determined by the casting of lots iH 
the presence of the board of aldermen, and the result shall be en- 
tered upon their proceedings. 

Sbo, 6. The judges of election shall be appointed biennially 
by the mayor; at least ten days before the biennial municipal election. 

Seo, 6. AH city employes shall be appointed annually by the 
mayor, and shall be removable at the pleasure of the mayor or board 
of aldermen. 

Sec. 7. All officers mentioned in this act, and not elected at the 
municipal election, shall be appointed by the mayor, by and with 
the advice and consent of the board of aldermen, biennially, on or 
before the second Monday of May, or as soon thereafter as may be, 
and shall, respectively, Continue in office two years from the said 
itecond Monday of May, and until the appointment and qualification 
of their successors ; officers elected or appointed to fill vacancies, 
shall, respectively, hold for the unexpired term only, and until the 
election or appointment ahd qualification of their successors. 

SEd. 8. Every person appointed to any office by the mayor, 
with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen, and every 
p^on elected to any office by the people, for whose removal from 
office no other provision has been specially provided by this act, may 
be removed from such office by a vote of two-thirds of all the alder- 
men authorized by law to be elected. But no officer shall be re- 
moved except for cause, nor unless furnished with the charges and 
heard in his defense, and the common council shall have power to 
compel ^be attendance of witnesses, and the production of papers 
when necessary for the purposes of such trial, and shall proceed 
within ten days to hear and determine upon the merits of the case, 
and if such officer neglect to appear and answer to such charges, 
then the board of aldermen may declare the office vacant ; and any 
officer may be suspended until the disposition of charges, when pre- 
ferred. 

Sec. Q. When any vacancy shall happen by death, resignation, 
removal or otherwise in the office of mayor, such vacancy shall be 
filled by a new election, and the board of aldermen shall order a 
new election within ten days after the happening of such vacancy ; 
provided^ more than six months of the term shall then remain uu« 
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expired. Any vacancy occasioned by the death, removal, resigna- 
tion or refusal to serve, appointed by the mayor, with the advice and 
consent of the board of aldermen, may hd filled by appointment by 
the.mayor. with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sec. 10. All city oflBcers who are required by the provisions of, 
this act, or by any legal ordinance passed by the board of aldermen, 
to give bonds for the faithful performance of their official duty, shall 
file their bonds with the city clerk, within fifteen days after their 
election or appointment, and he shall record the same, when ap- 
proved, in a book kept for tbat purpose. When bonds are not filed, 
with the city clerk, within fifteen days after the votes shall have 
been officially canvassed, or after the appointment shall have been 
made, the person so in default shall be deemed to have refused said 
office, and the same shall be filled by appointment a& in other cases. 
If in any cases any official bond so filed shall not be approved, the 
officer filing the same ^hall furnish a new and satisfactory bond 
within fifteen days after such disapproval, and in case of failing so 
to do, he shall be deemed to have refused such office, and the same 
shall be filled as above provided. No alderman or other city officer 
shall be tak^n as security upon any bond? note or other obligation 
made to the city. No city officer, required to give bond as afore- 
said, shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office until 
such bond shall have been filed and approved, as by this act pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 11. The manner of voting and conducting at elections to be 
held under this act, and contesting the same; the keeping of the 
poll list, canvassing of the votes, and certifying the returns, shall be 
the same, as nearly as may be, as is now, or may hereafter be pro- 
vided by law, at general State elections; provided, the board of 
aldermen shall have power to regulate elections. The voting shall 
be by ballot, and the judges of election shall take the same oath, and 
.shall have the same power and authority as judges of general elec- 
tions. The polls shall be opened by the judges at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, and kept open until 7 o'clock in the evening, and every 
violation of this provision *sball subject the inspectors so oflfending to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars. After the closing of the polls, 
the ballots shall be counted in the manner required by law, and the 
returns shall be returned, sealed, to the city clerk, within three days ^ 
after the election, and thereupon the board of Aldermen shall meet 
and canvass the same, and declare the result of the election. It 
shall be the duty of the clerk to notify all persons elected or ap- 
pointed to office of their election or appointment, and unless such 
person shall respectfully qualify within fifteen days thereafter, the 
offices shall become vacant. 
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Sec. 12. The corporate limits of said city shall be one mile in 
every direction from the intersection of Broadway and Line streets^ 
in said city. 

Powers and Duties of Officers, 

Section 1. Every person chosen or appointed to an executive^ 
judicial, or administrative office under this act shall, before he enters 
on the duties of his office, take and subscribe the oath of office pre- 
scribed in the Constitution of this State, and file the same, duly 
certified by the officer before whom it was taken, with the city clerk. 

Sec. 2. The mayor shall preside over the meetings of the board 
of aldermen, and take care that the laws of the State and the or- 
dinances of the city are duly enforced, respected and observed, and 
that all other executive officers of the city discharge their respective 
duties. He shall, from time to time, give the board of aldermen 
such infoi raation and recommend such measures as he may deem ad- 
vantageous to the city. He shall have a salary, twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars, per annum in full compensation of all official services 
devolved upon him by this or any subsequent act. 

Sec. 8. Every act, ordinance or resolution passed by the board 
of aldermen, before it shall take effect, and within five days after 
its passage, shall be presented, duly certified by the city clerk, to 
the mayor for his approbation. If he approve, he shall sign it; if 
not, he shall return it, with his objections, in writing, to the city 
clerk ; and the cl6rk shall submit said objections to the board of 
aldermen at their next regular meeting, who shall ertter said objec- 
tions upon their records, and proceed to reconsider the matter ; and 
if, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of all the m ambers elected 
shall agree to pass the same, it shall take effect as an act or law of 
the corporation. If the mayor shall not return any act, ordinance 
or resolution so- presented to him within five days, it shall tale 
effect in the same manner as if he had signed it. 

Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the office of mayor, or of his 
being unable to perform the duties of his office, by reason of absence 
or sickness, the board of aldermen shall appoint by ballot one of 
their number to preside over their meetings, whose official designa- 
tion shall be acting mayor; and the alderman so appointed shall be 
vested with all the powers and perform all the duties of mayor until 
the mayor shall resume his office, or the vacancy be filled by a new 
election. 

Sec. 5. The members of the board of aldermen shall be fire 
wardens and conservators of the peace, and shall be exempted from 
jury duty during their term of office. 
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Ssc. 6. The clerk shftll keep the corporate seal, and make a 
record of the proceedings of the board of aldermen, at whose meet* 
ings it shall be his daty to attend ; and copies of all papers duly 
filed in his office, and transcripts from the records of the proceea- 
ings of the board of aldermen, certified by him under the corporate 
seal, shall be evidence in all courts, in like manner as if»the originals 
were produced. He shall also have power to administer any oath 
authorized to be taken by the laws of the State. . 

Sec. 7. The city physician shall attend and administer to all 
sick persons confined in any police station house or other city prison, 
and shall attend to such other duties as may be prescribed by the 
board of health or board of aldermen. 

Sbc. 8. The board of aldermen shall have power, from time to 
time, to require further and other duties of all officers whose duties 
are herein prescribed, and prescribe the powers and duties of all of- 
ficers appointed or elected to any office under this act,, whose duties 
are not herein specially mentioned, and fix their compensation. 
They may also require bonds to be given to the City of Jefferson by 
all officers, for the faithful performance of their duties. 

Sb3. 9. The recorder, treasurer and collector shall severally, 
^before they enter on the duties of their respective offices, execute a 
bond to tl^o City of Jefferson in such sum and with such securities 
as the 1>oard of aldermen shall approve, that they shall faithfully 
execute the duties of their offices, and account for and pay over all 
moneys and other property received by them, which bonds, with the 
approval of the board of aldermen certified thereon by the clerk, 
shall be filed with the clerk. 

SiKc. 10. If any person, having been an officer in said city, 
shall not, within ten days after notification and request, deliver 
to his successor in office all property, papers and effects of every 
description in his possession belonging to said city or appertaining 
to the office he held, he shall forfeit and pay, for the use of the city, 
one hundred dollars, besides all damages caused by hii neglect or re- 
fusal so to deliver, and such successor shall and may recover posses- 
sion of the books, papers and property appertaining to his office in 
the manner prescribed by the laws of the State. 

Sec. 11. All persons elected or appointed to any office under 
this act, may be commissioned by warrant under the corporate seal, 
signed by the mayor or presiding officer of the board of alderm^i 
and clerk. The municipal government of the city shall consist of a 
board of aldermen, composed of the mayor and three aldermen from 
each ward. The other officers of the corporation shall be as follows, 
viz.: A city clerk, a city engineer, a superintendent of streets, an 
assessor of taxes who shall be ex officio treasurer, a recorder who 
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shall be e^ officio collector of taxes, a city attorney, a city physic 
cian, one chief and one first and one aecond assistant engineers of 
the fire department, a board of public works, a police justice, 
one chief of police, lieutenant of police, a sergeant of police, a'^d 
as many policemen, measurers, inspectors, weighers, gangers, keep- 
ers of bridewell and such other officers and agents as may be required 
or the board of aldermen may from time to time direct. 

Powers and Duties of Board of Aldermen. 

The mayor and board of aldermen shall have, subject to the. 
provisions hereinafter contained, the general management and con- 
trol of the finances, and all the property, real, personal and mixed, 
belonging to the corporation, and shall likewise have power within 
the jurisdiction of the city by ordinance : 

First — To remove, and prevent all obstructions in the waters 
which are public highways in said city^ and to widen, straighten and 
deepen the same. 

Second — To prevent and punish forestalling and regrating, and,to 
prevent and restrain every kind of fraudulent device and practice. 

Third — To regulate the selling or giving away of any ardent , 
spirits, by any shop keeper, trader, or grocer, to be drank in any 
shop, store or grocery, out house, yard, garden, or other place within 
the city. 

Fourth — To forbid the selling or giving away of ardent spirits, or 
other intoxicating liquors, to any minor. 

Fifth — To license, regulate, and restrain tavern keepers, grocers,- 
and keepers of ordinaries, or victualing, or other houses or places 
for selling, or giving away wines, and other liquors, whether ardent, 
vinous or fermented. • 

Sixth--To license, tax, regulate, suppress, and prohibit billiard 
tables, pin alleys, nine or ten pin alleys, and ball alleys. 

Seventh — To license, regulate, and suppress hackmen, draymen, 
carters, porters, omnibus drivers, cabmen, and all others, whether iu 
the permanent employment of any individual, firm or corporation, 
or otherwise, who may pursue like occupation with or without 
vehicles, and prescribe them compensation. 

Eighth— To tax, license and regulate auctioneers, distillers, brew- 
ers and pawnbrokers, and all keepers or proprietors of junk shops, 
and places for the sale or purchase of second hand goods, wares or 
merchandises. 

Ninth— To license, tax, regulate and suppress hawkers, and ped- 
dlers. 

Xenth--To regulate, license, suppress and prohibit all exhibition* 
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of common showmen, shows of every kind, concerts, or other masi- * 
cal entertainments by itinerant persona or companies, exhibitions of 
natural or artificial curiosities, caravans, circuses, theatrical per- 
formances, and all other exhibitions and amusements. * 

Eleventh— To authorize the mayor or other proper officers of the 
city to grant and issue licenses, and direct the manner of assess- 
ing and registering thereof, and the fees to be paid therefor. 

Twelfth — To prevent any riot or noise, disturbance or disorderly 
assemblage. 

Thirteenth — To suppress and restrain disorderly houses and gro- 
ceries, and houses of ill fame, and to authorize the destruction and 
demolition of all instruments and devices used for the purpose of 
gaming. 

Fourteenth — To compel the owner or occupant of any grocery, 
cellar, tallow chandler's shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, barn, 
privy, sewer or other unwholesome, nauseous house or place, to 
cleanse, remove or abate the same from time to time, as often as may 
be necessary for the health, comfort and convenience of the inhal>- 
itants of said city. 

Fifteenth — ^To direct the location and management of, and regu-. 
• late and license breweries, tanneries and packing houses, and to 
direct the location, management and constrtiction of, and regulate, 
license, restrain, abate and prohibit within the city distilleries, 
slaughtering establishments for steaming or rendering lard, tallow, 
offal, and such other substances as can or may be rendered, and all 
establishments or places where any nauseous, offensive or unwhole- 
some business Tiiay be carried on. 

Sixteenth* — To establish and regulate markets and other publid 
buildings, and provide for ^their erection, and determine their loca- 
tion . . 

Seventeenth — To regulate and license or prohibit butchers, j^nd to 
revoke their licenses for malconduct in the course of trade, and to 
regulate, license and restrain the sale of fresh meats, and vegetables 
in the city, and restrain and punish the forestalling of poultry, fruit 
and eggs. 

Eighteenth — To direct and prohibit the location and managementr 
of houses for the storing of gunpowder or other combustible and 
dangerous materials within the city. 

Nineteenth — To regulate the keeping and conveying of gunpowder 
and other combustibles and dangerous materials, and the use of 
candles and lights in barns, stables and out houses. 

Twentieth — To prevent hcrse racing, immoderate riding or driving 
in the streets, and to authorize persons immoderately riding or 
driving as aforesaid to be stopped by any person ; and punish or pro- 
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bibit the abuse of wimalB ; to compel persona to &sten their horses, 
oxen or other animals attached to y^des or otherwise, while standr^ 
ing. or remaining in the street. 

Twenty-first — To prevent the encumbering of the streets, sid&t 
walks, laies, allejs, public ffroande, wharves and docks, with car- 
riages, carts, wheelbarrows, boxes, lumber, timber, pine wood, awn- 
hags, signs, or any substance or material whatever. 

Twenty-second— To regulate ^ind determine the time and places 
of bathing and swimming in tb^ bayou, and to prevent auy obscene 
qr indecent exhibition, exposure or conduct. 

T wenty-tbird^-Tq restrain and punish vagrants, mendicants, street 
beggars and prostitutes. 

" Twenty-fourth— To restrain and regjilate or prohibit the running 
at large of cattle, horses, mules, swine, sheep, goats and geese, ^^4 
^ autborive die distraining, impQanding and sa^ of the pame for 
the penalty incurred and the cost of the proceedings, and also to 
^pose penalties on the owners of any such animals for a violation 
of any ordinance in relation thereto. 

Twenty-fifth — ^To prevent and regulate the running at larg^ of 
dogs ; to tax, aud to authorise the destructk)n of the same when at 
large, contrary to the ordinance. . ■ * 

Twenty^ixth— To prevent and regulate the rolling of hoops, 
p]a;^ing of ball, flying of kltes^ or any other {^nusemeni or practice 
havmg a tendencv to annoy persons passing in the streets or on the 
sidewalks, or to urighten teams apd horses. 

Twenty-seventh-^To make regulations to prevent the introduction 
or spread of contagious diseases into the city j to make quarantine 
laws and enforce the same within the city, and not to exceed fifteen 
ipile9 beyond th^ cjitv bo^nds. 

Twenty-^ghth— To control and regujate the streets and alleys, and 
to lemove and abate a^y obstructions and encrQacbments therein. 

Twenty'^nmtb-^To compel all persons to keep the snow, ice and, 
dirt from the sideivalks, in front of the premises owned or occupied 
by them. 

Thirtieth— To prevent the ringing of bells, blowing of horns and 
bugles, crying of goods, and aU other noises, peiformancea and 
devices, tei)din^ to the collection of persons on the streets or side- 
walks, by auctioneers or others, for the purpose of bui^ness, amuse*^ 
ments or otherwise* 

Thirtyr^t-^TQ abate and remove nuisances, and punish the' 
authors thereof by p^naUies, fine and imprisonment, and to define 
and declare what shall be deemed nuisances, and authorize and 
direct the summary abatement thereof; but nothing in this act shall 
be so construed as to oust any court of jurisdiction to abate and 
10—8 L ^ ^ 
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remove nuisances in the street or any other parts of said city, or 
within its jurisdiction, by indictment or otherwise. 

Thirty-second — To license, regulate and restrain runners for boats 
and stages, cars and public houses. 

Thirty-third — To regulate the burial of the dead, and registration 
of births and deaths ; to direct the retaining and keeping of bills 
of mortality, and to impose penalties on physicians, sextons and 
others for any default in the premises. 

Thirty-foui th — To regulate and prohibit the keeping of any lumber 
yard, and the placing, piling and selling lumber, timber, and 
other combustible material within the fire limits of said city. 

Thifty-fifth — ^To regulate the inspecting of flour, meal, pork, beefj; 
and other provisions and salt to be sold in barrels, hogsheads and 
other packages. 

Thirty-sixth — To regulate the inspection of whisky an^ other liquors 
to be sold in barrels, hogsheads and other vessels. 

Thirty-seventh — ^To ap'point inspectors, weighers, gangers, and 
regulate their duties, prescribe their fees. 

Thirty-eighth — To regulate the sale of bread within said city, and 
prescribe the weight of bread in the loaf and the quality of the 
sabe. ' 

. Thirty-ninth — To regulate public pumps^ wells and cisterns, 
hydrants and reservoirs, and to prevent the unnecessary waste of 
water. 

Fortieth — To regulate and establish public grounds. 

Forty-first — To erect lamps and regulate the lighting thereof 

Forty-second — To regulate and license ferries. 

Forty-third — To regulate and prohibit the use of locomotive en- 
gines within the city, and require railroad cars to be propelled by 
.other power than that of steam ; to direct and control the location 
Qf railroad tracks, and to requirfe railroad companies to construct at . 
their own expense such bridges, tunnels or other conveniences at 
public railroad crossings as the council may deem necessary ; also, 
to regulate. the running of, horse railway cars, the laying down of 
railroad tracks for' the same, the transportation of passengers thereon 
and the kind of rail to be used. 

Forty-fourth — To erect and establish either without and without the 
corporate limits of the city a bridewell or house of correction, and 
purchase ground therefor, pass all necessary ordinances for the re- 
gulation thereof, and appoint a keeper and as many assistants as may 
be necessary. In the said bridewell or house of correction shall her 
confined all vagrants, stragglers, idle or disorderly persons who may 
be committed thereto by any criminal court or magistrate in and for 
thQ city fi^r any assault ana battery, petty theft t)r other misdemeau- 
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6f punishable Mj imprisonment m any county jail : and all persons 
confined therein may be kept at labor or in solitary confinement. 

Forty-fifth— To require any merchant, retailer^ trader and dealer 
in merchandise or property of any description -which is sold by mea- 
sure or weight) to cause their weights and measures to be sealed by 
the city sealer, and be subject to his inspection, the standard of which 
. Weights iand measures shall be conformable to those now established 
by law. 

iPorty-sixth — Exclusively to erect and construct, or permit, ot 
cause or procure to be erected and constructed float, pivot or draw, 
or other bridges over the navigable waters within the jurisdiction of 
said city, and keep the same in repair. Said bridges to have drawers 
of suitable with. 

Forty-seventh — To control, regulate, repair, amend and clear the 
streets and alleys, bridges, sidewalks, and open, widen, straighten 
and vacate streets and alleys, and establish and alter the' grade there- 
of and prevent the encumbering of the streets in any manner, and 
protect the same from any encroachments and injury. 

Forty-eighth — To direct and reculate the planting and preserving 
ornamental trees on the streets and public grounds. 

Forty-ninth — To fill up, drain and clean, diange, alter, relay, repair 
and regulate any grounds, yards, lawns, slips, cellars, private drains, 
sinks and privies, direct and regulate their construction, and cause 
the expenses to be collected in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Fiftieth — To erect and establish one or more pest houses, ho^itals 
or dispensaries, and control and regulate the same. 

Fifty-first — To abate all nuisances which are or may be injurious 
to public health, in any manner they may deem expedient. 

Fifty-second — To do all acts, and make all regulations which may 
be necessary or expedient for the preservation of health and the sup- 
pression of disease. 

Fifty-third — ^To prevent any person from bringing, disposeing, or 
having within the limits of said city, any dead carcasses, or any other 
unwholesome substance, and require the removal or destruction, 
by any person who shall have placed, or caused to be placed, upon 
or near his premises any such substance, or any putrid or unsound 
beef, pork or bides, fish or skins of any kind ; uid on his default to 
authorize the removal or destruction thereof by some officer of the 
tBity. 

Fifty-fourth — ^To authorize the ^irrest, fine and imprisonment in 
the city bridewell, or house of correction, as vagrants, of all persons 
who, not having visible means to maintain themselves on without 
employment. 

Sbo. 55. The board of aldermen are hereby anrthorized to pur* 
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ehase &r said city siich traets (^ land vithin orifithoat the dtjr 
limits^ for tbe purpose of establidiing demeteries for the intemftent 
of the dead therein, aa they may think secessary, ifhich shall be 
exempt from taxation undier any kw of this State ; and they are^ 
i^ko autborifled and empowered to pass and enfbree such ordinances, 
rules aod regulations with regard to the improvement, preserratioiiy 
hying out and ornamenting the same, and the sale of bunal plaeea 
or lots for the interment of the dead therein, as they may deecK 
proper. The ground or grounds so kid out ^all be pkced under 
the saperintendenc^ of tbe board of public works of said city, and» 
the lota which may be kid out and sold shall^ with the appurtor 
naneea,. forever he exempt from execution and attachment 'As bo^ 
as said grounds are regukted and kid out, a map oir plot thereof 
shall be made out by the board of public works, and a copy thereof 
pkced in the city d^k's office^ who shall have sale and dispoeitkmi 
of all the kts therein, under the ordinances and regulations of the 
hoard of aldermen. The proceeds of such sales shall be paid inlo« 
the city treasury. The s^d board of aldermen is> also fully em* 
powered and. authorized to provide for the punishment b^ ordinance 
of all persons who shall, without said city limits, be guilty of smjf 
vioktiOB of the regulations^ rules and ordinances estabSshed by said 
city in relation to such cemeteries; and sudbk vloktions maybe pun«^ 
isom by fine and imprisonment, as in other cases, by any court o£ 
competent jurisdiction within said city; and all process issued for 
the a^rrest of any person or persona guilty of such vioktion, may be 
executed without said city limits by any officer or constable thereof^ 
the same aff if such o&nse had been eonmiitted within the. boun- 
daries of the corporation. • 

Tbe Board of FubKc Works. 

SsQTioir 1. There i^ hereby established an executive depart- 
ment of the municipal government of said city, to be known as th4 
Board, of PuUic Works, to consist of the mayor, who shall be a 
member* (^ the board ex effido^ and three commissioners, to b^ 
ehoseni by the board of aldermen. ^ 

Ssa 2. Said hoard shall appoint a secretary^ and some conjtpe* 
tent and sei^tific pesrson as civil engineer to said bot^d^ trho 
shall be styled the city engineer. The officers so appointed shall be 
removable at any time at the pleasure of the board of public 
wcarks^ 

SsG. &. 1)1 shall hd the duty of the citv etigmeer to perfi»rm dS 
the civil engineering required by the board of public work» in tho 
pcoeecuiicmi of all pdidic improvements committed to their chai^, 
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wmA to do such other sorTeyiag as may be dlTected by the board of alr 
dermen. He shall reeeiTe for his services sudb annual salary as the 
tkoard of aldann^i may direct. He shall possess l^e some powers in 
making surveys and plots urithin tte city as is given by law to coun^;- 
'if surveyors, and l^e like effect and validity shall be given to his 
acts and to all ploi» and surveys made by such engineer as are or 
jmay be given by law to the acts, plots and surveys of county surr 

Ssa 4. In all cases wben lands in said city are hereafter sub* 
.divided and laad o&i into blocks or lots, subJots, streets and alleys, 
or new streets or public grounds, and donated or grahted to the pnb? 
Jic by any proprietor, in order to secure a uniform plan in the lay- 
ing out of suoit streets and alleys, the map or plot thereof shall be 
aabmitted to liie board of public works for their approval. K they 
Upprove the same, they shall oertMy upon it thdr approval, and no 
Mch map or plot skill be c^ntitled to record or have any validity un- 
til so approved by said board ^and confirmed by the board of ald^r«- 
»en. 

« 8so. 5. A majority of said board shall eoastitote a quorum to 
Ao business. They shall keep a record of all their acts and doings, 
and shall keep and preserve copies of all oontracta, estimates^ re- 
ceipts, plans, profiles and the papers of the board, and shall report 
iheir acts and doings in detail to the board of aldermen on or before 
4he 10th day of April in each jear, and oftener when required m 
to do by the board of aldermen. Each of said commissioners JshaJi 
^ve power to administer any oath authorized to be taken by the 
laws of this State. 

8ec. 6. The said board shidl have the exclusive privilege to 
grant permits according to the oixlipances of the city for the moving 
^f houses throng the streets. of the city and ^e raising of buil£ 
jxkgs and sidewa&s, and to regulate the fouiiding or placing of vaults 
iinder the streets, alleys and sidewalks,, and i^uireBuch compensar 
tion for the privilege as they shall deem reasonable and just, subject

«paoes for basement stores and the use of the public streets in anT 
legal and proper manner, exc^t for railroad tracks ; and no bmleU 
^g material or obstructioQ of any kind shall be placed in .the pubiis 
streets, alleys or on the public grounds without the written permit 
of said board. Said board shall have full power to Teguiate and 
control the manner of musing the streets, alleys, highways and pubBe 
pldces of the city for the laying down of gas and watef pipes and 
ttewers and determine the location thereof, and to eause the prompt 
•*epair of the streets, aHeys, highways and public places whenevo: 
the same ma^r be taken up or allowed, and they are hereby authorized 
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find empoweriDd to charge and collect by suit or otherwise in the 
name of the City of Jefferson the expense of such repairs, and 
from the person Or persons by whom such street, alley, highway or 
public ground may have been taken up or altered. 

Sbc. 7. The* said board shaU have the exclusive privilege of ' 
muting permits fbr the erection of wooden buildings within the 
fire limits of said city, subject to Such general regulations as the 
board of aldermen may by ordinance prescribe, and for all permits 
of every kind which said board is authorized to grant, it may make 
such reasonable chtarge as it may deem proper, or as the board of. 
aldermen misty by ordinance direct. 

Sec. 8. Whenever any public improvement shall be ordered hj 
the board of aldermen of said city, and the assessment for the same 
(when the same is to be paid for by special assessment) shall have 
been confirmed, and one half of such special assessment shall have 
been paid into the city treasury, the said board of public works shall 
advertise for proposals for doing said work. A plan or profile of 
said works to be done, accompanied with specifications for the doing 
of the same being first placed on file in the office of said board ; 
which said plan, profile and specifications shall at all times be open 
for public inspection, which advertisement shall be continued for at 
least ten days in the corporation newspaper, and shall state the work 
to be done. The bids for the doing of such work shall be sealed 
bids directed to said board, and shall be accompanied with a bond .to 
the city in the sum of two hundred dollar^ signed by the bidder 
and two responsible sureties, conditioned, that he shall execute the 
work for the price mentioned in his bid, and according to the plana 
and specifications, in case the contract shall be awarded to him ; and 
in case of default on his part to execute a contract and perform the 
work, said bond may be sued and judgment recovered thereon by the 
city for the full amount thereof, in any court having jurisdiction of 
the amount. Said bids shall be opened at the hour and place mesb- 
tioned in said notice^ 

Sec. 9. All contracts ishall be awarded by said board to the 
lowest reliable and responsible bidder or bidders who shall have 
complied with the above requisition, and who will sufficiently guar- 
antee, to the satisfaction of said board, the performance of said work, 
under the superintendence and to the satisfaction of said board ; 
provided, that the contract price does not exceed the estimate, or 
such other sum as shall be aatistactory to said board, copies of which 
contracts shall be filed in the office of the mayor of said city. 

Sbo. 10. The board of public works shall reserve the right, in 
4heir said contract to finally deoide all questions arising as to the proper 
performance of said work, and in case of improper construction, to soa- 
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pend said work at any time, and re-let tbe same or to order the entire 
reconstruction of said work, if improperly done ; or re-let the same 
to some more capable and faithful contractor or contractors with 
power hereby given to ^aid board to acyust the difference of dam- 
ages or price (if any there be) which the contractor or contractors, 
failing to properly construct said work, in such cases of default 
should, in their opinion, pay to the city accordiag to the just and 
reasonable, interpretation of said contract^ which difference, in 
balance, shall be recoverable at law, in the name of said city, before 
any court having competent jurisdiction thereoi^ against such eon- 
tractor or contractors. In all cases, when the contractor or con- 
tractors shall proceed to properly perform and copoplete their said 
contracts, said board may, in their discretion from time to time, as 
the work progresses, grant to said contractor or contractors an esti- 
mate of the amount already earned, reserving fift^n per centun^ 
therefrom, which shall entitle the holder or holders to receive the 
amount that may be due thereon, when the money applicable to the 
payment of such work shall have been collected, and the condition^ 
annexed to such estimate, if any, shall have been satisfied. Any 
person taking any conti^ts with the city, and who agree to be 
paid from special assessments, shall have no claim or lien upon the 
city, in any event, except from the collections of the special assess^ 
meat made for the work contracted for, i^nd no work, to be paid for 
by a special assessment, shall he let, except to a contractor or con7 
Ixactors who will so agree. 

Sbg. 11. In case the prosecution of any public work should be 
suspended in consequence of the de&ult of any contractor, or in 
case the bids for doiilg any such work should be deemed excessive, 
or the persons making proposals not responsible or proper persons 
to be entrusted with its performance, the board of pubUc works may, 
with the written approval of the mayor, when the urgency of tJae 
case and the interests of the city require, employ workmen to per^ 
form or complete any improvement ordered by the bpard of alder- 
men ; provided^ that tbe cost and expenses thereof shall in no case 
exceed the amount assessed or sum appropriated for completing the 
aame. 

Sec. 12. All supplies of materials or necessaries of any kind, 
not exceeding in amount the sum of five hundred dollars, shall be 
purchased by said board of public works, when practicable, by con^ 
tract with the lowest responsible bidder, as is provided for the making 
of contracts for the doing of work. 

Ssc. 13. All contracts entered into by said board of public 
works, and all bonds taken by them, shall be entered into in the 
joamo of the city of Jpffeiison.

Sec. 14. No member of the board of public worts, nor officeiv 
iior clerk in tfieir employ, fihall be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in any contract made and entered into "by said board of public irorks^ 
fo)r any work or for any trtateliald to be furnished tkerefor ; and all 
Contracts made with said board, in which any member or officer of 
Bald boatd shall be so interested, shall, at the option of Uie oit^, be 
declared titterly void, attd of n6 binding effect whatever ; and any 
ihembei- or dffibef o»f said board interested in any tsontract, shaft 
thereby forfeit his office and be removed therefrom (m proof of such 
delinquency, and it is hereby made the duty of eadi member of said 
board of public wo^ks, atad of the mayor, and of every officer of said 
bity, to report to' the board of aM^rmen any such definquency when 
diasoverea. 

Sbc. 15. The bc^rd of public works, shall have the exclurirfe 
tharge and supeiintendence of the sewerage and Water works of said 
xjity, and shall receive and collect all water rents, waW taxes or 
assessments, and sewerage permits and licenses, ahd they shall report 
io the city treasurer all such inoneys so received by them and iii 
(Bac^h week, and at the same time pay over to said city treasurer all 
BUcb moneys. With a statement of the same to whicn account the 
Bame belong, and shall receive his receipt for all moneys so paid 
over. 

Sec. 16. The board of public works Aall, on or before the finA 
tiay of May in each year, submit a statement to the recorder, to be 
bv him laid before the board of aldermen with his annual estimate 
bl the repairs and improvements, to be padd out of th^e general fund 
bf the city and necessary to be tindertaken by «aid city during thie 
current year, and of the sums by said board of public works re- 
quired to make such repairs and improvMuents, as tfear as the sam^ 
can be estimated, whicb report shall be in detail, and such estimate 
iaving been revised by the bdartt of aldermen, the aggregate amount 
^ the sums required after such revision shall be provided for in the 
general tax le\y to be laid in said city. * 

Sec. 17. The commission of the board of public works shall 
lye sworn the same as other officers to the faitlrfui discharge of the 
duties of their office, and no person hereafter elected shall act as a 
liommissioner of said board until, in addition to the t)ath requitW of 
kll city officers, he shall swear that he is then, and fi>rthe year im^ 
Inediately preceding has been, a resident freeholder in the diviskm 
bf the city from which he was elected ; which oath shall be filed ia 
the clerk's office. 

Sec. 18. No member or officer bf said board br other officer of 
jlaid city, and no member of the board of aldermen, shall bithar 
directly or indirectly receive any interest, or profit whatever on ao^ 
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^ntkt ef the deposit of niijr of the fands belonging to tbe eitj, nor 
Bbail any member -or officer of «aid board or officer of said city, or any 
Inetnber of the board of hldermen, either directly or indirectly, 
IhjJce usfe of ^r borrow itny of said ftinds for bis own private benefit 
m advantage. 

Sbo. .19. It tf^ll be tbe duty of tbe said board to keep books of 
ttccounts, showing with entire aecuracy the receipts and e^cpenditureB 
of tbe beard, in such manner as to enable the same to be readily, 
understood and investigated, and also to preserve on file in their 
iffiee duplicate vouchers for all their expenditures^ which books and 
duplicates shall at all times be open to the examination of the mayor 
T>f said city or to the finance committee of the board of aldermen of 
*Baid city, or to any oAer committee appointed by the board of aiders 
men. 

Public Improvements. 

Tbe city txmtfcil diall have power firom time to time : 

Tirst — To lay out public streets, alleys, lanes and highways, and 
to make wharves and slips at the end of streets, and extend, alter, 
temdve, contract, straighten and discontinue tbe same, and to pur*- 
chase and lay out public parks, squares and grounds. 

Secdnd-*-To cause any street, alley, lane or highway to be filled, 
graded, leveled, -paved, curbed, walled, gravel»i, macadamized or 
planked, and keep the same in repair. 

Third— To widen, deepen or dredge out the Cypress Bayou or any 
^Tt or parts of the same. 

Pottrth — To cause cross and sidewalks, area walls, lamp posts and 
private drains to be constructed atid laid, relaid, erected, cleansed 
ttnd repaired. 

Fifth— To fill, grade, improve, protect and oniament any public 
square now or hereafter laid out. 

Sbc. 2. Whenever any order is passed by tbe board of alder- 
tnen, by virtue bereef, tot the- filling, grading, leveling, paving, 
.curbing, walling, graveling, macadammBg, planking or repaving of 
^ny street, lane, alley or highway, the dowmissioner of the board cC 
public works shall forthwith proceed to assess the amount on the 
^al estate fronting on or abating on the contemplated improvements, 
Iteid assessment shall be made in said manner, as nearly as may be^ 
that each separate block, lot, subplot, piece or parcel of land on either 
tide of the street, or part of street to be improved shall slistain the 
^sts and expenses of making or completing the improvement upon 
that half of the street directly adjacent to or in front of tbe samei. 

Sbc 8. When, in any case, any portion of tbe costs and e2S 
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penses of making any improvements mentioned in the foregmng 
aection, shall, by virtue of any valid lav. or ordinance of the corpo- 
ration, or by virtue of any valid contract, be chargeable upon any 
railway company, the amount so chargeable may be assessed upon 
said railway company, and the balance only upon the real estate 
fronting or abuting on such improvements; and the city may collect 
ihe amount so assessed upon the said railway company by distress 
and sale of personal property, as in other cases, or by suit brought 
for that purpose'; provided^ that any real estate belonging to such 
railway company, and fronting or abuting upon the said improve- 
ment shall be assessed as in other cases. ' 

Sec. 8. Before proceeding to make an assessment for any imr 
provement mentioned on the preceding sections, said commissioners 
shall be sworn as in other cases, and shall give six days notice, by 
publication in the corporation newspapers, of the time and place of 
the meeting for the purpose of making said assessment, in which 
notice they shalt specify what such assessment is to be for and the 
amount to be assessed. All persons interested in any such assess- 
ment shall have the right to be present and be heard either in per- 
son or by counsel, and the commissioners may in their discretion re- 
ceive any legal evidence, and may adjourn if necessary from time to 
time. 

Ssc. 4. When the commissioners shall have completed their as- 
sessment, they shall sign and return the same in like manner and 
give like notice of the application to the board of aldermen for con- 
firmation. When confirmed by the board of aldermen, said as- 
sessment shall be final and conclusive upon .all parties interested 
therein,, and shall be colie(3ted as in other cases, and no appeal shall 
lie in any case from the order of confirmation. If any assessment 
be annulled or set aside, the said commissioners shall proceed to 
make a new assessment, and shall return the same in like manner 
and give like notices as herein required in relation to the first. 

Sec. 5. All owners or occupants of real estate in front of, adja- 
cent to or upon whose premises th^ board of aldermen shall order or 
direct any sidewalk or private drain to be constructed, shall coi^-. 
strncti, such sidewalk or private drain at their own cost and charges, 
in the manner prescribed by said board of aldermen, and within such 
reasonable time, not exceeding twenty days, as the board of public 
works shall direct, of which time notice shall be given to sach owner 
or occupant by perscmal service or leaving the same at his usual 
place of business or abode or by three days publication in the corpo- 
ration newspapers. If the work be not done in the manner and 
within the time prescribed, the commissioners of the board of public 
.works shall forthwith proceed to assess the amount necessary to be 
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assessed therefor, together with all costs, upon the real estate afore- 
said, which assessmefit dhall be made and returned, and may be con- 
firmed and colleoted in the same manner as in the case af filling, 
grading or paving streets, and when confirmed, shall have the same 
force and effect like poWers, rights and duties being hereby confirmed 
and imposed upon the 

Sec. 6. For any neglect or refusal to comply with any order of 
th3 board of aldermen in the preceding section referred to^ the said 
board oft aldermen |pay impose by ordinance such penalties upon 
the owners or occupants aforesaid, not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each days neglect as to thtf board <^ aldermen shall seem proper. 

Sb'g. 7. Upon the passase of any order in the two preceding 
sections referred to, the board of public works may, in their discre- 
tion, in case the said owners or occupants should fail to comply 
therewith, cause said improvements to be made and paid out of any 
money in the treasury, at their disposal, and afterwards cause the 
expense thereof, together. with all costs to be reimbursed by a special 
assessment to be levied and collected as in other cases, or the same 
may be recovered by suit from such owners or oocupants, as for 
money paid and laid out for his use, and at his request. 

Sbc. 8. When in any case. it shall be deemed necessary by the 
board of public works to cause any sidewalks to be raised, lowered, 
repaired, or cleaned, it shall be lawful for said board to require the 
owner or occupants of the premises, in front of, adjacent to, or 
upon which said imbrovement is to be made, to make the same foith- 
with, or within such reasonable time as the board of public works 
mav prescribe, either upon written or verbal notice to that efiect^ 
and in case of neglect or refusal to comply with such requirements, 
as well as in all oases where theowner or occupants cannot be found, 
the board of works may cause the work to be done, and paid 
for out of any moneys in the treasury at their disposal. Same board 
shall then report to the board of aldermen the amount of said ex«- 
penditures, giving a description oi the lots or premises liable 
therefor, and the amount for which each is chargeable. The board 
of aldermen shall thereupcm assess the said expenses by an order, 
ordinance or resolution upon such lots respectively, and the same 
may be collected by warrant and sale of the premises, as in other 
cases. A suit may also be maintained against the owner or occu- 
pant of such premises for recovery of such expenses as for money 
paid and laid out for his use and at his request* The board of 
aldermen may, also, by ordinance, impose such penalties upon the 
owner or occupants aforesaid for any neglect or refusal to comply 
with the aforesaid requirements, not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each days' neglect, as to the said board of aldermen shall seem 
proper. 
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Sec. 9^ Nothing in the preceding sectiona contained Bhall be 
"Construed to reliere ihe owBers or occupants of real estate from 
^ duty of keeping the sidewalka in front of or adjacent to their 
premises at all times in a safe condition and in a good and 
thorough state of repair ; but such duty is hereby expressly en- 
Joined and imposed upon all owners and occupants ; an^ if at any 
l^ime any injury shall be sustained by at^y indiyidual, or the city 
Bhall be subjected to any damages in consequence of any defect jb. 
any sidewalk, or itis being out cf repair, the owner and occupants of 
the adjacent premises, whose duty it is to tnake the repairs, shall be 
iointly and severally liable therefor, and 'the same may be recovered 
»y suit in any court of general jurisdiction. If the owner be a 
Bon-resident, proceedings may be commenced against the jn'Operty 
t>y attachment, as in other cases of attachment under the laws of 
the State. 

Erectji&fi of Lamp Posits. 

Seo. 10. Whenever any wder is passed by the board of alder- 
men by virtue hereof, for the erection of lamp posts upon any of the 
ftttreets in said city, the commissionisrs of ihe board of public works 
shall fortfi with proceed to assess the amount directed by the board 
^aldermen to be assessed therefor upon the several lots, pieces and 
parcels of land fronting or abutting on the street or part of street 
-along which said posts are to be erected, said assessment shall be 
made in such manner, as nearly as may be, that eadi separate lot, 
piece or parcel of land on either side of said street, for the whole 
distance proposed to be lighted, shall sustain its fair, proportionate 
share of the expenses according to the number of lineal feei of each 
^separate lot or parcel on suCh street, which assessment shall be made 
^nd returned, and may be confirmed and collected in the same man- 
ner as in the case of jetting, grading or paving streets ; and whea 
"confirmed shall have the same force and effect, like powers, rights 
and duties being hereby confined and imposed upon the said com* 
missioners and board of aldermen, and all parties in^rtucted in both 
leases. 

Q-eneral Provisions, 

Seo. 12. In all cases where there is no agreement to the con- 
trary, the owner or landlord, and not the occupant cir tenant, shall 
heJeeraed the person who ought to bear and pay every charge or 
assessment made' for the expense of any public improvement. When 
ftny such charge or assessment shall 1^ made upon or paid by any 
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person, Vfh^ by agreem^t or by kw tfae Bameongbt to be bonus or 
paiil by any other person, it shall be kwful for oiie ao pyiog to so^ 
for and recover of the person beiind to pay the same the. amtmnt sp 
paid, with interest ; or he may r^»in and dediKt the sanie frcHn any 
rent due or to be^me dae to snob person, Nothh^g herein ooflkrr 
tained diall impair or in aay way a&ct any agreement between any 
kndlord and tenant, or other persons, respecting the payment o^ 
snch asseasmeHt. 

Sec. is. ,Wb«n any known owner^ residing in said city or elae^ 
where, shall be an infimt, and any proceeding had under this aetr 
flball render it necessary, tiie District Court of the county of 
Marion, the' judge thereof^ or any juage of any court of general 
jurisdiction in 'said oity. may, u,pon the apptication o£ the board of 
public works, <»r such infant or tiis next friend^ appoint a guardiaQ. 
for such infant, taking necurity fer s^oh guardian for the faithful 
exeeuti<m of such trust, and all personal notices and summons re- 
quired by this act may be served on such guardian. 

Sbo. 14. No suit of ceriiarari Aall be allowed in the case o£ 
any special assessment proceedings commenced under the provisions 
of this act, unless ai^lied for within thirty days aA^ the confirma*' 
tion of the assessment, and not then at the suit of any party wh|^ 
has neglected to file his objeeti<ms to such oonfirmations as bereinr 
before t»x>vided, unless the party applying for the suit AsH satisfy 
the court by 1^1 and eatisfaotory evid^ce, other ibm his own 
oath, that he has a dufficieni legal exonse for smk omission or 



Seo. 15» If in any case the first assessm^it pr<yve> insufficient, 
tiie board of public works shall make a second in the same manner^ 
«fid so on, uuMl suffident moneys, shall have been realised to pay fins 
such public improvements. If at any time too large- a sum shall be 
raised, the ^ee^^a shall be refunded, rateable^ to those whom it w^a 
paad. • 

Sbg. 16. If from any cause the dty shall fail td collect tha 
whole or any portion of any special assessment whieb may be here- 
after levied, and whidi shall not be canceled, and set aside by tfa^ 
order of any court upon certiorari or appeal for any public imr^ 
provement required to be -paid for by special assessment, the board 
of aldermen may, at any tme within five years afler the cofirma- 
tion of the original assessment, direct a new assessment to be made 
upon the ddlinquent property for the amount of such deficiency, and 
interest thereon from the date of such original assessfnent^ which as* 
B^sment shidl be fi»ade, as near as mtj be, in the^ samo manner as is 
herdn prescribed for the firsft assessm^t. In all cases when parti^ 
payments shall hftve been madis on such former assessments) tb^ 
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shall be credited or allowed <mi the new asseasment to die property 
fbr which they were madO) so that the assessment shall be equal and 
impartial in its results. If such new assessments prove ineffectual, 
either in whole or in part, the board of aldermen may, at any time 
within said period of five years, order a third, and so on, to be levied in 
the same manner and for the same purpose ; and it sha^l constitute no 
legal objeolion to such re-assessment that the property may hare 
changed hands or been encumbered subsequent to the date of the 
original assessment, it being the true intent and meaniog of this sec- 
tion to make the cost and expenses of all public improvements to be 
paid for by a special assessment a oharge upon the property assessed 
therefor ror the full period of five years from the confirmation 
of the original assessment, and for such longer period as may be re- 
quired, to collect in due course of law any new assessment ordered 
by the board of aldermen within that period. 

Sbo. 17. If in any case the commissioners of the board of public 
works, or either of them, are especially interested in any special as- 
sessment about to be levied, the commissioners or oommissioner so 
interested shall be disqualified from serving in that piu*tioular case.: 
Any vacailncy occasioned in the manner, or by the absence, inability 
or refusal to serve of any commissionw, may be filled by appoint- 
ment by the mayor. The special commissioner so appointed shall 
be allowed five dollars per day for his actual services, and shall be 
sworn in the same manner as the other commissioners. 

8eo. 18. Should the board of pubUo works report to the board 
of aldermen at any time in favor of any proposed improvement of 
the Cypress bayou, and at the same time recommend that the ex- 
penses thereof be defrayed by a general tax upon all the taxable 
property in the city, it shall be lawful for the said board of aldermen 
to levy such a tax ; and in such cases the amount required to be 
mised shall be assessed upon the whole taxable real and personal 
property in the city, and be included in the general tax levy of the 
succeeding year, under the head of "permanent improvement tax." 

Sec. 19. The members of the board of public works shall be 
allowed five dollars per day each for their services when actually 
• etnployed. 

Of TcLxatvm. 

Section 1. The board of aldermen shall have the power within 
the city, W ordinance : 

First — ^To annually levy and collect taxes, not exceeding five mills 
on the dollar on the assessed value of all real and personal estate in 
the city made taxable by the laws of this State, to defray the con- 
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tingent and other expenses of the city, not herein otherwise specially 
provided for, which taxes shall constitute the general fund. 

Second — To annually levy and collect a tax, not exceeding three 
mills on the dollar, on all taxable real and personal estate for the 
police expenses of the said city. 

Third — To annually levy and collect a tax, not exceeding one and 
one-third mills on the dollar, on all taxable real and personal estate, 
to defray the expenses of lighting the streets of said city. 

Fourth — To annually levy and collect a tax of sufficient amount, 
on all taxable real and personal estaie, to meet the interest accruing 
on the general bonded debt of said city. 

Fifth — ^To annually levy and collect a tax of sufficient amount on 
all taxable real and personal estate, when required, to pay any debt 
that may have been contracted for money borrowed during the pre- 
ceding year, to provide for the expenses incurred in making any 
public improvement caused bv any casualty or accident happening 
after the making of the annual appropriation for such year, or to 
pay any judgment that may have been recovered against tiie city 
and paid during such previous year. 

Sixth — The board of aldermen shall also annually levy and col- 
lect a tax of five and one-third mills on the dollar on all real and 
personal estate in said city, made taxable by the laws of this IState^ 
to provide a sinking fund for the liquidation of the general bonded 
debt of said city, which amount shall be invested in the purchase of 
bonds of said city, if they can be purchased on satisfactory terms. 
AH city bonds so purchased shall be retired and canceled. 

Seventh —To annually levy and collect a tax not exceeding two 
mills on the dollar, on all taxable real and personal property, to de- 
fray expenses of fire department of said city. 

Eighth — To annually levy and collect a tax not exceeding three 
and one-third mills on the dollar, on all taxable real igid personal 
property, to meet the expenses of repairing and cleaning streets of 
said city. 

AtUharUy to Transfer Punds^ 

In case of a deficiency in any fund to meet any demand upon it, 
the treasurer n^ay, with the sanction of the mayor and finance com- 
mittee, use, to meet such demand, any moneys standing to the credit 
of any other ftmd, either general or special. 

Sbc. 2. The board of aldermen shall by an ordinance or resolu- 
tion levy such sum or sums of mowey as may be sufficient for the 
several purposes for which taxes are herein authorized to be levied. 
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(not exceediBg the anthorki^d per centage,) particularly speoifyiog, 
the purpose m which the Banie are levied! 

&SC. 8. It shall be the dutj of the assessor to estimate the sev- 
eral taxes levied by the boam of aldermen, computing them to^ 
gether as one tax, and to insert the total amount of such taxes in 
the appropriate column of the several tax lists, opposite to the per- 
son or property chargeable therewith. When completed the recorder 
shall attacn to each of said lists a warrant under the corporate sea}, 
to be signed bv the mayor, directed to the collector, oommani^ng 
him, to make, levy, and collect, as the taoces fpr such year, the sev- 
eral Slims of money set opposite to the real and personal estate or 
persons in said tax lists mentioqed or described, of the goods and 
chattels of the respective owners of such real and personal estate ; 
which warrants shall also designate the names and rates of the sey^ 
eral taxes included therein. 

Seo. 4. Said tax lists, with the warrants attached, shall be de- 
livered to the collector, by the city (derk, on or before the last day 

of in each year, and shall constitute the only process ne* 

cessary to be issued, for the collection of the annual taxes. The 
city clerk shall take a receipt from the ooUectpr for the said tax 
lists, specify mg the amount of the taxes levied on each list. 

Sec. 5; Vfhen any special assessment shall have been confirmed 
by the board of aldermen, and no right of appeal therefrom is given 
by this act, it shall be the duty of the city clerk to issue a war-^ 
rant for the collection thereof, which shall be under the corporate; 
seal, and signed by the mayor and city clerk; shall contain a copy 
of the assessment roll as confirmed by the board of aldermen, or so 
much thereof as describes the real estate assessed, and the amount of 
the assessment in each case ; if the right of appeal from the order of 
confirmatbn should exist in any case, said warrant shall not beissaed 
until the expiration of the term limited Gx the taking of such ap^. 
peal, and if in any case an appeal should be actually taken, the isr 
suing of the warrant shall be delayed until after the determinatiou 
of such appeal. 

Sbg. 6. All warranty issued for the ooUeeticm of special assess- 
ments, shall be delivered by the city clerk to the collector, taking 
his receipt therefi)r in the manner prescribed in die ease of wior- 
rants, for the collection of the annual taxes, 

Sbg. 7. Upon the receipt of any warrant for the collection of 
the annual taxes, or any special assessmentt the collector shall forth* 
with give notice, by ten days publication in the eoip^ration news- 
paper, that such warrant is in his hands for collectiop, briefly describing 
its nature, and xeq[ueatiw all persons interested to make immediate 
payment at his office ; and, that in default thereof, the dttme will be 
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collected at the coistt and expense of the pmi^n liable for tbe payment 
of such taxes or assessments. Immediately after receiving tlTe per- 
sonal property tax list, he shall notify all persons through the 
postofSce of the amount of their personal property tax. In the 
notice to he published in the corporation newspaper, he shall notify 
all parties interested that, after the expiration of sfxty days &om 
the day of receiTing said list, he will levy upon the personal 
property of all who maM have &iled to pay, and at the end of sixty 
days he shall so^levy, if property belonging to such delinquent per- 
sons can be found, and he shall be liable for the amount of their tax 
in case of neglecting to do so. When persons cannot be found, or 
property belonging to them out of whicrii to make the tax, the col- 
lector shall advertise their names, and call for information concerning 
them and their property, and state the amount of their tax in the 
corporation newspaper, and this tax shall be a lien upon any property 
they may have, or may thereafter acquire, until paid ; and the col- 
lector, or his successor in office, may, at any time thereaft;er, 
levy for the same. But nothing in tlus section contained shall be 
80 construed as to prevent the collector from levying, at any time 
after the publication of the ten days' notice above required. 

Sec. 8. All taxes levied by the board of aldermen under this 
act shall be a lien upon the real estate on which the same may be 
imposed, and said lien shall continue until said taxes are paid. 
Every person owning real estate on the first day of May, including 
all such property purchased on that day, shall be liable for the taxes 
thereon for that year. The dty taxes shall also be a lien on the per- 
iional property of all persons owing taxes, from and after the delivery 
o[ the warraift for the collection thereof to the collector ; and no sale 
or transfer of said property shall effect the lien, but the said prop- 
erty may be seized by the collector whenever found,and removed, if 
necessary, and sold to^ discharge the taxes of the person owing the 
same, and the same proceeidings may be resorted to by the collector, 
upon any warrant issued for the collection of a special assessment. 

Sec. 9. If from any cause the taxes charged in the real estate 
tax list, shall not be collected or paid on the lands or lots described 

therein, on or before the first day of , ensuing the date of 

the warrant, it shall be the duty of the collector to demand and 
collect, for the use of said city, in addition to the taxes remaining 
impaid, five per cent, damages thereon in every case, and if the as- 
sessments charged in any special assessment warrant, shall not be 
paid within sixty days after the first publication of notice by the 
collector, that he has received such warrant for collection, the 
assessments then remaining unpaid shall be collected with damages 

11— SL . 
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at the rate of three per cent, thereon, for each and eyerj month 
thereafter, until the same shall be paid. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the daty of the collector, between the .... 

day of and the last day of in each year, to 

make a report by some court of general jurisdiction, held in said 
city, at any special or general term thereof, of all the taxes and 
assessments then remaining unpaid upon the real estate tax list, and 
all espeeial assessment warrants which were delivered to him on or 

betore the last day of the preceding *,•«•; asking for 

judgment against the several lots and parcels of land, or other prop- 
erty described in such list or warrants for the amount of taxes, 
assessments, damages and costs, respectively, due thereon. Tr.6 
collector shall give notice, by six days' ptblicatbn thereof in the 
corporation newspapers, of his intended application for judgment, 
which shall briefly specify the nature of the respective warrants 
upon which such application is to be made, and request all persons 
interested to attend at such times. The advertisement so published 
shall be deemed and taken to be sufficient and legal notice of the 
aforesaid intended application by the collector to such court for 
judgment, and shall be held a si^cient demand and refusal to pay 
the said taxes and assessments. 

Sec. 11. The collector shall obtain a copy of the advertisement 
or advertisements referred to in the preceding section, together with 
a certificate of the due publication thereof from the printer or pub- 
lisher of the newspaper in which the same was .published, and shall 
file the same with the clerk of such court at the said term, with said 
reports. • 

Sec. 12. The clerk of said court, upon the filing of such re- 
ports by the collector, shall receive and preserve the same, and shall 
record thereon all judgments, orders and other proceedings of said 
court in relation thereto. Each of said reports shall constitute a 
separate suit, and shall be docketed by the clerk in the following 

form as nearly as may be, to- wit : " Ci^ of Jefierson vs 

and others ; suit for taxes. Or city of 

Jefferson vs and others ; suit for assessment or war- 
rant tor ," or in such other manner as will suffi- 
ciently indicate the nature of the improvement for which assessmeiit 
is due. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the court, upon the filing of 
said reports, to proceed immedii^tely to the hearing of- the same, and 
they shall have priority over all other cases pending in said court ; 
the said court shall pronounce judgment against the several lots and 
parcels of land or other property described in said reports, for which 
no objection shall be filed for the* amount of the taxes or assessment 
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damages and coste due severally thereon. The owner of any prop- 
erty described in said reports or any person beneficially interested 
therein may appear at said court at the time designated in the col- 
lectors notice, and file objections in writing, to the recovery of 
judgment against such property, but no objection shall be sustained, 
founded on any mere formal irregularity or defect. The court shall 
hear and determine all objections in a summary way, without plead- 
ings, and shall dispose of the same with as little delay as possible 
consistently with the demands of public justice, but should justice 
require that, for any cause the suit as to cne or more owners should 
be delayed for more than twenty days ; judgment shall then be ren- 
dered as to the other property and lands, and process shall issue for 
the sale thereof the same as in all other cases. 

Sec. 14; In all cases where judgment shall be rendered by de- 
fault against the property described in said report, the court shall 
thereupon direct said clerk to make out and enter an order for the 
sale of the same, which said order shall be substantially in the fol-. 
lowing form : '* Whereas, Due notice has been given, of the intended 
application for a judgment against said lands and other property, 
and no owner hath appeared to make defense, or shown cause why 
judgment should not be entered against the said lands and other 
property, for the taxes, (or assessment as the case maybe,) damages 
aind costs due, and unpaid thereon ; therefore It is considered by the 
court, that judgment be and iis hereby entered against the aforesaid 
lots and parcels of land and ojther property, in favor of the city of 
Jefferson, for the sum annexed to each lot or parcel of land, or other 
property, being the amount of the taxes, (or assessment, )*damages 
and costs due severally thereon, and it is ordered by the court that 
the said several lots and parcels of land or other property, or so 
' much thereof as shall be sufficient, of each of them, to satisfy the 
' amount of the taxes, (or assessment,) damages and costs annexed 
to them severally, be sold as the law directs. In all cases where a 
defense shall be interposed and judgment shall be rendered against 
the property ; a similar order adapted to the circumstances of the 
case shall be made out and entered of record. Ten cent costs shall 
be taxed to each lot, against which judgment is rendered; five 

cents to be for fees, and five cents for advertising the^ 

notice of sale." 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the clerk of such court withm 
twenty days after such order is granted, as aforesaid, to make out, 
under the "seal of said court, a copy of so much of said collector's, 
. report in such case as gives a description of the land, or other prop- 
erty ^against which judgment shall have been rendered, and the 
amount of such judgment, together with the order of the court 
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therein, which shall constitute the process on which all lands, Iot% 
Bub-Iots, pieces, and parcels of land or other property, shall be sold 
for the amount of any taxes, assessmf^nts, damages, and costs so 
levied, assessed or charged upon them ; and the said city collector 
is hereby expressly authorized and empowered to make sale of such 
lands, lots, pieces or parcels of land or other property upon two 
days' notice, to be publkhed at least three times in some newspap^ 
pnnted in said city. 

Seo. 16. The said advertisement so to be published in each case 
of a judgment upon any special or general collection warrant and 
report as aforesaid, shall contain a list of the delinquent lots and par- 
cels of land or other property to be sold ; the names of the owners, 
if known, the amount of the judgment rendered thereon, respect- 
ively, and the warrant upon which the same was rendered, the court 
which pronounced the judgment, atKl a notice that the same will be 
exposed to public sale, at a time and place to be named in said ad- 
vertisement by said collector. The omission of the name of any 
owner, or any mistake respecting the same, shall not invalidate the 
Qltle, of the property be otherwise described with sufficient certaintyt 
the proceedings may be stopped .at any time upon payment of said 
judgment to the collector. 

Sbg. 17. In all proceedings and advertisements for the collec- 
tion of said taxes and assessments, and the sale of lands therefori 
letters and figiAres may be used to denote lots, sub-lots, lands and 
blocks, sections, townships, ranges and parts thereof, the year and the 
amounts. 

Sec. 18. The sale shall be made for the smallest proportion of 
ground (to be taken from the east ^de of the premises) for which 
any person will take the same, and pay the amount ef judgment 
thereon, certificates of sale shall be m»ie and subscribed by the col^ * 
lector, whiclr shall be delivered to the purchaser, which certificate 
shall contain the name of the purchaser, a description of the prem- 
ises sold, the amount of the tax or assessment, with the amount of 
the judgment for which the same was sold, and the time when Uie 
right to redeem will expire. The collector shall continue such sale 
from day to day until all the lots or parcels of land or other prop- 
erty contained in his precept on whidi judgment remains unpaid, 
shall be sold or ofiered for sale. 

Sec. 19. The person purchcksing any lot or parcel of land, or 
other property, shall forthwith pay to the collector the amount of 
the judgment due thereon, and on failure to do so, the said property 
shall be again offered for sale in the same manner as if no sale had 
been made, and in no case shall the sale be closed until payment 
shall have been made.. If no bid shall be made for any parcel of 
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land or other property, the same shall be straok off to the city, and 
thereupon the city shall reoeiye in the oorpcrate name, a certificate 
of the sale th^eof, and shall be vested with the same rights as 
other purchasers at such sales. 

Seo. 20. The collector shall make return of his precept to the 
court from which the same was issued ; a record of all sales made 
by the collector shall be kept in the office of the city clerfe, which 
shall be open to public inspection at all reasonable times, and said 
record or copies thereof certified by said city clerk, shall be deemed 
sufficient evidence to prove the sale of any land or other property 
for taxes or assessment or any other fact authorized to be recorded 
therein. 

Ssc. 21. The right of r.edemption in all cases of sales for taxes 
or assessments shall exist to the owner, his heirs, creditors or as* 
signs, to the same extent as is allowed by law in the case of sales of 
real estate for taxes, on the payment in lawful money of the United 
States of double the amount for which the same was sold, and all 
taxes accruing subsequent to the sale with interest at the rate of ten 
per cent, per annum. If the real estate of any infant, feme covert 
or lunatic be sold under this act, the same may be redeemed at any 
time within one year afljer such disability shall be removed. Re- 
demption shall be made by the payment of the amount of redemp- 
tion money to the treasurer, and taking his voucher therefor, and 
filing the same in the office of the city clerk, who shall thereupon 
ziote the fact of said redemption upon his record of sales; or any 
person holding a certificate of sale, may surrender the same to the 
eity clerk to be canceled, and the fact shall in like manner be noted 
upon said record, upon the return of the certificate, or proof of 
its loss, and the filing with the of the affidavit re- 
quired by the Constitution of this State ; if the property shall not 
have been redeemed according to law, a deed shall be execute to 
the purchaser or bis* assignees under the corporate seal, signed by the 
mayor and clerk, conveying to such purchaser or assignee the prem- 
ises so sold and unredeemed as aforesaid ; a memorandum of all deeds 
so made and delivered shall be entered by the city clerk in the book 
.wherein tax sales are recorded, and a fee of one dollar may be 
charged by the city clerk for every deed so issued. 

Sec. 22. Such certificate of purchase shall be assignable by 
endorsemeut, and an assignment thereof, shall vest in the assignee 
or his legal representatives all the right and title of the original 
purchaser. 

Sec. 28. Whenever it shall appear to the » satisfaction of the 
eity clerk, before the execution of a deed for any property sold for 
taixes, tba^ such property was not subject to taxation, or that the 
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taxes had been paid previous to the sale, he shall make an entry op- 
posite to such property on his record of sales that the same was sold 
in error, and such entary shall be evidence of the fact thereia stated, 
and this provision shall apply so tar as is applicable to all sales for 
special- assessment. * 

Sfio. 24. All deeds made to purchasers of lots, lands, or other 
property* sold for taxes or assessmei^ shall be prima facie evidence 
in all controversies and suits, in relation to the right of the purchaser^ 
his or her heirs or assigns to the premises thereby conveyed, of the 
following facts : 

First— That the land or bt conveyed, was subject to taxation or 
assessment at the time the same was advertised for sale, and had 
been listed and assessed in the time and manner required by law. 

Second— That the taxes or assessments were not paid at any time 
before the sale. 

Third — That the land or lot conveyed had not been redeeemed 
from the sale at the date of the deed, and shall be conclusive evi* 
dence of the facts. 

First — That the land or lot was sold for taxes or assessments, as 
stated in the deed. 

Second — That the land or lot was advertised for sale in the man- 
ner and for the length of time required by law. 

Third — That the grantee in the deed was the pm-chaser. That 
the sale was conducted in the manner required by law ; and in all 
controversies and suits involving the title to the lot or land claimed 
and held under and by virtue of such deed, the person or persons 
claiming title adverse to the title conveyed by such deed shall be 
required to prove, in order to defeat the said title, either that the 
land or lot was not subject to taxation at the date of sale ; that the 
taxes or assessments had been paid ; that the land or lot had never 
been listed and assessed for taxation or assessment, or that the same 
, had been redeemed according to the provisions of this act, and that 
such redemption was made for the use and benefit of the persons 
having the right of redemption under the laws of this State; but 
no person shall be permitted to question the title acquired by said 
deed without first showing that he, she or they, or the person under, 
whom he, she or they claim title, had title to the land or lot at the 
time of the sale, or that the title, was obtained firom the United 
States or this State, after the sale, and that all taxes du« upon the 
lot or land have been paid by such person, or the person under 
whom he claims title as aforesaid, and no deed of land or other 
property sold for the non-payment of taxes or assessments shall be 
questioned in any suit or controversy, unless the person wishing to 
contest the same shall have tendered o^ deposited the amount of the 
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redemption money and interest as now provided by the laws of this 
State in case of sales of real estate for taxes. 

8bc. 25. Any changes made in the incumbent of the office of 
the collector during the pendency of any such proceedings shall not 
- operate to affect or delay, the satne, but the successor or successors 
in office of such collector shall be authorized to do all acts necessary 
to complete such proceedings thd same as if his predecessor had con- 
tinued in office. In case of a vacancy occurring in any such office 

the proceedings shall be prosecuted by the until 

sueh vacancy is filled by election or otherwise. 

Sko. 26. All sales of property for the non-payment of taxes 
and assessments for any improvement of what kind so ever, shall be 
held at the same time with the general sale of property for non-pay- 
ment of city taxes in each year, unless in particular cases said sale 
is stayed or delayed by examination or process of law ; the intent 
hei'ejf being that there shall be but one general collection by sale, 
of all taxes and assessments whatsoever in each and every year, 
which sale shall take place in the manner hereinbefore provided, and 
at the same time in each year ; provided, that in all cases where 
judgment should be delayed in consequence of any appeal, or the 
delay of any court in rendering its decision, such sales may be made 
at any time after final judgment shall have been rendered, 
upon notice to be given as in other cases. 

Sbc. 27. Any assessor, collector^ or other officer, who shall in 
liny case refuse, or knowingly neglect to perform any duty enjoined 
. upon him by this chapter, shall be prevented or hindered, shall for 
every such neglect or refusal, be liable by said city, individually, 
and upon his official bond, for double the amount of loss or damage 
caused by such neglect or refusal t» be recovered in an action of debt, 
in any court having jurisdiction of the amount thereof 

Sbc. 28. No assessment of property, or charges for taxes or 
assessment thereon, shall be considered illegal on account of any. 
irregularity or informality in the tax lists of assessment rolls, or 
on account of the assessment rolls or tax lists not being made, com- 
pleted or returned within die time required by law, or on account of 
the property having been charged or listed in the assessment or tax 
list without name or in any other name than that of the rightful 
owner ; and no error or informality in the proceedings of any of the 
officers entrusted with the levying and collection of taxes or special 
assessments, not effecting the substantial justice of the tax or assess- 
ment itself, shall vitiate, or in any way affect the tax or assessment. 

Sbc. 29. If any purchaser oi lands, lots or other property, said 
for city taxes or assessments, shall suffer the same to be again sold 
for like taxes or assessments, before the expiration of two years 
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firom the date of his or bers purchase) such purchaser shall not be 
entitled to a deed for the pr<^rty until the expiration of two years 
from the date of the second sale, during which time the land, lot or 
other property, shall be subject to redemption, and the person re- 
deeming shall only be required to pay for the use of the purchaser^ ^ 
at the first sale, the amount paid for the property, and double the 
amount paid by the second purchaser for his use, as in other cmses. 

Sso. 30. AH corporations, companies or associations, not incor-^ 
porated under the laws of this State, engaged in said city in effecting 
fire, marine or life insurance, shall pay to the city treasurer the sum 
of two dollars upon the hundred dollars, and at that rate upon the 
amount of all premiums which, during the half year ending on 
every first day of July and January, shall have been received 
or have been agreed to be effected in said city, by or with such cor*- 
porations, companies or associatioim, respectively. Every person 
who shall act in said city as agent or otherwise, for or on behalf of 
any such corporation, company or association, shall on or before 
the fifteenth day of July and January in each year, render 
to the city recorder a full, true and just account, verified by 
his oath, of all premiums, which, during the half year ending 
on every first day of July and January preceding such report, shall 
have be«i received by him or any other person for him, or shall 
have been agreed to be paid for or in behalf of any such corpora- 
tion, company or association, and shall specify in said account the 
amounts received from fire, marine and life insurance respectively.- 
Said agents shall also pay over to the city treasurer, at the time of 
rendering the aforesaid account, the amount of rates for which the 
company or companies represented by them are severally chargeable 
by virtue hereof. If such account be not rendered on or before the 
day hereinbefore designated for that purpose, or if the said rates 
shall remain unpaid after that day, it shall be unlawful for any cor- 
{)oration, company or association so in default to transact any busi- 
ness of insurance in said city until the said requisitions shall have 
been fully complied with ; but this provision shall not relieve any 
company from liie payment of any risks that may be taken in viola- 
tion hereof. Any person or persons violating any of the provisions 
of this section shall be subject to indictment, and upon conviction 
thereof, in any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months, or both, in the discretion of the court. Sa»l 
rates may also be recovered of sueh corporations, company or asso* 
dation, or its agents, by action in the name and for the use of said 
city, as for money had and received for its use. 

Skc. 81. The moneys so collected from the insurance companies 
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Bball be used only for the purpose of promoting the efficiency of the 
fire departenent o£ said city, and providing a fand for th^ relief of 
disaUed firemen. 

JFHre Department. 

The board of aldermen, for the purpose of guarding against the 
calamities of fire, shall have power to prescril^ the Umits within 
which wooden buildings shall not be erected, or placed x)r repaired, 
without permission, and to direct that all and any buildings within 
the limits prescribed shall be made or con^tructea of fir© proof ma- 
terials, and to prohibit the repairing or reboilding of wooden build* 
ings within the limits, when the same shall have been damaged to 
the extent of fifty per cent, of the value thereof and to prescribe 
the manner of ascertaining such damage. 

First — To prevent the dangerous construction and condition of 
chimneys, fire places, hearths, stoves, stuve pipes, ovens, boilers, 
and apparatus used in and about any building or manufactory, and 
to cause the same to be removed or placed in a safe and secure con-' 
dition, when considered dangerous. 

Second — To prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places, and to 
cause all such buildings and enclosures, as may be in a dangerous 
state, to be put in safe condition. 

Third — To regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufac- 
tories dangerous in causing or promoting fire. 

Fourth — To regulate and pretent the use of fire works and fire 
arms. 

Fifth — To compel the owners or occupants of houses or other 
buildings to have scuttles in the roofs, and stairs or ladders leading 
to the same. 

Sixth — To authorisse the mayor and board of aldermen, police or 
other officers of said city, to keep away from the vicinity of any fire , 
all idle and suspicious persons, and to compel aJl officers of said city 
and other persons to aid in the extingusbment of fires, and in the 
preservation of property exposed to danger thereat. 

Seventh — And generally to establish such regulations for the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fires as the board of aldermen may 
deem expedient. 

Sec. 2. The board of aldermen shall procure fire engines and 
other apparatus used for the extinguishment of fires, and have the 
charge and control of the same, and provide, fit and secure engine 
houses and other places for keeping and preserving the same ; and 
shall have power, 

First— To organize fire, hose, hook and ladder and axe companiea^ 
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Second «— To provide for the appointment of a competent number 
of able and respectable inhabitants of said city, foremen^ to take the 
care and management of the engines and other apparatus and im- 
plements used and provided for the extinguishment of fires. 

Third— To prescribe the duties of foremen and their compensation, 
and to make rules and regulations for their government, and to im- 
pose reasonable fines and forfeitures upon them for a violation of the 
same ; and for incapacity, neglect of duty or misconduct, to remove 
them. 

Sec. 8. The chief and assistant engineers of the fire depart- 
ment, with the other foremen, shall take the care and management 
of the engines and other apparatus and implements used and pro- 
vided for the extinguishment of fires, and their duties and powers 
shall be defined by tie board of aldermen. 

Sec. 4. The assistant engineers of the fire department shall also 
act as fire wardens, and it shall be their duty to examine all build- 
ings and enclosures, to discover whether the same are in a danger- 
ous state, and to report to the chief engineer all violations of the 
charter or ordinances of said city in relation to the prevention or 
extinguishment -of fires. 

Sec. 6. The board of aldermen shall have power, in its dis- 
cretion, to authorize the appointment of a fire marshal, whose duty 
it shall be to inquire into and investigate the cause of all fires which 
may occur in the city as soon as may be after they occur, and to 
keep a record of bis proceedings and of the evidence in each case, 
and to file the same, or a copy thereof, in the office of the city re- 
corder. He shall have power to compel the attendance of any per- 
son in said city to testify upon oath concerning any fire in siaid city, 
un^er such penalty as the board of aldermen may provide ; and he 
is hereby authorized to administer oaths to all ffuch witnesses. He 
shall be required to use his utmost exertion^ in the discovery, arrest 
and conviction of all incendiaries, and perform such other duties aa 
the board of aldermen may prescribe. Any or all of the above 
mentioned duties may be devolved by the board of aldermen upon 
•the chief engineer. 

Sec. 6. The members of the board of aldermen and finance 
shall* during their term of service as such, be exempt from serving 
bn juries in all courts of this State and in the militia. The name 
of each fireman shall be registered with the recorder of the city, and 
the evidence to entitle him to the exemption provided in this section 
shall be the certificate of the recorder, made within the year in 
which the exemption is claimed. 

Sec. 7. One-eighth part of the amount of all fire insurance 
rates, which shall be annually paid into the city treasury, as herein- 
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before provided, shall be reserved and set apart, to create a fund for 
the relief of distressed firemen who may become disabled in the 
service of the city, and shall be used solely for that purpose. Said 
money shall be disbursed in such sum and under such rules and 
regulations as the board of aldermen shall prescribe. The remain- 
ing seven-eighths of the aforesaid revenue shall be retained by the 
city for the payment of fire engines that have been or may hereafter 
be purchased by said city. 

All acts and parts of acts passed by the Legislature of the State 
of Texas, and all ordinances, regulations and resolutions now in 
force in the city of Jefferson, and not in conflict with this act^ shall 
remain in full force under this act until altered, modified* or re- 
pealed by the board of aldermen or other competent authority, after 
this act shall take effect. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be deemed a public act, and shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its passage. . 

Approved December 1, 1871. 

[Note by the Secretart of State. — The foregoiog act is enrolled very im- 
perfectlv, and differs in muDV instances very materially from the engrossed 
Dill ; a large portion ig entirely omitted.]

Section 1. * Be if enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That E. W. Taylor, Perry H. Graham, F. A. Schluter, B. 
W, Gray, H. D, Benners, W. N. Bryant, Jackson Prouty, C. M. 
Campbell, and such others as they may associate with them, and their 
successors, be and they are hereby declared and created a body cor- 
porate and politic, under the name and style of the '' Jefierson Real 
Estate, Trust, and Dollar Savings Company," of Jefferson, Tex»9| 
with authority in said c(»porate name and capacity to sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded, contract and be contracted with, to 
have succession and a common seal ; they shall have the right to 
purchase and sell ; hold, pledge and receive in pledge ; to transfer 
and convey any property, either real, personal or mixed ; may make 
loans and borrow money to the extent of the capital authorized to 
be employed by this act of incorporation ; to receive on deposit any 
and all sums of money, merchantable and negotiable security, in 
amounts not less than one dollars ; to act, when required, in the 
capacity of a trust company, being capable, in law and equity, ef 
executing such trusts as may be performed by an individual 
trustee ; to make and adopt, revise and amend such by-laws, rules 
and regulations, as in the judgment of the company may be . 
necessary to a successful organizaticm and future management ; and 
generally to do any act within the scope of this charter, not at 
variance with the Constitution and laws of this State. 

Sbo. 2. That the capital stock of said company shall be twenty- 
five thousand ($25,000) dollars, with the privilege and power, uii- 
der this charter, by a vote of the directory thereof, of increasing 
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the Bsme from time to time as the increasing hasiness of the com'- 
pany and the exigences of tbe same may demand, to, and within, 
fiye hundred thousand ($500,000) dollars. The said stock shall 
be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, on which there 
shall be paid, at the time the subscription to the said stock is made, 
not less than five (5 p. c.) per cent on all the stock so subscribed ; 
each share to entitle the holder to one vote, either in person 
or by proxy, in all meetings of the company. Said shares to oe 
deemed personal property, and if any Mockholder shall refuse or 
fail to make payment on such stock as may be subscribed to by him, 
or her, on such calls or assessments as may be made under authority 
of this charter, or the rules and regulations adapted by the compa- 
ny, within twenty days from the* date of such assessment or call, 
his or her stock shall, upon such default, be sold in such manner as 
the directory may pre*scribe, and such stockholder shall ceaise to be 
a member of such company. 

Sec. 3. The management of said company shall consist of a 
board of directors of not less than five nor more than seven persons, 
to be chosen annually by the stockholders. They sfiall elect from 
the board of directors one president, one vice president, one treasu- 
rer and one secretary, and such other oflScers as the by-laws of the 
company may prescribe, whose term of oflSce shall be for one year, 
or until their successors shall qualify. 

Seo. 4. The secretary and treasurer of said company shall, be- 
fore entering oflScially upon their duties, enter into bond, respective- 
ly, with said company, with two or more good and sufficient sure- 
ties, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the just and 
faithful performance of the duties devolving upon them in their offi- 
cial capacities ; said bonds shall be deposited with the treasurer of 
the city of Jefferson for safe keeping, and they shall not be forfeita- 
ble upon the first recovery. 

Sec. 6. The bonds required to be executed by the treasurer 
and secretary, respectively, as hereinbefore provided, may be can- 
celed at any time by a majority vote of the directors of said com- 
pany, and the secretary and treasurer be required to renew the same 
in such greater sums and amounts as the increased business and 
greater security of the company may seem to demand. 

Sec. 6. The salary of the president of said company shall not 
excteed the rate of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, until one 
hundred thousand dollars of the capital stock shall have been sub- 
scribed to, and five (5 p. c.) per cent, of the whole has been paid in; 
nor shall the salaries of the secretary and treasurer of said company

A. Cutler, G. W. Porter, and their 
associates, be and they are hereby incorporated and declared to be a 
body politic, under the name of the North Texas Land Company, 
and under such name may transfer their rights by succession, and 
shall be persons in law, capable of suing and being sued, impleading 
and being impleaded, and that tbey and their successors, by the same 
name and style, shall be in law capable of holding atd conveying 
any estate, real, personal or mixed ; that they shall have the power 
and authority to make contracts for the introduction of immigrants 
to settle upon their lands, and doing and performing all things ne- 
cessary for the business of said company and not contrary to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State ; said company shall have a corpo- 
rate seal, with such device as they may select, and may alter the 
same at their pleasure.

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Ssc. 2. The objects of said company are declared to be to pro« 
mote immigration to Texas, to facilitate the sale, purchase and set- 
tlement of lands by immigration, and to assist m promoting and 
protecting the inter^ts of the fr<«itier counties, by tne in£rodaction 
and settlement of colonies of agricultural and other skilled opera- 
tions in that section (ji the State. 

Sbc. 8. The capital stock of said company may be fixed by the 
stockholders at any amount not to exceed two hundred thousand 
(200,000) dollars, and the lands of the stockholders may be received 
by the company in lieu of money, in payment of the capital stock, 
at such yaluation as shall be mutually agreed upon, and the said 
capital stock shall be divided into shares of fifty (50) dollars each, 
to be deemed personal estate, each share to entitle the o^raer to one 
vote, either by person or proxy, in all meetings of the stock- 
holders. 

SfiO. 4. That this act shall take efiect and be in force from and 
after its passage, and shall continue in force for twenty-five years.

AN ACT TO AUTHOBIZB AND EMPOWBE THE CORPORATB AUTHORI- 
TIES OF THE TOWN OF PALESTINE TO EXTEND THE STREETS AND 
ALLEYS OF SAID TOWN TO THE EXTERIOR LIMITS OF THE CORPO- 
RATION, AND TO LAY OUT AND HAKE NEW STREETS AND ALLEYS 
WITHIN THE LIMITS OF SAID CORPORATION. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That the mayor and aldermen of the town of Palestine, in 
the State of Texas, be and they are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to extend the streets and alleys of. said town of Palestine to the 
exterior limits of said town corporation, and to lay out and make new 
streets and alleys within the corporate limits of said town whenever 
such new streets and alleys shall be necessary for said town and for 
the convenience of the inhabitants thereof; provided^ that in ex- 
tending the streets on the north side of the public square, they shall 
be run parallel with the lines of the existing surveys of land, and 
not otherwise, except by the consent of the owner or owners* 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That when in making such 
extension of streets and alleys of said town, and in laying out and 
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making new streets and allevs, as c<mtemplated by the first section 
of this act, such streets an4 alleys shall pass oyer any land not be* 
longing to said corporation, the title to which cannot be obtained for 
these purposes by voluntary donation from the owner or owners 
thereof, or the title to which may be in minors or others incapable 
of conreying or unwilling to convey the same to said corporation, 
then the mayor and aldermen of said town may cause such land to 
be coudemned to the use of said corporalaon in the making and ex- 
tension of the public streets and alleys of said town. 

Sec. 8. Be it ftirther enacted^ That for the purpose of con^^ 
demning lands as provided for in the preceding section of this act, 
the said mayor and aldermen may appoint two disinterested commis- 
sioners, and any owner or owners of land to be condemned may 
appoint two other disinterested commissioners, all to be citizens and 
freeholders or householders of said town, and these four commission- 
ers may select a fiOh of like qualifications, who shall, under oath, 
examine the land to be so* condemned and determine the anjount of 
damages to be paid to the owner or owners, thereof, if, in the judg- 
ment of said commissioners, any damages ought to be paid to the 
same ; and no determining the question of damages, said commis- 
sioners shall take into consideration the increased value which the 
extension and laying out of such new streets and alleys will give to 
the remaining lands situated in said town, of the person or persons 
' whose land is to be so condemned ; and if this increased value of 
such remaining lands shall be equal to or greater than the amount 
of the damage caused by the opening of such new streets and alleys, 
then said commissioners shall not allow damages to the owner or 
owners thereof, for the land so condemned; provided, that if any 
owner or owners of such land be abs^t or otherwise unable to ap- 
point the two commissioners' herein provided for, or if such person 
or persons shall refuse* to appoint such commissioners as they are 
herein authorized to appoint, then and in that case said mayor and 
aldermen shall appoint three disinterested commissioners, who, und 
oath, shall proceed to determine the question of damages. 

Sbo. ^. Be it further enacted^ That said corporation shall 
pay all damages assessed under the authority of this act; and for 
that purpose said mayor and aldermen ore hereby authorized to levy 
and collect taxes on persons, property and business in said corpora- 
tion, from year to year, as such damages may be adjudged against 
such corporation ; provided^ said taxes for any one year shall not 
exceed one-half per centum, and license an occupation taxes on all 
trades, occupations, professions and business, not to exceed one-half 
the amount of such taxes imposed at the time the same are levied 
Ukd collected for the use of this Sta^te. The taxes herein authorized

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to be levied and collected shall be exclusively applied to the pur- 
poses contemplated by this act, and this act is not to interfere with 
existing laws relating to the powers and duties of the corporation of 
said town, or the levying and collecting of the ordinary corporation, 
taxes.

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Tesas,* That Mathew Gaines, Scipio Thompson, Sam Love, Charles 
Ghilds, W. M. Ester, Allen Wilder, R. G. Moore, Louis Brooks, 
Allen Harris, Wesley Taylbr, and their associates and successors, 
and all such persons as shall become stockholders in the corporation 
hereby create!, shall be a body politic and corporate, by the name 
and style of the Dollar Savings Bank of Brenham, and shall have 
succession, a common seal, with power to plead and be impleaded ; 
to sue and be sued ; to appoint all necessary assistants ; and may 
have, enjoy, and exercise all the powers necessary to carry out and 
execute all the purposes and intents of a savings bank and trust cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 2. The general business and olgects of this incorporation 
shall be to receive or deposit or entrust such sum or sums of money 
as may, from time to time, be offered therefor by tradesmen, mer- 
chants, clerks, laborers, servants, and others, to be repaid to such 
depositors, when demanded, at such times, with sach interest, and 
under such regulations as the board of directprs may from time to 
time prescribe, which regulations shall be posted up in some con- 
spicuous place in the room where the business of said corporatioa 
shall be transacted. 

Sec. 8, The business of the corporation shall be managed by 
twelve directors, and the persons named in section one shall be the 
first directors thereof, and shall so continue for one year from the 
date of organization of the company, and any vacancy which 
may occur, from resignation or other cause, may be filled by a 
majority of directors remaining. 

Sec. 4. The capital stock of said corporation shall be fifty thoU" 
sand dollars, divided into shares of one tiundted dollars each, paya* 
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Ue in such instalments as the directors may from time to time elect, 
under such penalties as they may in their discretion adopt. And 
the directors are hereby appointed and authorized to superintend the 
subscriptions to the capital stock of the corporation, and it will be 
competent for said directors to commence the business of the corpo* 
ration when the full amount of stock shall have been subscribed and 
at least ten per cent, of it paid into the treasury. 

Sec. 5. This corporation may loan money according to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State, or may discount in accordance with 
bank usages, taking such security therefor, either real or personal, 
as the directors may deem sufficient. Said corporation shall have 
power to borrow money, buy and sell exchange, bullion, bank notes, 
government stocks and other securities ; but nothing in this act con- 
tained shall confer on said corporation the privilege of issuing notes 
similar to bank notes for the purpose of a circulating medium, un- 
less the same may be done in conformity with the laws of the United 
Stales in such case made and provided, 

Sec» 6. It shall be lawful for this cwporation to purchase and 
hold such real estate as may be convenient and necessary for the 
transaction of its business, and to take and hold any real estate, in 
trust or otherwise, as security or in payment of any debt or debts 
due or to beccxne due to the said corporation, to purchase real estate 
at any sale made by virtue of any loan, debt or mortgage made to 
or held by said corporation, and to receive and take, in whole or in 
part, satisfaction of any such loan or debt any real estate, and to 
hold and convey the same. 

Sec. 7. The stockholders of this corporation shall meet at ^uch 
time, not exceeding one year from the date of organization, as the 
directors may fix upon, and annually thereafter, and el^t by ballot, 
from their own number, twelve (K) directors to serve for the term 
of one year, or until their successors are chosen. Each stockholder 
shall be entitled to one vote for every share of stock standing in his 
or her name on the books of the corporation, and they may vote* in 
person or by proxy ; the name of the stockholder so voting shall be 
endorsed on the ballot, and plurality of votes shall elect. The di- 
rectors shall elect annually from their number a piresident and 
vice president. The cashier may be selected jfrom the stockholders 
by the direotors. The directors shall make.and execute such by- 
laws as may be necessary and convenient for the proper prosecution 
of the business of the corporation not inconsistent with this act or 
with the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 8. At any time after the full payment of the original 
stock of fifly thousand dollars as hereinafter provided, the directors

Be it enacted by the I^ishture of the StcUe of 
Texasy That the city .couoiQil of the city of Austin be and they ar^ 
hereby authorized to levy and collect a tax, not to exceed <Hie fourth 
of one per centU9i, upon the assessed valuatio«i of all the real estate 
within the corporate limits of said city ; said assessment and qoUeo- 
tion to be based upon the assessment of said property for the

. Sac. 2. That tiie tax provided £bgr in the foregoing section i^ to 
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be levied, assiesfied and collected solely and e^dlusivelj for the estab- 
Ifehment, support and maintenance of the fire department of said 
city, and shall be in no manner whatsoever divested from said uses 
and purposes. 

Sec. 8. That notice of this act and the call for the tax herein 
provided for shall be given by the mayor of said city by publication 
in a daily newspaper of said city, for twenty consecutive days pre- 
irious to proceeditig to collect the same.

Ranger, C. H. Jordan, Leon Blum, S. Heidenheimer, Julius Fred- 
6rich, M. V. McMahan, James P. Cole, M. D. K. Taylor, S. F. 
Itfoseley, James Wrigley, J. C. Day, R. S. Walker, H. G. Lane,

The capital stock of said company shall not exceed 
twelve millions of dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each ; each share to entitle the owner thereof to erne vote in 
all elections and meetings when the stockholders are called upon to 
vote, and a majority of the votes shall govern in all cases not other- 
wise provided by law ; the said shares of stock shall be deemed per- 
sonal estate, transferable only on the books of the company. 

Sec. 4. The direction and control of the affairs of said corpora^ 
tion shall be vested in a board of not less than five nor more than 
nine directors, as the by-laws may provide ; they shall bo chosen by 
the stockholders at their annual meetings, the first of which' shall be 
holden at such time as the corporators herein mentioned shall desig- 
nate ; the said directors shall select one of their own body to be 
president of said company, shall fill vacancies in their board, appoints 
a secretary, treasurer and such other ofScers and agents as they 
deem proper, and require bond for the prompt and honest discharge 
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of their duties, make all proper rules for the* holding of their meet- 
ings, and all other rules not inconsistent with the general laws, 
which thej may deem necessary to protect the interest of the com- 
piny ; they shall cause to be kept acouirate books of accounts, exhi« 
biting the receipts and expenditures of the company. A majority 
of the directors shall constitute a quorum to do business, and shall 
have the power of a full board ; and all conveyances and contracts 
in writing, signed by the president and countersigned by the secre- 
tary, or any other officer duly authorized by the board of directors, 
under the seal of the company, when the same is in execution of an 
order of the board, shall be binding and valid. 

Sec. 5. That so soon as one hundred thousand dollars of the 
capital stock of said company is subscribed, and five per cent. thereOi 
paid to the commissioners, they shall cause the first election. to be 
held for directors, first giving notice of the time and place of such 
election, by publication in some newspaper printed in the city of 
Galveston, and such other places as may be deemed advisable; and 
when said directors, so elected, shall have organized, the said com- 
missioners shall pay over to the treasurer of the company all the 
moneys they have received upon subscriptions to the stock of the 
company, and deliver to said directors all the books and papers be- 
longing to the company. 

Sec. 6. That said company, when organized under the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be and is hereby invested with the right of 
locating, constructing, owning, operating and maintaining a railroad^ 
commencing at the city of Galveston, and rufiuing thence by the 
most eligible route to some point on the Trinity river, within the 
present limits of the counties of Liberty or Chambers; thence, by 
such route as may be deemed best, to the town of Homer ; thence, 
to the town of Henderson ; thence,- to Jefferson, and from thence to 
some point on Red River, to connect with a railroad coming from or 
through the State of Arkansas, with the right to construct a branch 
road to the estern limits of the State, and shall have the right to 
unite or consolidate with any other railroad ' running in the same 
direction and forming a main trunk line. 

Sec. 7. That said company after its organization in pursuance 
of this act under the, board of directors, shall have power to re- 
ceive further subscription to the capital stock of said company, un- 
til the whole amount shall have been subscribed ; but five per cent, 
of its subscriptions shall be paid at the time of subscribing, and the 
directors shall be personally liable to said company for five per cent, 
•of all such subscription as they may receive without such payment; 
provided^ however^ that said company may, by a vote of a majority 
of the votes of the stockholders, issue certificates of stock, to be ia^ 
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sued in payment of any debt contracted for the oonstruetion or 
equipment of said road. Any agreement in writing, to subscribe 
for stock may be enforced according to its terms, and if any sub- 
scriber shall fail to pay any amount due upon shares subscribed for 
by him according to the terms of bis subscription, thedirectors may 
sell at auction as required at sheriff's sale, the sale to take place 
in the cou&ty where the company has its principal office, and trans- 
fer the share of such delinquent to the purchaser, and if the pro- 
ceeds of such sale shall not be sufficient to pay ^ amount due, with 
interest and charges, said delinquent shall be liable to the company 
for the deficiency, but if the proceeds shall exceed the amount due, 
with interest and charges, he shall be entitled to the excess. 

Sbo. 8. Said company shall haye the right of way along their 
entire route, not to exceed two hundred feet in width, over all lands 
of the State, and the free use- of rock, timber, gravel and eartk 
thereof, and the terms of the general laws of this State to procurd 
the release of the right of way from the owners of the lands along 
the route, and shall also have the right to construct and operate a 
telegraph line along the whole route, for the uses of the company. 

Seo. 9. The said company, in its charges for freight and pas- 
sengers, shall be governed by the general railroad law ; it shall have 
the right to cross all public highways that it may be necessary to 
cross to establish said railway; and if said road shall cross any 
stream that is navigable, it shall cross in such manner aa not to 
impede navigation. 

- Sec. 10. 'That said company shall have the right to form a 
junction with any other rfiilroad, at either of its termini, or between 
the same, upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed on by 
the companies ; and if, from any cause, said companies cannot agree 
upon the terms and conditions- of such junction, then and in that 
case the same shall be determined by arbitrators, not being stock- 
holders in either company, to be chosen by each party ; and if they 
Cannot agree, the difference to be adjusted by an umpire chosen by 
the arbitrators. 

Sec. 11. That said railway company shall have power to bor- 
row money and issue its bonds, with or without paortgige ; provided^ 
that the same be done in conformity to the. laws of the State, this 
act of incorporation, and the by-laws of the company. ^ 

Sec. 12. The annual meeting of the stockholders of this com- 
pany shall be held at the principal office in the city of Galveston, 
on the first Monday of December of each year, which shall be a day 
for the transaction of business by the stockhold^s, at which time the 
annual election for directors shall take place. Should the stock- 
holders, owning a majority of the stock, fail to meet on that day, 
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ihe directors may appoint another My for «aid election, and an eleo- 
tion held on the day appointed, shall be Valid. Directors elected 
under the provisions hereof, shall hold office until the next annual 
meeting, and until tiieir successors are chosen and qualified. 

Sec, 18. This company shall be subject to all general laws now 
in force, or which may hereafter be in force, in regard to running 
ovey the road of one- company by another, when the public interest 
or the interest of commerce requires it, and may form a junction 
and connect with any other road, in such manner as may best and 
most certainly secure the construction of their railway. 

SEa 14. This charter shall remain in force for' the period of 
ninety years, from the date of completing said railway ; provided, 
the conditions set forth are fully complied with. 

Sec. 15. Said company shall commence the construction of said 
road at Gsllveston or on bank of Trinity river, and shall build fifty 
miles thereof in twenty-four months from the organissation^of said 
company. They may also commence construction at such other 
points on said line as they may designate. 

Sec. 16. That subscriptions for stock may be paid in land; 
provided, that the owner of land who desires to pay for his stock 
^ith the same, shall pay the full amount of his subscription in 
lands at the tine of subscribing, at the rate the owner and company 
shall agree upon ; provided, that the title to such land shall not 
vest in the company until the section of twenty-five miles, li^hich is 
nearest said land on the line of the railway, shall have been com« 
pleted. 

Sec. 17. That this act take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

PORTATION OOMPANT. 

Section 1, Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That N. H. Ricker, Starr S. Jones^ H. Portman, J. W. 
Allen, Jas, H. Miller, Charles W. Perry, R. P. Sargent, U. H. 
Griffin, E. S. Graham, their associates, successors and assigns be 
and they are hereby constituted and created a body corporate and

politic, under the name and style of the Arrow Fast Freight and 
Transportation Company. Said company shall have succession and 
a common seal, with power to sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, to grant and receive in their corporate name, to make by- 
laws for their government, and generally to do and perform all such 
acts and things proper and necessary to be done by corporate 
bodies to carry into effect the objects and ends of said incorporation 
not inconsistent with the laws of the State of Texas or of the United . 
States. And the above named incorporators shall constitute the 
first board of directors, a majority of whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum to do business, and shall meet at such time and place as may 
be designated by a majority of the corporators above-named, and 
from their own number shall elect a president and vice president, 
and appoint such officers as they may deem necessary for their or- 
ganization, who shall hold their offices undl their successors are 
elected, as hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 2. The object of said company is declared to be, the fast 
freight and transportation business; to establish transportation 
routes ; ,to own or lease cars, wagons and other vehicles, steamers, 
steamboats and other vessels used for freight and transportation 
business ; to run its own or leased cars over all railroads, subject to 
existing laws and to the terms of previous agreement ; contract with 
any railroad company ; to make contracts to forwai-d by railroads, 
steamers and other modes of conveyance, by sea or land, all kinds, 
of goods, wares, merchandise, produce, live stock, etc., and to insure 
articles of all kinds forwarded by said company, subject to the stip- 
ulations and conditions of bill of lading of this line, and generally to 
transact all business direct and incidental to the fast freight and trans- 
portation business ; to purchase and hold such real estate as may be 
useful in the conducting of their business, make contracts, draw bills of 
exchange, etc., and establish and prescribe rates for transportation, bills 
of lading and receipts for freight in writing, or printed, containing such 
contracts and stipulations and conditions as they may deem useful 
and expedient, and the^ame shall in all respects be binding, accord- 
ing to the terms, printed or written, as therein set forth, and may 
sell such property, to satisfy said debt, -at public auction through 
any authorized agent, after giving ten days' notice of the time, 
terms and place of such sale in a newspaper published in the county 
wher,e such sale is to be made. 

Sec. 3. That the capital stock of. this company shall be one 
hundred thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each ; and this company may commence business as soon as ten 
thousand dollars of the capital stock shall have been subscribed, and 
ten per cent, of such subscription paid in. The board of directors 
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shall have &e power to make additional calls upon the stockholders 
for such a per oeatage as they may deem necessary, until the whole 
amount has been paid in ; and in case any stockholder fails to pay 
in the amount of such calls within the time stipulated, the board of 
directors shall have the power to sell the stock upon which the call 
or assessment has been made, to the highest bidder, and the surplus, 
if any there is, and above the amount called for, shall be returned 
to the person owning the stock at the time of sale. This company 
shall have the power to increase its capital stock to five hundrea 
thousand dollars whenever a majority of the stock shall deem it 
advisable. 

Sec. '4. The control and direction of the afiairs of said company 
shall be vested in a^board of not less than five directors, who shall 
elect from their number a president and vice president, when ten 
thousand dollars of the capital stock of said company shall have, been 
subscribed, as provided for in the preceding section; then the dirccr 
tors hereby constituted, shall call a meeting of the stockholders at 
such time and place as they shall appoint, and the stockholders shall 
proceed to elect a board of directors, who shall elect their president 
and vice president, as herein provided, and proceed to the election of 
such 6flScers and agents as the boar^l of directors may consider neces- 
sary to the management of the affairs of the company. • The direc- 
tors shall have power to fill any vacancies arising fix)m death, resig- 
nation, or any other cause, and shall, at the time and place'of such 
meeting, submit the by-laws of said company for the ratification of 
the stockholders; which by-laws shall provide all necessary rules 'for 
the holding of meetings, and all other things considered necessary, 
according tu the provisions of this charter, and the proper conduct 
of its business. 

Sec. 5. The principal office of said company shall be located in 
the city of Galveston ; but may be removed at any time to such 
place as the business, of the company may render expedient and 
necessary. 

Seo. 6. That this company shall have the right to sell at publiq 
auction, any unclaimed freight or freights, having been refused by 
the consignees, after having held the same for ninety days, and after 
giving notice in one newspaper published in the city of Galveston, 
at least ten days before the date of such sale, and to sell for account 
of whom it may concern, any perishable freight within twenty-four 
hours after its receipt, or sooner if necessary. 

Sec. 7. That no debts or liabilities contracted, or losses sustained 
by said company, shall be binding upon, or charged against indivi- 
dual stockholders for any amount, but such liabilities shall extend 
only to the stock, franchise and property of the company ; and no 
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tn€re informality in the organization shall have the effect 6f render-^ 
ing this charter null, or exposing a stockholder to any liaMiity beyond 
tiie extent of his stock. 

Sec. 8. That this act Bhall take effect from and afiber its passage^ 
ana continue in force for fifty years.

CHAPTER CXXIII. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT APPROVED AUGUST 13, 1870, INCORPO- * 
RATING THE TOWN OF -BRBMOND, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That the citizens of the town of Bremond, be and they are 
hereby (Jeclared to be a body politic and corporate, to be known by 
the name and style of the town of Bremond, and by that name may 
sue and be sued, plead and to be. impleaded in all the courts of thii 
State, may have and use a corporate seal, and may hold and dispose 
of property of all kind, real, personal and mixed, in said town. 

Sec. 2. That the limits of said corporation shall include all that 
is embraced within the following boundary lines : North boundary 
line shall be one mile north of the southwest corner of block eleven 
of the town of Bremond ; east boundary line one mile east of said 
block eleven ; south boundary line one mile south of said ' block 
eleven ; west boundary line one mile west of said block eleven, said 
boundary lines to be run north, south and east and west. 

Sec. 8. That the mayor of said town is hereby authorized to 
have said town laid off by the county surveyor, whose duty it shall 
be to make notes defining its limits, which shall be filed by the mayor 
in the county court of Robertson county ; that said mayor be, and 
he is hereby authorized to do any act, or perform any duty necessary 
to carry this act into effect not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
laws of this State. 

Sbo. 4. That an election shall be held in said town at the first 
general election after said town shall have been laid off as provided 
in section third of this act, for' a mayor, a constable, a treasurer^ 
and five aldermen, the first election to be ordered by the mayor or 
a majority of the aldermen acting at the time of said election ; at 
least ten days' notice shall be given of each election, and the persons 
elected shall continue in office, one year, until their successors are 
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duly qualified ; provided, that i^otkmg in this section ahall prevent 
the yaoaneies in said offices pricar to such election, beiiig filled in the 
same manner as may be provided by law, for other vacancies in town 
corporaticms. 

Sec. 5. That whenever a vaeanoy shall occmr in the office of 
mayor, there shall be one elected by a maiority of the aldermen, to 
fill such vacancy, and the person so elected shall hold his office until 
the next general election, or until his successor shall be duly quali-< 
fied ; provided, said person shall be commissioned by the Governor. 

Sec. 6. That no person shall be eligible to the office of mayor, 
alderman, treasurer^ or constable^ unless a registered voter and a 
citizen of said . town, and no person shall vote in any election in 
said town unless said person be a registered voter of Robertson 
county and a citizen of, or a property holder in said town, who 
shall have resided sixty days in said town, preceding such election. 

Sec. 7. That the mayor shall be president of the board of al- 
dermen ; that a majority of the members of said board shall consti-r 
tttte a quorum to transact business, and . that said board may enact 
such by^la^s for the government of said town, not inconsisilient with 
the Constitution and Taws of this State, as may be by them deemed 
proper and necessary, and may i^Bict fines for disobedience of thd 
saine ; provided, that no fine in any case shall exceed one hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 8. TIatthe board of aldermen shall have and exercise 
eontrol over the streets and public places of said town ; shall have 
power to levy an od vahrem tax on all fixed and movable jpropei^* 
ty, real and personal, within the corporate limits of said town; pro^ 
vided, that said tax shall not in any one year exeeed the present 
' State tax on said property ; aaid board of aldermen shall have pow^ 
to levy and collect a license tax on all occupations taxed by the laws 
of the State, said taxes ^all be assessed and collected by the con- 
stable, or in such other manner m the board of aldermen may diiect 
in accordance with the regulating the collection of taxes for Hie 
State of Texas. 

Sec. 9. That the board of aldermen shall have power to appoint 
such additional officers as may be necessary, with the regulations of 
the duties and compensation, and may require of them t>9nd and se- 
curity to the mayor in such penalty as may be deemed requisite to 
compel the efficient discharge of mxh duties as may be assigned 
them in said town of Bremond. 

Sbc. 10. That all offenses against the by-laws shall be prosecu- 
ted before the mayor; provided, that all persons shall have the 
right of trial by jury by depositing three dollars as jury fee, or 
Inake oath that they are unable to pay such fee ; and governed by 
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the laws organizing justices' courts ; aiid the constable or his deputy 
shall execute and return all writs issued by the mayor in the same 
manner as is provided by law, defining the duties of constable ; said 
constable shall give bond And security as required by law of other 
constables, said bond shall be recorded in the oflSce of the county 
clerk of Robertson county, shall have the same power and be enti- 
tled to the same fees and such additional compensation as the board 
of aldermen may allow. 

Sec. 11. That in case of the death, resignation or removal of 
any one of the aldermen, a majority of said board shall have power 
to fill such vacancy, under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the board, until tlie next general election ; provided, 
such person shall be commissioned by the Governor. Said aldermen 
shall be entitled to such compensation as may be allowed them by 
the board ; provided, in no case shall the same exceed two dollars 
per session for each day they may be required to sit as such alder- 
men. 

Sec. 12. That the mayor be and he is hereby invested with all 
the power and criminal jurisdiction of a justice of the peace within 
the corporate limits of said town. Said mayor «hall be entitled to 
Such fees as are. allowed justices of the peace for similar services, 
together with such other compensation as me be allowed by the 
board of aldermen. 

Sec. 18. That the treasurer shall keep safely all the money of 
said corporation, shall pay out the same upon the order of the board 
and shall do such other duties las may be assigned by the by-laws. 
He shall give bond, with security, payable to the mayor and his suc- 
cessors in office, in such sum as may be deemed proper, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties, to be approved by the 
board, said bond to be recorded in the office of the county clerk of 
Robertson county. Said treasurer shall be allowed such compensa* 
tion as are allowed county treasurers. 

Sec. 14. That there shall be elected by the board of aldermen 
a secretary, whose duty it shall be to keep correct minutes of the 
acts of said board in a well bound book or books, to ' be oj^n at all 
reasonable times for the examination of any citizen during the 
same, and a legal voter in said corporation. Said secretary shall 
recdve such compensation as may be allowed by the board. 

Sec. 15. That this act, as amended, take eSect and he in force 
from and after its passage.

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CHAPTER CXXIV. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TRINITY RIVER NAVIGATION COM- 
PANY. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Tex2s, That James D. Skinner, Thomas Peacock, J. C. Day, 
Chas. N. Eley, Joseph Richardson, TV. B. Williams and A, C. 
Green, their associates, saccessors and assigns, be and they are here^ 
by constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name and style 
of the Trinity River Navigation Company, and by thesame name 
and style thty, and their successors, shall be capable of suing and 
being sued, and maintaining any action to final judgment and exe^ 
cution ; and shall be in law capable of purchasing, holding and im- 
proving and conveying any estate, real, personal or mixed, for the 
use of said corporation, with the power to ordain, establish and put 
in execution such by-laws and regulations as shall be necessary for 
the government thereof. 

Sec. 2. That the object and business of the said corporation 
shall be the employment and running of a steamboat, or steamboats 
§nd barges, in the carrier and passenger trade betweea the city of 
Galveston and the town of Liberty, on the Trinity river, and to and 
from said city of Galveston, and to all, or such other points on said 
river as may be designated by said corporation, with full and com- 
plete power to perform any and every act, and make all contracts 
needful and proper for the successful prosecution of their business, 
and the execution of the powers herein granied. 

Seo. 8. That said company may erect and build on any land or 
lands ^by them acquired, such buildings, structures^ engines, ma- 
chinery and fixtures as may be deemed convenient and proper for 
carrying on and conducting the business of said corporation. 

Sec. 4. That within six months from and after the passage of 
this act, said corporation shall organize said company by the election, 
by the stgckholders^thereof, (each stockholdw being ^titled to one 
vote for each and every share of stock by him held jand owned,) of a 
board of directors to consist of seven members, stockholders of said 
corporation; and the said stockholders, at their first meeting, shall 
proceed to elect from among their number a president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer, which said oflScers shall hold their said offi- 
ces until the next annual election of said stockholders, at a time to 
be by them appointed at their principal office off business. And the 
said board of directors shall have power to fill all vacancies that 
may occur by death, resignation or othen^e; and in case of the 
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feilure to elect annually a new board, then the old board aire aa« 
thorized to hold their place, and transact the business of the said 
company until their successors are chosen. 

Sec. 5. That the board of directors shall be convened at an^ 
time at the call of the president, who shall preside over their 
meetings. 

Sec. 6. That the principal office of the said company shall be 
at the town of Liberty, in Liberty county. 

Sjbc. 7. That this act take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER CXXV. 

AN ACT AXLTHORIZINQ THE MAYOR AND BOARD OF ALDBRMBN OF 
THB CITY OF BRBNHAM TO DISPOSE OF THE ALLEYS OF SAID 
CITY, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State o/ 
Texas, That the mayor and board of aldermen of the city of 
Brenham be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to dis-* 
pose of any or all the alleys m said city, pow the property thereof, 
in manner as hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 2. That in ten days after the passage of an ordinance by 
the said board of aldermen, providing for the 'sale of said alleys, 
there may be elected four arbitrators, two by the mayor and two 
by the citizens, either at a public meeting convened for that purpose, 
or by common consent, which arbitrators shall choose an umpire, who, 
upon a tie, shall give the casting vote. The said arbitrators shall 
decide upon the value of each and every alley, or any part of aa 
alley, which, for reasons hereinafter provided, it may be foi^nd neces^ 
sary to sell in part, and shall, in writing, notify the mayor of their 
decision, who in turn shall, by publication for three consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper published in said city, announce the prices a^ 
which the same are to be sold. 

SEa 8. *That any person who, prior to the passage of this act^ 
has erected any buil<ung on, or has enclosed for business or domestio 
purposes any alley or part thereof, or through whose property or 
premises any alley or part thereof may run, shall have the right to 
purchase such alley or part thereof built on or mclosed by him ot 
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her, which traverses their property as aforesaid ; provided, that if, 
within twenty days after the mayor has publicly ofiered the same for 
sale as aforesaid^ the said party shall not have complied with the 
terms of sale as shall be prescribed by the ordinance provided for in 
section two of this act, then in that case any other party or parties 
whomsoever shall have the right to purchase and take possession of 
said alleys or parts thereof, upon complying with the said terms of 
sale. 

Sec. 4. That this act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

PANY OF TEXAS. 

Section 1. Bi^it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That R. D. Johnson, S. H. Gilman, A. Kory, S. K. 
Labatt, Selim Rinker, W. B. Sorley, Henry Peadleton, S. Heiden- 
beimer, J. K. Speirs and S. W. Sydnor, of thf county of Galveston 
and State of Texas, and their associates and successors be, and they 
are hereby, constituted a body corporate, and politic, under the name 
and style of the '^ Home Insurance and Trust Company of Texa^," 
and under said name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
defend and be defended, in all courts whatsoever in this State, and 
may have and use a common seal. 

Sec. 2. That the purposes and objects of this company are to 
make insurance on dwelling houses, stores and all kinds of buildings; 
upon household furniture, merchandise and other property, against 
loss or daipage by fire, and the risks of inland transportation and 
navigation-; to make insurance upon vessels, freights, goods, com- 
missions, bank notes, bills of exchange, and other evidences of debt, 
bottomry and respondentia interest, and to make all and every 
insurance appertaining to or connected with marine risks and risks 
of navigation and transportation ; to make insurance on %e lives of 
individuals, and every insurance appertaining thereto or connected 
therewith ; and to grant, purchase and dispose of annuities ; to 
make insurance upon the health of individuals, and against personal 
injury, disablement or death, resulting from traveling or general

accidents by land or water ; and for the more certain security, and 
more equitable benefits to be derived from such purposes and objects, 
said company purposes to establish agencies in any or every city, 
village or county in the State of Texas ; every agency with its own 
local board of trustees, who shall have power and authority to loau 
the surplus funds of their respective agencies, on approved security, 
of its own locality, so as to give the insured the fullest benefits of 
the use of the fund to which they contribute, and by combining the 
liability of the principal and all agencies to pay any and all losses, 
while the collective risks may be very large, the local ones must be 
comparatively so small that the entire destruction of any city or 
village in the State of Texas shall not aflfect the solvency of said 
company. 

Sec. 3. That the general oflSce of said company shall be estab- 
lished in the. county of Galveston ; and in all suits against said cor- 
poration, service may be made either upon the president, secretary, 
or treasurer. 

Sec. 4. That the capital stock of said company shall not exceed 
the sum of two million dollars; divided into shares of twenty-five 
dollars each, to be subscribed and paid in and the certificates there- 
for issued in such manner and upon such terms as the general board 
of directors shall elect. 

Sec. 5. That said corporation shall enjoy succession for fifty 
years, by its corporate name, and shall possess all powers incident to 
corporations authorized by law. The business of the corporation 
shall be vested in and managed by a general board of directors of 
not less than seven nor more than fifteen in number, of whom the 
preiident for the time being shall be one ; and the said general board 
of directors shall exercise all the powers of the corporators, and 
shall hold their sessions at the office of said corporation on the first 
Monday of every month. The president shall call special meetings 
of the board of directors by written notice to each one, stating the 
object of such meeting when requested to do so by written request 
of any two directors, stating the object of &uch meeting, and no 
other business but that so specified shall be legally transacted at 
such special meeting. , 

Sec. 6, That the board of general directors shall be elected from 
among such shareholdera as hold twenty shares of the capatal stock 
of said company, either in tJieir own names or in the names of their 
wives or i^ards, and no person not possessing said qualifications shall 
be elected to or serve as a general director of said company. The 
qualified electors for said general directors shall consist of all per- 
sons who hold ten shares of the capital stock of said company ; and 
for every ten shares held by any person, such peraon shall be en- 
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titled to vote one vote at the annual election for general directors. 
Als^, such persons as hold life . policies from said cooapany for the 
sum of five thousand dollars or more, shall be qualified thereby to 
cast one vote at the annual election for general directors, but no 
person net qualified as aforesaid shall be entitled to vote for general 
directors, hi all elections for general directors votes may be given 
by proxy, but no person shall vote on any shares of stack transferred 
within sixty days prior to the election. Members of the board of 
general directors shall in all cases be eligible for re election. 

Sec. 7. That there shall be an annual election for the board of 
general directors on the first Monday after the first day of January 
of each year, at the oflSce of the corporation, from the hours of ten 
A. M. to two P. M., by four of the .general directors, appointed by 
the board to preside at, and manage said election. Notice thereof 
shall be giveti by order of the president, in one or more daily papers, 
published in the county of Galveston, during three weeks prior 
thereto ; and the general directors, thus elected, shall hold office one 
year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. In cAse of 
failure to elect the board of general directors, en the aforesaid 
regular day, then the president shall order another election fourteen 
• days thereafter, due notice being given by advertisement in oae daily 
paper one week prior thereto, and in case of a second failure, the old 
board of general directors shall serve another full term of one year, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 8. That all elections of general directors shall be by bal- 
lot, and in all elections those persons receiving a plurality of votes 
of the qualified electors voting, shall be considered duly elected. 

•Sec. 9. That every vacancy in the board of general directors, 
caused by resignation, death, or otherwise, shall be filled by the 
board for the unexpired term of such vacancy. A quorum ot five 
general directors, besides the presiding officer, shall be requisite for 
the legal transaction of anv business of the corporation ; provided, 
that, if from any cause whatever, the number of general directors 
shall be reduced to less than five, then, in that case, three shall* con- 
stitute a legal quorum, to fill vacancies in their board only. Th!e 
president shall have a vote on all questions, and, in case of a tie, 
shall have a casting vote. 

Sec. 10. That the board of general directors shall at their first 
meeting elect a president, who shall be elected from among them- 
selves, and shall hold office for the time that he was elected a di- 
rector, and until his successor is elected. He shall preside at all 
meetings of the boardj and conduct the business of the company 
generally,* under their supervision. The board may also elect a vice 
president firom among themselves, who shall serve for the time be 
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If as elected a director. In case of the absence of the president and 
vice president from a meeting of the board, they shall elect a presi- 
dent pj'o tempore to preside at such meeting. The board of general 
directors shall also elect a secretary and treasurer, and such other 
officers as the business of the company may require. 

Sec. 11. That all of the general directors of said company shall 
be eligible to hold any office in the company, and any number of 
offices may be held by one person that the board may elect until the 
business of the company shall require one person for each office. 
All officers of said company whose term of office has not been here- 
inbefore defined shall hold office during good behavior and capacity 
to fill such office ; provided^ that a majority of the directors shall 
have power and authority at any time to remove any officer of the 
company for cause. 

Sec. 12. That the general board of directors shall have the 
general care and oversight of the business and interests of the com- 
pany, and may make by-laws for their own government and for the 
management and regulation of the business of the company, and for 
regulating all elections. They shall have power, subject to the pro- 
visions of this charter, to create departments and agencies of the 
company, and to enter into contracts with the same, and with the* 
individuals comprising them, to appoint and commission trustees, and 
to make rules and regulations for the management of the business of 
the departments and districts, and for directing the operations of 
boards of trustees and of trustees and agents. They shall also have 
the control and management of the home department. Said board 
shall have power to elect its own officers, who shall be the officers of 
the company, and to appoint general managers of the departments, 
and to fix the compensation of such officers and managers, and to 
enter into contracts for the company with agents and employts, and 
at any time to remove from office and position as trustees all officers 
and trustees who shall be guilty of conduct calculated to injure the 
company, and to elect others in their places. They shall also pro- 
vide for and direct the investment and reinvestment of the funds 
and safe keeping of the moneys and securities and other property 
of the company. Said board may also delegate such pgwers and 
authority and impose such duties in addition to those mentioned in 
this charter as they may deem advisable upon the officers of the com- 
pany ; and in general may do and perform all other acts and things 
needful and necessary to be done and performed by said general 
board of directors in carrying out the objects and purposes, and in 
advancing the interests of said company. 

Sec. 13. That when two thousand shares of the capital stock of 
the company are subscribed and paid up, said company is hereby 
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authorized to commence business by establishing an office in Gal- 
veston county and doing a general insurance business, as hereinbe- 
fore stated in section two ; and to make contracts, issue policies, and 
do all other acts necssary in carrying on such a business ; to charge 
and receive such premiums, commissions and compensations for the 
risks taken and the business done as the president and board of gen- 
eral directors may deem just; to loan money or bottomry and 
respondentia security at marine interest ; to deal in bullion, stocks 
and public securities ; to make loans on real estate, stocks and per- 
sonal property ; discount notes and acceptances ; buy and sell bills 
of exchange ; receive money on deposit, and to use its capital and 
funds in any other lawful manner. 

Sec. U, That said company shall have power to purchase real 
estate for its own purposes ; to lease, mortgage, sell and convey, or 
to create any other form of lien upon the property of said company, 
real, personal or mixed, by a vote of the board of general directors, 
as herein provided, by deed, lease, mortgage, or any other instru- 
ment of writing in due form of law, signal by the president and 
secretary and attested by its seal. 

Sec. 15. That said company is hereby authorized to establish 
agencies in any or in every county in this State, whenever one 
thousand shares of the capital stock of said company shall be sub- 
scribed for each or any one respective agency; said agency to be 
governed by its own local board of trustees, elected from among end 
by its stockholders, having the same qualifications as required for 
the board of -general directors, and for their electors as hereinbefore 
specified in section six. Each agency board of trustees shall have 
authority to loan its surplus capital and funds to residents of its 
own district, on mortgage of improved real estate, to amount of one- 
third of its value ; provided, that no. loan shall be made on home- 
stead property, nor on buildings not insured in some of the offices of 
this company ; and to make such by-laws for their own government 
and business, as shall not conflict with this charter, or with such 
rules and regulations as shall, from time to time, be adopted by the 
general board of directors^ 

Sec. M. That the entire property and assets of the principal, 
and all agencies, shall be alike, liable for all losses incurred by each 
in every district. All policies shall issue from, and all losses be ad- 
justed and paid, at the principal office in Galveston county, by ad- 
vice of and concurrence with the local board of trustees of the dis- 
trict in which the loss occurs. On the first day of every month 
every board of trustees shall, through their proper ofBcers, make a 
return to the secretary of the principal office in Galveston county, of 
the exact condition oi their agency at that date, with a remittance 
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of forty per centum of their gross receipts for the month previous ; 
and should said forty per centum be, at any time, insufficient to 
meet losses and expenses, each agency shall pay such additional 
assessments as may be required by the board of general directors. 

Sec. 17. That all assets, including the money, notes, bonds, 
mortgages, deeds of trust, and other securities of the company, shall 
be under the control of the general board of directors, and in cus- 
tody of the treasurer, or of such other person or persons as the gen- 
eral board of directors may appoint. 

Sec. 18. That semi-annually, on the first days of January and 
July of every year, the general board of directors shall make a 
statement of the exact condition of the company, inclusive of all 
agencies, which statement shall be sworn to by the president and 
Secretary, and published not less than three times in two daily pa- 
pers in Galveston, and in every locality where there is an agency, 
or in the nearest paper to each agency ; and. should such statement 
show a sufficient net surplus from the business of the previous six 
months, after-placing such a sum to the reserve fund as the existing 
liabilities may demand, the board of general directors shall declare 
a dividend of all of such surplus as has been derived from fire and 
marine, 'and one-half of that derived from life risks, on the entire 
stock certrficates issued ; and the remaining one-half derived from 
life risks shall be divided equally on the life premiums paid up to 
the six months previous ; provided, that no dividend shall be paid* 
to the stockholders exceeding twenty per centum per annum. 

Sec. 19. That all losses on fire and marine risks shall be paid 
out of premiums received for those risks, or out of the capital paid 
up ; and that all lesses on life risks shall be paid out of premiums 
received for such, or out of the capital paid up. 

Sec. 20. That the corporators herembefore named in section 1, 
are hereby constituted the first board of general directors, to hold 
office until the annual election, as hereinbefore provided, on the first 
Monday after the first day of January, 1873. 

Sec. 21. That £S soon as practicable after the passage of this 
act the corporators hereinbefore named shall meet^at some place in 
Galveston couYity, and organize said " Home Insurance and Trust 
Company of Texas/^ by the election. of a president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer ; that the officers designated by the board 
shall then be empowered to open books for subscription to the capital 
stock of said company ; that all certificates issued for the same shall 
be signed by the president and secretary, and attested by the seal of 
tUe company; and that when two thousand shares shall haVe been so 
subscribed and the amount paid up, said company may commence busi- 
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nesa as Bereiiibefore provided by section 13, and under the general 
provisions of this charter. 

_Sec, 22. That this act shall be in force from and after its pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER CXXVII. 

AN ACT TO INCOEPOEATE THE ODD FELLOWS' HALL ASSOCIATION 
OF BETAN, TEXAS. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That William Mcintosh, J. W. Boyles, R. A. Blanford, 
Thomas McCarty, T. T. Smothers, H. S. Newland, H. T. Don- 
nard, T. S. Snow, A. M. Dechman and John J. Kimbrough, and 
their associates and successors in ofiSce, be and thej are hereby cre- 
ated and established a body corporate and politic under the name 
and style of the Odd Fellows' Hall Association, with capacity in 
said corporate name to make contracts ; to hold, buy and sell pro- 
^perty, both real and personal ; to contract and execute leases ; to 
take grants and gifts ; to execute deeds, mortgages and deeds of 
trust ; to have succession and a common seal ; to make by-laws for 
the government and regulation of its affairs ; to sue and be sued, 
to plead and be impleacled ; to declare dividends and make divisions 
of property ; to loan its moneys to any person or persons in such 
way as it may think proper, and to do and perform all things as it may 
think necessary and proper for and incident to the fulfillment of its obli- 
gations and maintenance of its rights under this act, and consistent 
with the laws of this State ; provided, that nothing in this act shall 
be so construed as to authorize this corporation to use its money or 
other effects in any manner which- it may not be lawful for any citi- 
zen of the State to do. 

Sec. 2. That the oflScers and managers of this association shall 
consist of seven directors to be elected by the shareholders, four of 
whom shall be resident members of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows of Bryan, Texas, and in good standing as such, and all of 
whom shall be elected by the said shareholders on a voting basis to 
be determined by the by-laws — one president, one vice president, 
one secretary and one treasurer, to be elected by the directors frcftn 
among the said shareholders as provided by the by-laws of said as- 
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sdciation. Such officers shall receive such compensation for their 
services as the bj-laws may provide, and their term of office shall 
be for one year, subject to removal in such manner as the by-laws 
may prescribe. 

Seo. 8. That the minimum capital stock shall be five thousand 
dollars, with the privilege of increasing the same to two hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Seo. 4. That this association shall not own or possess at any one 
time real property in the State of Texas exceeding one million of 
dollars in value. 

Sec. 5. That the capital stock of five thousand dollars shall be 
divided into five hundred shares of ten dollars each, payable iu 
monthly instalments of one dollar per share per month ; and no 
shareholder shall be required to make payment of instalment of his 
stock other than as herein required. 

Sec. 6. That should any shareholder of the corporation fail, re- 
fuse or neghzt to pay or cause to be paid his regular monthly in- 
stalments, nis stock shall be forfeited to the association ; provided, 
that by and with the consent of the directory, for good cause shown^ 
such delinquent shall be allowed sixty days to redeem such stock 
thus forfeited, he or she paying interest thereon at the rate of one 
per centum per month on the amount so due. 

Sec. 7. That in case any share or shares of stock should be- 
come forfeited, in accordance with the foregoing provisions^ the board 
of directors shall dispose o£ the same in such manner as the by-laws * 
may direct. 

Sec. 8. That whenever five hundred shares shall have been subr 
scribed, and one months^ instalment paid in^ tbo association shall be 
deemed organized, and competent to transact business under this 
charter, and be entitled to all the grants anc^ privileges hereunder. 

Sec. 9. That service of any and all legal proceedings in any 
suit or proceeding against said corporation, shall be sufficient, if 
made upon the president or secretary of the board of directors, or if 
both shall be without the limits of this State, then such service shall 
be had by publication, as by law provided in such case. 

Sec. 10. That this charter or act shall remain in full force and 
eSdGt &om and after the date of its passage, and for and during the 
period of ninety-nine years.

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CHAPTER CXXVIII. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF COMANCHE, IN COMANCHE 
COUNTY, TEXAS. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas^ That 'the citizens of the town of Comanche, Comanche 
county, be and they are hereby declared a body corporate and 
politic, under the name and style of the corporation of the town of 
Comanche, and by said corporate name shall have power of suing 
and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, and of holding and 
disposing of personal and real estate . within the limits of said cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 2. That the lines of said corporation shall run as follows, 
yiz.: Beginning at a point on Indian creek, at the spring on the ' 
Ben Clark survey, near the residence of F. M. Brown ; thence 
north to the northeast cqrner of the town donation tract ; thence 
west to the east boundary line in the name of James D. Wnght ; 
thence south to Indian creek ; thence east with the meanderings of 
said Indian creek to the beginning. 

Sec. 8. That it shall be the duty of the citizens, qualified voters 
under 'the Constitution and laws of this State, who reside in the 
'foregoing territory, to elect* a mayor, four-aldermen, a town marshal, 
and a recorder, and that said election shall be Jbeld within sixty days 
from and after the passage of this act, ten days' notice of election 
being given; that the presiding justice shall direct said election, 
appointing suitable citizens to act as judges, and shall give the notice 
required in this act ; that annually, from the date of said election, 
the mayor shall give ten days' notice and order election of suc- 
cessors in office. In case of vacancy by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, the mayor and aldermen shall elect to fill such vacancy. 

Sec 4. That the recorder shall act as assessor and collector of 
corporation taxes in said corporation, and shall give such bond as 
may be required by the mayor and aldermen. The mayor and 
board of aldermen shall appoint one of their body to act as 
treasurer, who shall give such bond and be governed by such 
ordinances as may be enacted by said body; and shall pay out 
the funds of said corporation on the order of the mayor, approved by 
a majority of the aldermen. 

Sec. 5. That all qualified voters, under the Constitution and 
laws of the State, shall be allowed to vote in tRe election of officers 
for said corporation, and that no one shall be eligible to .the office of 
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mayor, aldermen, marshal or recorder unless he is a citizen of the 
corporation, and entitled to vote under the Constitution and laws of 
this State. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be duty of the mayor and aldermen to pass 
ordinances, not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of this 
State, for the regulation of the police, and the preservation of order 
and law within the corporate limits of said town ; for removing 
nuisances ; keeping the streets in order, and for the protection of 
the lives, health, peace, and property of the citizens in said corpora- 
tion, and to prescribe penalties for the violation of said ordinances. 

Sec. 7. That by a two -thirds vote of said corporate authorities, 
they shall have the right to levy and collect a corporation tax, which 
shall not exceed one-half of the State tax, according to valuation of 
property, and when a meeting of said corporate authorities is called 
for this purpose, it shall be so stated in the notice. Said corporate 
authorities shall have the right. to establish schools in the corpora- 
tion, and for this purpose may levy and collect a tax not to exceed 
one-half of the State tax on all circuses, shows, exhibitions of 
legerdemain, or other public exhibitions occurring in said corpora- 
tion, where the parties charge for admittance into the same — save 
and except such as may be for charitable purposes. If deemed neces- 
sary, the corporate authorities may appropriate, by a two-thirds 
vote, the funds arising under the latter clause of this section for 
city purposes. 

Sec. 8. That said corporation is empowered to pass all needful 
rules and regulations ; provided^ they are not inconsistent with the 
Constitution and laws of this State; and in cases of riots or dibturb- 
ances of the peace shall have the right to summon and call out such 
posse as may be necessary to preserve order. The mayor t)f said 
corporation shall have sach jurisdiction and exercise such powers in 
criminal matters as may be provided by law. 

Sec. 9. That the mayor, aldermen, recorder and marshal shall 
receive such fees of office as may be provided by the city council. 

^EC. 10. That this act take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER CXXIX. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NORTHWESTERN TEXAS LAND COM- 
PANY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That J. A. McNeil, Jafoes D. Martin, W. G-. Brockett and 
A. H. H. Toler. of the county of Erath, and their associates and 
successors, be and the same are hereby constituted a body politic 
and corporate, under the name and style of the Northwestern Texas 
Land Company, and by that name shrill 'have succession, and may 
sue and be sued ; plead and be impleaded ; have and use a corporate 
seal, and hold property real, personal and mixed ; may contract and 
be contracted with ; and make all rules and by-laws that may be 
deemed necessary for the government of said company ; and have 
and exercise all the rights and powers generally incident to such 
Corporations in the State of Texas. 

Sec. 2. That the said company shall have the right to buy and 
sell land ; to locate land certificates, and to perfect titles ; to pay 
taxes for non-residents ; and to enable them the better to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act, the said corporation shall have the 
right to receive money on deposit ; to buy and sell, draw or nego- 
tiate bills of exchange or other securities.' 

Sec. 3. That the president and directors of said corporation 
shall have full power to pass such by-laws as may be deemed neces- 
sary to carry this act into effect ; to delegate authority to such 
officer or agent as they may think proper, and to execute or author- 
ize the execution of all such bargains and contracts as to them may 
?eem for the best interest of the corporation. And it- is provided 
that a majority of the board of directors shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

Sec 4. That this charter shall continue for thirty years, and 
•this corporation shall be responsible to the extent of its propertv 
both real and personal, and the company shall be subject to such 
rules and rates of taxation as are by law imposed upon individuals 
engaged in like pursuits. 

Sec. 5. That the capital stock of the company shall not exceed 
one hundred thousand dollars. 

Sec. 6. That this act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. ^ 

Approved December 1, 1871. 
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CHAPTER CXXX. 

AK ACT TO INCORPORATE THE BRYAN MANUFACTURING COMPANY 

OF TEXAS. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas,' That Geo. D. Haswell, S. D. Conger, Frank Clarke, and 
their associates and successors, be, and they are hereby created a 
body corporate and politic, under the name and style of the Bryan 
Manufacturing Company, and in their oorporate name and capacity 
to own, build, purchase and erect buildings and machinery of all 
kinds, necessary for manufacturing purposes, incident to their legit- 
imate business, as a cotton seed and palma christi oil manufacturing 
company, and to own, receive and purchase any real or personal es- 
tate necessary for the erection of buildings etc., for the manufacture 
of cotton seed and palma christi oil, oil cake, or other uses for which 
cotton and palma christi seeds may be used ; to make contracts ; to 
have succession and a common seal ; establish by-laws for their gov- 
ernment, and in their corporate name to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded ; to grant and receive, and to do all and any such 
acts and things as may be necessary and proper for the performance 
of the objects of the corporation, and the maintenance ot their rights 
under this act, and as may not be inconsistent with this act, and the 
Constitution and laws of the United States and of this State. 

Sec 2. That the capital stock of said company shall not exceed 
one hundred thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of one 
thousand dollars each, which said shares shall be deemed personal 
property, and the holders thereof to constitute the said company. 
Said stock shall be transferable in such manner as may be provided 
by the by-laws of said company. 

Sec. 3. That the business of said company shall be vested in a 
board of directors, to be elected by the stockholders annually, of 
not less than three, nor more than seven, one of whom shall be, by . 
said board of directors or managers, elected president. Until fur- 
ther organized, Geo. D. Haswell shall be the first president, and 
shall call a meeting of the stockholders at such time and place as he 
may deem proper, for the further organization of the company. 

Sec. 4. That the board of directors may elect such other offi- 
cers as they may deem necessary, and give them such powers and 
duties as they may deem necessary ; provided, that no person shall 
be a director unless he be a stockholder in said company ; aiid pro* 
videdj further, that the powers and duties of such officers shall not

be inconsisteDt with this act. A majority of the board of directors 
shall constitute a quorum to do business. . 

Sec. 5. That said corporation shall be entitled to any bonus, 
loan, or exemption from taxation or other benefit granted to any in- 
dividual or corporation for similar purposes by any general law of 
the State of Texas now in force, or that may be hereafter enacted. 

Sec. 6. That this act take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER CXXXI. 

AN ACT TO AtJTHORIZB DAVID COLLEY, HIS ASSOCIATES AND SUC- 
CESSORS TO CONSTRUCT, OWN AND KEEP A TOLL BRIDGE ON 
WHITE OAK BAYOU, IN TITUS COUNTY. 

SECTfON 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That David CoUey, and such persons as he may associate 
with him, and their successors, be and they are hereby authorized 
and empowered to construct, own and keep a toll bridge over and 
across the stream known as White Oak bayou, in the county of Titus, 
at the crossing known as Dabb's bridge crossing, on said stream, 
on the road leading from P«ris, Lamar county, to Mount Pleasant,, 
in Titus county. 

Sec 2. I'hat said Colley, his associates and successors, shall be 
required, in order to be entitled to the privileges herein granted, to 
have a good, substantial and safe bridge above high water mark, 
completed and in condition for crossing wagons, stock and persons, 
within the space of six months from the passage of this act, and in 
addition thereto, shall be required to keep the main road through the 
bottom, adjacent to said stream, in such condition as will allow the 
passage of wagons when the same is not overflowed. 

Sec 3. That when said bridge is cojmplete, said Colley, his as- 
sociates and successors, shall be authorized to demand, receive and 
collect the following tolls, viz. : For every wagon drawn by four or 
six horses or more, or oxen, or more, sixty cents ; for every wagon 
or other vehicle drawn by two horses or oxen, forty cents ; for every 
wagon or other vehicle drawn by one horse or ox, twenty-five cents ; 
for every man and horse, ten cents ; for horses or cattle, per head, 
five cents ; for hogs or sheep, per head, three cents. 
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Sec. 4. That this act shall take effect from aud after its passage 
and continue in force for twenty-five years.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That James Speed, J. S. Magee, S. W. Hunter, J. J. Mc- 
Gehee, Geo. Sayers Wicks, Joseph H. Richards, L. M. Lacy and 
W. J. Locke, and their associates, successors and assigns, be, and 
are hereby, created a body politic and corporate, under the name and 
style of the '• Pecos Irrigating, Manufacturing and Live Stock Com- 
pany,'' with succession for ninety-nine years, and a common seal, 
having capacity to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, to make 
contracts, buy, hold, sell and convey real, personal and mixed pro- 
perty ; to make and enforce by-laws, rules and regulations for its 
government, and generally to do and perform all such acts not incon- 
sistent with the Constitution an 1 laws of the State of Texas, and of 
the United States, as may be necessary to carry out the objects of 
this charter. 

Sec. 2. That said company shall have the right to make canals, 
ditches, aqueducts, dams, and all other improvements necessary to 
the irrigation of the vg-Uey of the river Pecos, between the thirty- 
first and thirty-second parallels, of north latitude, and the tribu- 
taries of said river, within said boundary, with full power to con- 
struct, own and maintain reservoirs and tanks, for the purposes of 
propelling machinery for miUs, cotton and woolen factories, and 
other manufacturing establishments, for the subsistence of stock, ai^ 
for farming purposes. 

Sec. 3. That the capital stock of said company shall be three 
hundred thousand dollars,, with power to increase the same to three 
millions, and shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, each share entitled to one vote, in person or by written proxy. 

Sec. 4. That the officers of said company shall consist of not 
less than five nor more than eleven directors^ one of whom shall be 
elected president of the company, and a secretary and treasurer, 
who shall be elected by the board of directors j and the treasurer 
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shall give bond to the board of directors, in such sum as they may 
designate, for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Sec. 5. That the persons named as incorporators in the first sec- 
tion of this act, or any five of them, are hereby authorized to tem- 
porarily organize the company, and may open books for subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock, at such times and places as they may see 
fit, and when the capital stock shall have been taken, and the per 
centage, determined on by the board of directors, has been paid in, 
they shall call a meeting of the stockholders ; provided^ that the 
permanent organization of said company shall be completed on or 
before the first day of January, A. D. 187S; and j)rovided further^ 
that said company shall commence work, in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, within one year from the date of the perma- 
nent organisation thereof, and, in case of failure so to do, this act 
shall become void, and of no eflect. 

Sec. 6. That said company is authorized to introduce emigrants, 
heads of families, and single men, to be settled upon any lands 
owned or leased by said company, and any contracts for said emi- 
gration, should &ny question arise, either on the part of said com- 
pany, or the. emigrants, shall be adjudicated and enforced as other 
contracts, by the proper tribunals of this State. 

Sec, 7. That hv the purpose of constructing said canals, 
ditches, aqueducts, dams, reservoirs, tanks, mills and factories, said 
company shall have the right to make preliminary surveys to deter- 
mine the location of the same, over any lands whatsoever, and shall 
have the right of way over any lands whatever, to a width of two 
hundred feet, for canals, ditches and aqueducts, and such other land 
as may be necessary for the other purposes of this charter, said right 
of way, and the possession of all lands for the purposes herein men- 
tioned, to be obtained according to the laws of the State, regulating 
the right of way and possession of lands, in cases of railroads and 
other works of internal improvements. 

Sec. 8. That the principal ofiice of said company shall be lo- 
cated at San Antonio. 

Sec. 9. That this act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

AN AOT TO INCORPORATE THE YOUNG MBN'S IRISH BENEVOLENT 



Section I. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That George Fox, Leslie Tbompsop, junior, James J. 
Murphy, J. M. Harrison, Christopher Fox, junior, John Pemy, 
Michael Hargrave, P. D. Hiokey, Patrick Dougherty, Michael 
Nolan, James E. Gallagher, Patrick Welsh, Bernard Curry, John 
By waters, John Thornton and James Coyle, together with such per- 
sons as they may elect as their associates and their successors, be 
and they are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the 
name aad style of the Young Men's Irish Benevolent and Literary 
Association of Galveston, Texas, and by that name they may sue 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, prosecute and defend in any of 
the courts of the State ; may contract and be contracted with ; may 
have a common seal, and the same may make, break or alter at 
pleasure; may acquire, have and hold property and estate, real, 
personal or mixed, by gift, devise, purchase or bequest (not to ex- 
ceed in value at any one time one hundred thousand dollars), and 
the same to buy, sell, exchange, mortgage, transfer, pledge, or other- 
wise encumber or alienate, as said association may deem expedient ; 
and in general to manage and control in such manner as said asso- 
ciation may think proper. 

Sec. 2. That said association shall make a constitution and by- 
laws for its government, and shall have power to alter or amend the 
same at pleasure ; and to pass such laws, by-laws and regulations as 
may be necessary to carry out and eJFectuate the intentions and pur- 
poses of said association ; and shall in general have and exercise 
all such rights, privileges and immunities as are by law and custom 
incident to and necessary for corporations of a similar character. 

Sec. 3. That this association, by the name and style aforesaid, 
is created for the mutual improvement of the members thereof ia 
virtue, good morals, literature^ sciences, arts and general knowledge, 
for benevolent and charitable purposes, that proper aid and relief 
may be extended to the sick, destitute and disabled members thereof, 
their widows and orphans, and the better and more efficiently to aid, 
succor and relieve those Irish immigrants who seek to make their 
homes in Texas, and who stand in need of such aid, succor and 
relief. 

Sec. 4. That the officers of said association shall consist of one 
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president, two vice presidents, one recording secretary, one corres- 
ponding secretary and one treasurer, who shall hold their offices for 
one year from their election, or until their successors shall be duly 
elected and qualified. The qualifications, duties, mode and manner 
of election of said officers shall be prescribed by the constitutiofl 
and by-laws of said association. 

Sec. 5. That within thirty days after the approval of this act 
by the Governor, the above named incorporators shall meet, and 
proceed by ballot to elect officers, whose terms of office shall begin 
the day of their election, and shall expire on the seventeenth day of 
'March, 1873. That the next election of officers after the first 
election prescribed above, shall take place on the seventeenthf day of 
March, A D. 1878, and annually thereafter on every seventeenth- 
day of March. That whenever a vacancy shall occur in any of the 
above specified offices, by death, resignation or removal, the vacancy 
shall be filled by special election, at such times as the said associa^ 
tion may determine.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
TeTos, That section two of the above entitled act shall be so amen-* 
ded as to read as follows : " Sec. 2. That said company be and ii 
hereby invested with the right of locating, constructing, owning and 
maintaining a railway and telegraph line, commencing at some con- 
venient point on Sabine Pass, in the county of Jeffbrson, and thence 
running along the line of the road graded by John Stamps, Charles 
H. Alexander and Samuel H. Witmer, or which may be graded up 
to the time of the organization of said corporation or body politic, 
under the subsequent provisions of this a3t, thence in a northerly 
direction east of the Trinity river by such line and such course as 
the company may determine, to some suitable point in the county of 
Grayson, the said line to run through the counties of JeflFerson, 
Hardin, Tyler, Angelina, Nacogdoches, Rusk and Smith, and 
through or within one-half mile of the towns of Woodville, Nacog- 
doches, Henderson and Tyler, by such course and line as the com- 
pany may deem most advisable for the interest of the company and 
speedy completion of the line of railroad.'' 

Sec. 2. That section six of said act be so amended as to read 
as follows : •' Sec. 6. That the aflFairs and business of said company 
shall be conducted and managed by a board of directors, not less 
than five nor more than nine in number, who shall be elected at the 
general meeting of the stockholders, to be held annually. They 
shall hold their offices for the period of twelve months, and until 
their successors are elected. The time for the first election shall b^

AN ACT TO INCOEPORATB THE MARION COUNTY BAYOU NAVIGA- 
TION COMPANY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That J. W. Johnson, W. G. Robinson, J. K. Lawrence, J* 
A. McMillan, M. Marsh and C. M. Campbell, together with such 
Other persons, corporations and companies as may be associated with 
them, and their successors and assigns, be and they are hereby 
ereated a body politic and corporate, under the name and style of 
the Marion County Bayou Navigation Company, with fall capacity 
under said corporate name to make contracts, to sue and be sued, to 
plead and be impleaded, to have succession, to iiave and use a com- 
mon seal, to make and alter by-laws, to hold real estate and personal 
property, to take grants and gifts, and generally to do and perform 
iJl things necessary and proper to be done to carry into effect the ob** 
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jects of this incorporation, and the rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties accruing under this act, not inconsistent with the laws of this 
State or of the United States. 

Sec. 2. That the capital stock of said company shall consist of 
one thousand shares of one hundred dollar^ each, and each share 
shall entitle the owner thereof to one vote, either by himself or by 
written proxy, at any general meeting of the stockholders. Said 
shares shall be deemed as personal property, and may be transferred^ 
under such rules as may be prescribed by the directors ; provided^ 
that all such transfers shall be recorded by the secretary in a book 
to be kept for th^t purpose. 

Sec. 3. That the government and direction of the affairs, of 
said company shall be vested in a board of five directors, and 
they shall elect one of their number president, who shall hold 
his office for the term of one year from the date of his election, or 
until a successor is duly elected. The first named corporators in 
this act shall constitute the first board of directors, who shall hold 
office for one year, until their successors are duly elected by the 
stockholders, at a regular meeting held for that purpose; and 
the first general meeting shall be holden at the city of Jef- 
ferson, in Marion county, Texas, in one year from and after 
the passage of this act. The directors shall have power to appoint 
a secretary and a treasurer, and said treasurer shall give such bond 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office as may be 
prescribed by the board of directors. The board of directors may 
appoint such other officers and agents as may be necessary and com- 
mon to private corporations. • All contracts made by said company 
shall be signed by the president and countersigned by the secretary, 
and bear the impression of the seal of the company. No per- 
son shall be eligible as a director who does not own at least' ten 
shares of the capital stock of said company; and at any general 
election by the stockholders, no person shall be declared elected a 
director unless he shall have received a majority of all the votes 
cast.

^nd other necessary machinery. The said company shall keep their 
principal office at the city of Jefferson, in Marian county, Texas. 

Sec. .5. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of 
lexas, upon notification by the president of said company that 
said bayou has been sufficiently cleared of obstructions so as to 
b^ safely navigable to ordinary steamboats, to appoint a com* j 

petent engineer to examine said bayou of obstructions to navi- 
gation be done in accordance with the .provisi(ps of tfiis act, ■ 
the said engineer shall certify the facts to the Governor, and I 
the Governor shall thereupon issue his certificates to said company, [; 
authorizing the said company to assess and collect the following rated I 
of toll on all freights transported on said stream, to-wit : ten pear ^ 
cent, on each freight bill of all freights passing from above Jefferson 
through said stream to Jefferson, and a like per cent, on freight bills 
from Jefferson up said stream. 

Sec. 6. That said company binds itself to ceep said bayou suf- 
ficiently clear of obstructions to safe navigation for the space of 
thirty-five years, from and after the passage of this act, in consider- 
ation of the collection of the above mentioned tolls; and said 
company shall have the right to cut down and remove all trees or 
timber, which by falling into said stream, may hinder the safe navi- 
gation thereof. 

Sec. 7. That this charter, and all the rights and privileges 
herein granted, shall continue and remain in full force for the period 
of thirty-five years, from and after it3 passage and approval ; pro- 
vided, however, that the same is not forfeited by the proper legal 
action had in the district court, for non-compliance, on the part of 
said company, with the requirements of thia act, 

Sec. 8. That the said company, in order that they may be fully 
enabled to effect and complete the proposed improvement for the 
navigation of said bayou, be, and they are hereby authorized, to 
is3ue their bonds in an amount not to exceed one hundred thousand 
dollars, and place them upon the market ; provided, that said beads 
shall be redeemable not more than five years fi'om the date of their 
issuance, and shall be a first mortgage lien upon the rights, fran- 
chises and property of said company. Said bonds shall be signed 
by the president, and countersigned and registered by the secretary 
of the company, and shall bear the impression of the seal of the 
company. 

Sec. 9. This act to take effect and be in fi)rce from and after 
its passage.

Bailey, and their associates, be a body corporate and politic, under 
the name and style of the Houston Cooperage and Manufacturing 
Company, with authority, in said corporate name and capacity, to 
contract ; to sue and be sued ; to plead and be impleaded ; to acquire 
real and personal property, by gift or purchase, and to sell, grant, 
mortgage or alienate the same, an4 to make by-laws' for their own 
government ; which by-laws may be altered or amended, from time 
to time, as may be deemed expedient, and for the promotion and 
carrying out the objects contemplated in this charter. 

Sec. 2. Bait J uither enacted, That the foresaid company, in 
their corporate name, shall be auth^ized to manufacture hogsheads, 
barrels, kegs, tubs, buckets, and various articles made of wood or 
iron, the may desire to manufacture. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That said company shall have 
the right to own such housea, lands, machinery, and all other articles 
and property cf whatsoever kind, necessary for or incidental to the. 
working of their manufactory. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the capital stock of said 
company shall be fifty thousand dollars, exclusive of its franchises 
and rights to property, divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each ; each share to entitle the owner thereof to one vote, either in 
person or proxy, in all meetings of the company. Said shares' of 
capital stock shall be deemed personal property, and shall be trans- 
ferable under such rules and regulations as may be provided for in 
the by-laws of the company.

Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Tesas, That James Rodgers be, and he is hereby, authorized to 
sell, barter and trade in goods, confectioneries and groceries, (spir- 
ituous liquors not included,) in person, and not otherwise, anywhere 
in the State of Texas, free of any State, county or city occupation 
tax.

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CHAPTER CXXXIX. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE SOUTHWESTERN EXPRESS AND TRANS- 
PORTATION COMPANY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That A. J. Burke, E. H. Cashing, T. F. White, T. W. 
Elson, L M. Orsborne, L. H. Denson and W. J. Saunders, of 
TexaSy and G. A. Hayward, of St. Louis, Mo., and their asso- 
ciates, successors and assigns, be and they are hereby declared to be 
a body corporate and politic, under the name of the Southwestern 
Express and Transportation Company. 

Sec 2. The legal domicile of the corporation shall be in such 

5 lace in the State of Texas as the directors of the company shall 
esignate at their first meeting after the organization. 
Sec 3. The object of sa'd company is declared to be express 
and transportation businesis ; to establish express and transportation 
routes; to own steam and other vessels; also, cars, wagons- and other 
vehicles used for express and' transportation business ; to run its own 
cars over all railroads, subject to existing laws and to the terms of 
contract with any railroad company ; to make contracts to forward 
by railroad, steamboats and other rapid routes of conveyance, by 
sea or land, bank notes, coin, valuables of every description, au 
kinds of merchandise, and all kinds of personal and movable prop- 
erty; to draw bills of exchange; to make collections of money, 
drafts, notes, and all other species of debts, claims and demands, and 
to insure all articles of all kinds sent by their express or transpor- 
tation ; and generally to transact all business, direct and incidental, 
connected with the transpc^tation business. 

' Sec. 4. That the corporation shall have and use a common 
seal. 

Seo. 5. That this corporation shall have all the privileges and 
immunities of bodies corporate under the laws of the State of Texas, 
and shall have power to sue and be sued; to acquire by grant, dona- 
tion or purchase, a9d to use, occupy and sell, bargain, lease and 
convey all kinds of property, real and personal, necessary and con- 
venient to operate, use or maintain its business ; to make by-laws for 
the government of the corporation and its officers and affairs, not 
contrary to the laws of the State of Texas, or of the United States, 
or of this act. The president shall be the proper officer upon whom 
may be served citations, notices and other legal process against the 
company. 
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Seo. 6. That this charter shall continue in force for twenty-fire 
years, unless sooner dissolved in a manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 7. That all the corporate powers of this corporation shall 
he vested in and exercised by a board of directors, and such oflSoers 
as they create. The board of directors shall consist of not less than * 
five or more than nine members of said company, to be elected by 
ballot, on the third Monday in.

That this company may commence business as soon ad 
forty thousand dollars shall have been subscribed to its capital stock. 
The capital stock shall be one hundred thousand dollars, divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each, five per cent, of which shall be 
paid at the time of subscribing, and other instalments as they may 
be called by the board of directors. The company shall have power 
to increase its capital stock to any sum not exceeding five hundred 
thousand dollars, said increase in any amount not to be made unless

refuse or neglect to pay the instalments within thirty days after the 
specified time of payment, the board of directors shall have the 
right of causing any share upon which any instalment may be due 
to be sold at public auction, after ten days' notice thereof through 
any daily newspaper published in the city of Houston. 

Sbo. 10. That this company shall have the right to sell at pub- 
lic auction any unclaimed freight or freights, or having been refused 
by the consignees, after having held same for four months, and 
having given notice in at least one daily newspaper published in 
Houston, at least twenty days before date of such sale, and te sell 
for account of whom it may concern, any unclaimed perishable 
freight within twenty-four hours after its receipt. 

Sbc. n. All transfers of stock or issuance thereof shall be 
under such regulations as the board of directors may prescribe ; 
minutes of the action of the board of directors shall be kept by the 
secretary and verified by the president. The president and secre- 
tary shall sign all certificates, bonds, drafts, notes and checks.

N. Coss, and such other persons as they may associate with them, 
and their successors, be and are hereby created a body corporate and 
politic under the name and style of the Houston Dollar Savings 
Bank, with authority in said corporate name and capacity to sue and 
be sued, to plead and be impleaded, to have succession and a common 
seal. They may have the right to purchase, hold, pledge and re- 
ceive in pledge, to transfer and convey property of all descriptions ; 
to make loans and borrow money to the extent of the capital au-

Sec 5. Be it further enacted^ That the said George H.

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Upshur county, or suoceiasors in ofiBce, for all damages that may 
accrue from neglect of duty.

CHAPTER CLV. 

AN ACT TO INCORK)BAtB THE DAIAAS ANI> WICHITA BAILROAl) 

COMPACT. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, ThatB. W. CuUen, W. J. Glark, J. A. Hawkins, Henry Er- 
vay, Fred. CuUen, J. W. Swindalls, George Brainerd, Cicero Cullen, 
J. W. Hay DOS, and their successors, be and tbey are hereby created and 
constituted a body corporate and politic for ninety-nine years, under 
the name and style of the Dallas' and Wichita Railroad Company,- 
with the capacity in said corporate name to make contracts ; to have 
succession and a common seal ; to make by-laws ; to sue and be 
sued ; to plead and be impleaded ; to grant and receive ; to hold* and 
convey property, both real and personal ; to receive donations or 
gifts of lands, money or bonds, and generally to do and perform all 
such acts and things proper and necessary to be done to carry into 
effect the ends and objects of this incorporation and the maintenance 
of the rights accruing under and connected with it, not inconsistent 
with the laws of this State. 

Sbc. 2. That said oorporation is hereby invested with the right* 
to locate, construct, own and maintain a railway, commencing at the 
city of Dallas, in the county of Dallas and State, of Texas, and; 
running thence westwardly to Red Rivei, to or near the mouth of 
the Wichita river where it empties into Red River; and provided 
further^ that said company shall have the right to connect their 
road, by running westwardly from said city of Dallas, with any 
other railroad chartered by the 'State of Telas, ntn&ing to or near 
the direction of El Paso. 

Sjsc. 8, That the capital stock of said company, consisting of 
its fxoperty, real and personal, franchises and rights to pipperty,* 
shall be divided into shares of one hviidred doUars each, every 
share entitlingthe owner ther^f to one vote b/ himself or proxy-for 
directors ; sa^ shares shall be deemed persotial property, and may> ' 
be transferred by any. conveyance in writing, under such rules aS' 
may be prescribe by the. directors; provided, however, that all 
such convd^yances shall be filed for record, and recorded by the sec* 
retary of said company in a books or books to be kept for that pur- 
pose. 

Seo. 4. That the immediate government and direction of the 
affiiirs of said company shall be vested in a board of five dhrectors^' 
to be selected from the eorporatbrs named in the first section of this 
16— s I. 
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act, who shall elect one of their number president of said company. 
Ko person shall be eligible to the office of director unless he be the 
owner of ten shares of the stock of said company. The directors 
shall be elected biennially by the stockholders of said company, each 
Iteing entitled to on/e vote for erery ahace he or she* may own« Thft. 
first election to take place within ninety days after the passage of 
this act, in the said city of Dallas ; and if a vacancy should occur in 
siud directozy by death, resigsatioa or otherwise, the vacancy or 
v^pancoes may be filled by. the residue of said directors fbr the unexy 
ptred term ; and, should the stockholders fail to hold an Section at 
wy regulai? period, those in office shall ocMitiniie officers uiltil an 
election at a r^^m: period. It shall be the duty (^ the president 
and directors to appoint a secretary and treasurer to pseseribe their 
duties^ and require of them bonds for the. £uth£al disdsarge of tbe^ 
anmek Tb^ shall keep, or cause to be k^t, a record of all their 
proceedings^ and an account of the receipts and expenditorea of said 
company, which books shaE be open at all neasonaUe hour^ fc»r ti^e 
ittspeetion of any person interested in said company. A majority 
of the board of directors ahaU have the authority of a.fuU boards 
q^ all conveyances and contraels ii| writing, executed by the preas^^ 
deot and countersigned by the secretary, under the seal of the cor* 
poration, and in pursuance of a vote of said directors, or a majority^ 
oi them, shall be valid and binding* Said company shall keep their 
<^ce at^ tibe <^ty of Dallas, in the State aforesaid, and the prettdeni 
ctf said company shall report annually the condition of the afiair^^of 
Said company to the directors, who shall publish said report in twc^ 
or mom newspapers published onr the: line of said railway^

shall pay therefor such compensation as shall be determined upon in 
the manner provided in the following section ; provided, that the 
land so taken for the road bed sbsbll not exceM two hundred feet in 
width, and for depots and other buildings, such further width as may 
Ij^ iieccJBsary for such oflier purposes. 

Sbo. 8. That when any lands ai^ taken fot the road bfed or de- 
pots, the value of the same shallbd determined as prescribed by the 
general railroad law of this State. 

Sfid 9. 5?hatit shaH be the Aity of said company whenever 
amy State or county Iroad^ now or hereafter established shall be 
crossed by the track of said railway, to make and keep in repaif 
goGi aM stiffideirt <Jatt8eway^ At sudi crossings; and ih all cases' 
whea^e any person shall owta land 6ti both sides of said railway, ancf 
liienj shall be nb othe:^ convenient access from one part to thtg othei', 
such owner shall have the right, at all reasonable times, to cr6ss the' 
t^k of Said railway. 

S^. 10. That said company riiay aequire real estate by gift of 

Surdhase, and may appoint agents in such manner as it may thihlf 
t, with full authority to receive subscriptions cf stock atttf convey*- 
ances of land to said company. 

BM. 11. That said company fliall have the right to demand and 
yeceiye such rAtes of prices for transportation tJf freight and pasSen-' 
gertai i* may think proper fe>^ establish and libt incdtisistent Tfitli' 
ttie feWs t)f this State. ^ • 

S«c. 12. That the capital, stock of mH compaiijr shall be ffv^' 
iSSllBoiiso^ dollars. 

Sec; 18. That this cdiiipany ibay ^nUft into contracts and foHtf 
associations with any other road or company owning any road^ leatP 
tog to the Miesissippi river^. El Paso, or the Gulf of Mexico, or any' 
road it^tersectmg the same, so a^ to tnake intersectidnsi widb: oQaSf 
railways. 

Sec. 14. That said company shall commence work on said road 
within twelve months from and after the passage of this act, and' 
shall have the same completed azrd^tl'gobd running order within five 
years thereafter ; provided^ further ^ that said company may addpt' 
such gauge of track as tliey may deem best for the said xaihrwf. * 
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Sec. 15. That the property of said railway shall be exempt 
firom taxation until said railway is completed. 

Seo. 16. That this act take effect and be in force fix)m and afiw 
itspssage.

CHAPTER CLVI. 

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A EERBY ACBOSS TEE BRAZOS BIYER IK TAB 
COUNTIES OE MILAM ANP ROBERTSON, AT OR NEAR THE TOWN 
OP PORT SULUVAN, IN MILAM COUNTY. 

. Section 1. Be it etMcted by the Leffislature of the StcUe of 

Texas^ That J. Wise Parker, his associates and successors, be, and 
they are hereby, authorized to establish a ferry on the Brazos river, 
in the counties of Milam and Robertson, at or near the town of Port 
Sullivan, in the county of Milam, and upon the road leading from 
the town of Heame, in the county of Robertson, to the town of 
Cameron, in the county of Milam. 

Sec. 2. That the said J. Wise Parker, his associates and succes- 
sors'or assigns, shall establish and keep vi good running order, at all 
times, a good ahd safe ferry boat ; and shall at all times carry pas- 
sengers, and property of all descriptions ; and shall be responsible a9 
other common carriers are by law. 

Sec. 3. That said Parker, his associates and successors or 
assigns, shall be subject to the general laws of the State of Texas 
governing the establishment of ferries, and shall be entitled to collect 
and receive such fees and tolls as may be established by the county 
court of Robertson county. 

Sbc. 4. That no other ferry shall be established, operated or 
run within two miles above or. below the ferry herein chartered, 
except for privQ.te use. 

'. Sec. 5. That this act take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage, and that it continue in force for thirty yeank

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CHAPTER CL VII. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT BKTITLBD AN ACT TO ESTABLISH 
A PERRY ACROSS BRAZOS RIVER, AT OR NEAR THE MOUTH OP 
THE LITTLE BRAZOS RIVER, IN THE COUNTIES OP BXTRLSiSON 
' AND BRAZOS, PASSED MAY 16, 1871. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas ^ That sectioii thrcie of the atove recited act be so amended as 
to read as follows : That no ferry boats be permitted to feiry across 
the said river withiti two milfes, on a straight line, above and below said 
point on gaid river. And that section four be amended so as to read 
as follows : That the said J. S. Stewart, Henry Mordecai and W.* 
B. Foreman shall have, for and during the term of thirty years, the 
right to charge' such rate of toll as the County Court of Br^os 
county may determine. 

Sec 2. That this act be in force from and after its passage. '

TRUST COMPANY. 

' Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stats of 
T^Tas, IXat Isadore Dyer, Albert Ball, Morritz Kopperel, J. L. 
Darrah, John J. Barrel, John Sealy, Henry Rosenberg, J. M; 
Brown, John P. Davie, Julius Frederick, Noah Johns. J. ffi 
Hutchins, Theodore Wagner, E. Randall, M. D., E. T. Austin, 
Thomas Goggan and Martin Davey, be and they are hereby 
declared to be a body politic, in law and in feet, under the name and 
style of the Galveston Saving Bank and Trust Company, and, under 
that name, they may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded^ buy" 
hold and sell, lease or convey real property for the uses of said com- 
pany; make contracts, pass by-laws, and generally to perform all 
acts and things, proper and necessary ib be done, to carry into effect 
the objects and maincain the rights of said corporation under this 
« charter. 
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Sbo. 2. That the oorporatoni hereiii named, or a majority of 
them, shall, within thirty days aft»r the passage of this act, prooeed 
to organize said compan j in flucb mifnner an ttoy may deem best for 
the interest of said corporation ; provided, that after the snm of <aie 
bundred thousand dollars i^all ]».ye bee^ oabsqidbed and jpaid in, th^ 
paid corporation may commence business. The a&irs ^ said cooih 
papy skail be managed by a board of directors, not less than #ve 
nor more than thirteen in nnmh^, vhoi^hall be elected by theatock* 
holders, at any annual meeting thereof; said board of directors shall 
«Iect one of d^eir number to w president of the board of directors, 
and shall elect such other officers a^ the company may need. 

Sbc 3. That the capital stock of said eorporation shall be thr^a^ 
lamdred thousand doUars, divided into shares of one hundred ddObiri 
each; each share of said stock shaU entitle the owner thereof to cm 
TQte, at any meeting of the stodiihidders^ called «9 provided in the 
b7>laws of the ccHppany. The capital rn^j be invested in the fafnidp 
of the United States or of the State of Texas, in mortgages or m 
unincumbered real estate within the State of Texas, worth double 
the amount loaned thereon, or upon stocks or bonds of incorporated 
companies, or upon the bonds or stocks of the incorporated towns or 
cities of this State, or in any one or all of said securities, at the dis- 
cretion of the directors of the corporation. 

Ssc. 4. That the corporation hereby created shall reoeire de- 
posits of money from one dollar and upwards. Parents may deposit 
for their children, and guardians for their wards. Such interest 
shall be aUowed to depositors as may be direeted by the by-laws of 
said company, and all deposits made shall be made under said by- 
laws ; it may receive money in trust, and to accumulate the same at 
such rate of interest as may be provided for in said by-laws j to 
accept and execute all such trusts of every description, not inconsist- 
ent with the laws of the State, as may be committed to them pj ^ny 
person or persons whatsoeyer, or by any eorporation, or by order 
of the Supreme Court, district or probate <;ourts of this State (^ 
United States ; to take and accept by 'grant, assignment, tran$&r| 
devise or be<|uest, and hold any real or p»^nal estate in tr^^ 
created in accordance with the laws of the State, and execute sudb 
legal trudt3, in regard to the same, on such terms as maj be declare^ 
established or agreed upon in regard thereto. The said company Mi 
authorized to act as agent for the purpose t)f issuing, registering ox 
countersigning the certificates of stock, bonds, or other evidence^ 
of debt of any corporation, association, municipality, State or public 
authority, on such terms as may be agi«ed upon. On any snm x)| 
jnoney not less than one hundred dollars, which ^11 be collected oir 
received by the said company in its capacity of administrator, tn^ti|i| 
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m gaadHsa, :receiT«r fff ditpos^tjr ot momyfi m oom^ am hiterelil 
€bMl be allowed by md o^mpany, as psoYided for in the by^lawa iJF 
iBdd eoiporaitioB, whiich raid, of interest shall coirtiiiiie imtil ib» 
mefltej so reoeiff^d skall be dalj expended or distributed. On all 
0ixa& of money depoaited, less than one fanndred dollars, tbedepodk

That Ikhe ssid company may parchaae, at any sale^ any 
property, real or personal, that may have been mortgaged or eon- 
vcj^ in trost to it, and may roHsell the same, bat only for the 6ona 
fid^ purpose of securing a d^t due to the compmiy ; and the cocoh 
pany shcdl not at any time hold r^ estate to the value excveeding 
ono^tibiid of the capital stock of the ccnnpany, except stt<4i as may 
he necessary fer tlie convenient transaetiott of its business. 

Sue 7. That tibis charter ami all its privileges and powerl 
herein granted, shaU oontinue ftr twenty*£ve ye«rs, and shall be tk 
f<nrce fi^ and after ics passage.

Section 1. BeU Enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texasj That Gus. A. Schnekler, J. V. Baker and F. Hoppe, and 
such persons as they may associate with themselves, are hereby in- 
corporated under the name and style of the ^^ Oolorado and McDade 
Ferry Company," and shall have succesidon for &e term of thirty 
. years ; that they may have a oorpcrate seal and the right of holding 
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property, real, personal and mixed, for the purpose of carrying on 
the objects of this incorporation ; and they may transfer, alienate 
and dispose of their joint or individus^l interest herein at pleasure. 
; Sjbg. 2. That the ^id persons, their associates and successors, 
under the name and style aforesaid, shall he authorized to establish 
and maintain a ferry on the Colorado river, at or near the mouth of 
the ravine between the lands of said Gus. Schneider and E. Good^ 
man, where the new road, from the mouth of the lane between said 
Schneider and Goodman, to McDade crosses the said river ; said 
ferry shall be known hereafter by the name, set &nii in the firat seo- 
tiqn of this act. 

Sec. 3, That the said Gus- A. Schaeider, J. V. Baker, R 
Hoppe, and their heirs aad assigns, shall be bound during the term 
aforesaid to keep in good order a boat or flat sufficient at all times 
to transport and ferry across said river all wagons, horses, cattle, per- 
sons and property, with safety and convenience, and to keep and 
maintain the banks on each side of said river to low water mark so 
ffs to insure the embarkation of all persons and property ferried 
across said river at said ferry. 

^ Seo. 4. That there shall not be established any other ferry, or other 
ferry boat kept or run for public use, within two miles above and be- 
low said ferry established by this act, except ibr private use. 

Sec. 6. That the said Gus. A* Schneider, J. V. Baker and F. 
Hoppe, shall have, for and during the said term of thirty years, 
the right to charge the following rates of toll : For footman, five 
l^ents ; single horse or mule, ten cents ; man and horse, ten cents ; 
wagon or carriage and two horses or oxen, fifty cents ; wagon and 
four horses or oxen, seventy-five cents; wagon and six horaea or 
oxen, one dollar ; wagon, carriage or buggy and one. horse or ox, 
twenty-five cents ; all other animals in droves, three cents per head ; 
provided, that the said Schneider, Baker and Hoppe may charge 
double these rates when the waters of said river are overflowing its 
banks. 

Sec. 6. That all acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed, and that this act take effect 
firom and after its passage.

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CHAPTER OLX. 

- AN ACT TO IlffCtoR^ORATB THB HOUSTON SATINOS BANK. 

' Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legish^ur^ of the State of 
Texas, That A. J. Burk, Richard Allen, J. W. McDonald, H. D. 
Johnson, E. Carter, and such other persons as they may associate 
with them, and their successors, he and th^ are hereby created a 
body politic and corporate und^r the name and style of the *' Houston 
Savings Bank;" and by such corporate name shall have succession; 
may sue and be sued ; may have and use a corporate seal ; may own 
property, real, personal and mixed ; may mortgage and alienate the 
same ; and may. also issue bank bills, and borrow and loan money. 

Sec. 2. The legal domicile of the company shall be in the city 
of Houston. 

Sec. 8. That the said company, tinder their corporate name, 
shall be empowered to deal in foreign and domestic exchange, bank 
notes, coin, bullion, cotton, wool, hides, or any other thing of value ; 
to buy andi sell the stock of any other incorporated company, or the 
bonds of any other company, or of any county, city or State ; to 
issue, emit and circulate their own notes ; provided^ such circula- 
tion shall not exceed at any one time the amount of their capital 
stock already subscribed ; and to do and perform all acts necessary 
for or incidental to the carrying out of the objects of the company 
or appertaining to a savings hoxAi company. 

Sec. 4. That the capital stock of said Company rfiall be fifty 
thousand dollars, including all its property, real and personal, fran- 
chises and rights to propeity. The stock of the company shall be 
divided into shares of twenty-five dollars each, which shall be con- 
sidered personal property, and shall be transferable as may be pro- 
vided in the by-laws, and payable at such times and in such sums as 
the directors may determine in their by-laws; and said company 
shall organize within two years after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 6. That said company shall make by-laws for the govern- 
ment of its afiairs and officers, which by-laws may be altered or 
amended, from time to time, as may be deemed advisable by a ma- 
jority of the board of directors. 

Sec. 6. That the management of said company shall consist of 
a board of directors, not less than five nor more than seven, to be 
elected annually by the stockholders. They shall elect from the 
board of directors one president, one vice president, and such other 
officers as may be prescribed by the by-laws, and their term of office 
shall be for one year, or until their successors qualify. 
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Skc. 7. All obligations of the company 9liall be signed bj the 
president and cashier. 

Sbc. 8. That the capital stock of the company maybe increased 
to two hmndred and fifty thousand dcdiars, by the board of directors, 
as may be prescribed by the by-laws. 

Sbc. 9. That this t^t of moorporation shall take effect and be 
in force from atid after its passage, and shall xemaia in force &r tke 
period of fifty years.

IKsienoes, and under . tibe name aforesaid shall have power to buy, 
hold, enjoy, sell, c(»;vey, and alienate property, real and personal ;

be exempt from all occupation tax, State, county and municipal ; 
and provided, .further, that no malt, vinous, or spiritual liquor or 
tobacco in any shape, shall be sold by the club at their rooms, or in 
connection therewith, nor shall it be allowed to transact any busi- 
ness of profit. 

Sbo. 2. That the aforesaid • club shall have' power to frame a 
constitution, and to enact such by-laws as it may deem necessary 
for its own government, not contrary to the Constitution and laws 
of this State, and of the United States ; and may elect from its 
own body the officers necessary for conducting the business of said 
club. 

Sec. 3. That said corporation shall have a common seal, and 
in general have and exercise all such rights^ privileges and immuni- 
ties as by law are incident thereto or necessary for corporations of a 
similar character. 

- Sec. 4. That the aforesaid club shall have the right to give mu- 
sical and dramatic entertainments whoever it may deem it proper 
to carry out its object as stated in section ono of this act.

Without mentioning minor errors in the enrolled copy of the 
amendment to the city charter of JefiFerson, Marion county. Chapter 
CXn, approved December 1, 1871, the following additional re- 
marks are made, to-wit : 

The following has been omitted in clause fifty-four of ^* Powers 
and Duties of Board of Aldermen, ^' viz: *'idle, loitering or ram- 
bling about, or staying in groceries, drinking saloons, houses of ill 
fame, or houses of bad repute, gambling houses, railroad depots 
or fire engine houses, or who shall be found trespassing in the night • 
time upon the private premises of others, or begging, or placing 
themselves in the streets or other thoroughfares or public places to beg 
or receive alms ; also, keepers, exhibitors or visitors at any gaming 
table, gambling house, houses for fortune telling, places for cock 
fighting, or other places of device, and all persors who go about for 
the purpose of gaming or watch stuffing, or who shall have in their 
possession any article or thing used for obtaining[money under false 
pretenses, or who shall disturb any place where public or private 
schools are held, either on week day or Sabbath, or place where re- 
ligious worship ifi held." 

Also omitted, after section ten of " Public Improvements," the fol- 
lowing, viz: '* Removal of Nuisances." 

Sec. 11. In all cases where expenses may be incurred in the 
removal of any nuisance, the board of aldermen may cause the 
same to be assessed against the real estate chargeable therewith. 
Such expense shall be likewise collected of the owner or occupant 
of such premises in a suit for money expended to his or their use. 
Suit may, in like manner, be brought for such expenses against the 
author of such nuisances, when known, or jmy person whose duty it 
may be to remove or abate the same. • 

The Housegoumal also shows that the following amendment, viz : 
" Sec. 12, page 141. The corporate limits of said city shall be one 
mile in every direction, from the intersection of Broadway and Line 
streets in said city," was not adopted ; further, that the amendment to 
section 2, of " Powers and Duties of Officers," viz : '* twenty " in 
lieu of " thirty," in line seven, was not adopted by the House, but 
that the bill was returned to the Senate with no amendments what- 
ever.
